EHO) DISMAL Face of Things appeared to the 
\ we | Profeffors of the Gofpel, upon this Queen's 
. SAS X Accefs to the Throne ; occaftoned by the 
SIRs flerce Refolutions taken of undomg all that 
—. bad been done many Tears before m the 
Rezgns of her Father and Brother, towards the Reform- 
ang of Religion ; and for bringing back again ito Pra- 
&kice the old Religion and Superftitions. The chief Mana- 
gery of this Work was left in the Hands of Two difobliged 
and bloudy-minded Bifbops, London, aud Winchetter, 
Lord Chancellor. And what fevere Methods were pur- 
Jued to bring this about, the enfumg Memorials will 
fbew m divers Particulars, befides what Mr. Fox, and 
others fince.bim, have publifbed.. And fince my wrt 
ting of this Hiftory, I have met with fome other Infor- 
matzons about it: and that from the Pen of a very 
eminent Foreigner, and Sojourner, but well acquamted 
with the Affairs of England ; who lived here mm thofe 
very Days: having been fent for over hither by the 
former Prince, to read Divimity im one of our Univer- 
fities, and to affift in the Reformation of Religion. It 
was Dr. Peter Martyr: Who, after bis fleemg away 
hence in the Begining of this Queen's Reign, wrote fe- 
veral Letters to bis Corref{pondents concerning bimfelf — 
and the Overthrow of Relzgion bere, and of the Conde 
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tion of the Englifh Profeffors of the Gofpel, both at 
Home and Abroad, foon after the Queen's coming to 
reign. As, : a 
In Novemh. 1553. when he made a narrow Efcape 
out of England. Which be looked upon as an extraor- 
dinary Piece of God's good Providence towards him: 
— Thus he defcribed it ma Letter writ to Calvin, from | 
Fiape ou of PtKasburgh. Qua ratione Deus eripuerit me, Se. 1, e. 
England, Epil ‘ By what Means God fuatched him from the Mouth of 
© the Lion, as-yet be knew not bimfelf: and much lefs 
© could he fignify to bim [Calvin]: But that as Peter, 
© brought out of Prifon by an Angel, thought the Things 
“ that were done, but im a Dream; fo be even yet 
© could fcarce think it true, that be was there at 
‘ Strasburgh, fafe and found. And this, as be wrote, 
° be mas minded firft of all to fhew to him, that be, 
‘ together with bimfelf and ail other good Brethren, 
© might. give God Thanks: And that be would exhort 
© bis Holy Church, that they, ecarnefily, with moft ar- 
© dent Prayers, would beg of God to obtam Help, 
“ whereby that Evil, which then prefféd the Englith 
© Church, might be eafed. _ 2 tO 
— © That’ the Archbi ‘i of Canterbury gud. York, 
© viz. Cranmer aad Holgate, and the Bifbops of Wor-

tion, in good and ufeful Learning ; and hence fupplying 
the Church with pious, learned, and able Men. For this 
forse fi Scene of Mifery lafted not long, and. ended 
with that Queen. The Exiles returned. Religion was 
refored : The Church furnifhed with excellent Bifhops 
and Paftors. And what Steps were taken, and holy Me- 
thods purfued, im fettling Religion under Queen Eliza- 
beth, may be feen partly in the Conclufion of the Hiltory 
of the Reformation, Sy Bifbop Burnet; and more at 
large mm the Annals of the Reformation, im the firft 
Twelve Years of that Queen's Reign, and alfo in the 
Life and Acts of Archbifhop Parker.

ANNO _ The Days next following the Departure of the King, Things ap- 
1553- peared propitious to her, and looked towards a fair Affurance of 
Re her quiet Succeffion. For tho’ there were fome in the Countries 
Sort sppeil where the Lady Mary was, appeared on her Side; yet they were 
for her. generally of the meaner and popular fort, few of the. Nobility or 
Gentry joining with them, but rather oppofing them: Whom, 
therefore, ‘faze and her Court made ho doubt“of quelling, by the

coe Oberland repofed a Confidence) with fome others. And there they 
difcharged Sir ‘fames Croft of the Conftablefhip of the Tower, to whom 
it had been lately committed, and put in the faid Lord Admiral, 
who had been by Mouth before appointed to the fatd Place by 
King Edward. And he accordingly took the Oath, and the Charge 
of the Tower. And the Morrow after, he conveyed into all Places 
of the Tower great Guns, and into other convenient Places within 

the Tower: as above upon the White Tower. a 

asia On the gth Day of ‘faly, were {worn untO Queen Fasc, at Green- 

Fane. > wich, all the Head-Officers, and the Guard, as Queen of England. 
On the Day following fhe publicly took upon her the Royal State 
and Government of the Kingdom: And, in order tothat, made 
She entersthe her Entry into the Tower that Day, between Four and Five of the 
ail Clock in the Afternoon, with a great Company of Lords and No- 
bles, the Dutchefs of Saffolk her Mother bearing up her Train, with 
many great Ladies, and fuch a Volley-fhot of Guns and Cham- 
bers, as had rarely been heard before. And by Six of the Clock 
Proclaimed. fhe fet forth her Proclamation (which ts exemplified in the late 
Vol. Cole Hiffory of the Reformation by Bifhop Barner) to declare her Title to 
fett. p. 239 the People, and to require their Allegiance; and therein it was af- 
ferted, That the Lady Mary was unlawfully begotten. It was per- 
formed by two Heralds and a Trumpet blowing, in Cheapfide firft, 
and then in Fleetftreet. Nor did there feem now any Oppofition 
to be made, or fo much as murmuring again{t this Proclamation ; 
unlefs that a young Man, a Vintner’s Apprentice, had the Bold- 
nefs to {peak certain Words of Queen Mary’s true Right. aad Title: 
For which he was immediately taken up, and the. next Day, at 
Fight of the Clock in the Morning, fet on the Pillory, and both 
his Ears cut off, an Herald prefent, and Trumpet blowing: And

ftru& the Ambafladors. in their Addref{s to the Emperor upon her 
Accefs to the Throne, which would not be very acceptable unto 
him. The Letter, mmy Judgment, ought not to be epitomized 
or curtailed, but for the material Contents thereof to be delivered 
to the Reader at length; which was in thefe Words:

And therefore, faid Déego to the Ambafla- 
dors, As he was forry, that they loft fo good a King, fo he did 
much rejoice that they had fo noble and fo toward a Prince to fuc- 
ceed him: And promifed them, by the Word of a Gentleman, That 
he would at all Times ferve his Highnefs himfelf, and as many as he 
fhould be able to bring with him, if the Emperor called him to 
ferve him. _ : 

The Ambafladors told him,They had received the forrowful News, 
but the glad Tidings were not, as yet, come unto them by any Let- 
ters: That they were glad to hear thus much, and wifhed they 
were able to tell him all how Things went at home. He anfwered, 
He could tell them thus much, That the King’s Majefty, for the 
Difcharge of bis Confcience, wrote a good Piece of his Teftament 
with his own Hand ; Barring both his Sifters of the Crown, and 
leaving it to the Lady ‘fame, Niece [he means Grand-daughter] to 
the French Queen. Whether the two Daughters were Battards or 
no, or why it was done, they, he faid, that were Strangers, had 
nothing to do with the Matter; but they, the Ambafladors, were 
bound to obey and ferve his Mayjefty: And that, therefore, it was 
Reafon they fhould take Him for their King, which the Nobles of 
the Cauntry had, with their Confent, allowed for their King. He 
added, That he, for his Part, of all others, was bound to be glad 
that his Majefty was fet inthat Office. For he [Déego] was his God- 
father; and would as willingly fpend his Blood in his Service, as 
any Subje& that he had, as long as he fhould fee the Emperor his 
Mafter, fo willing to embrace his. Majefty’s Amity. 

And Don Francifco d’Ej?, General of all the Foot Italians, who was 
newly gone to his Charge in Miélaza, at his Departure made the like 
Offer, as long as his Mafter and theirs fhould be Friends; which he 
trufted fhould be ever; and prayed the Ambaffadors, at their Re- 
turn, to utter it to the King’s Majefty. And this was all the Con- 
cern now that the Nobles at the Emperor’s Court had for the Lady 
Mary, being refolved to make a fair Complement to the Engli(b 
Court; tho’ che Emperor muft needs have been in no fuch In- 
differency for his Coufin. | 

It was not before the 16th Day of fly the Ambafladors waited 
upon the Emperor, aud declared their heavy and forrowful News. 
After which, they fet forth the Lords good Wills, and Readinefs at 
all Times to obferve and maintain the Amities which had been al- 
ways between the Realm of Ezgland, and thofe of Burgundy, and other 


the Emperor’s Dominions. For Anfwer whereunto, the Emperor 
-faid, * ‘That he was right forry, for his Part, for thofe heavy News, 


‘ whereby he perceived the Lofs of fuch a Brother, and fo good a 
¢ Friend both to him and his Countries: And, confidering that he 
‘ was of fuch a great Towardnefs, and of fuch a Hope to do Good,

PON the Tidings of her Brother’s Departure into a bet- The Lady Me- 
ter World, the Lady Mary thought it worth beftirring her- 7 "ENS (0 


felf for her Crowns, that were now fallen to her. To for he 
all her Friends therefore, and fuch as were of Intereft, 

fhe wrote Letters, to recognize and own her for their Sovereign, 
and to affift her in the inftating of herfelf in the Kingdom. And 
being at her Manor of Kguningale in Norfolk, fhe began to prepare To Somerfer, 
for Action, and to gather to herfelf what Countenance and Strength 27" tae 
fhe could from the Gentry of thofe Parts. On the 8th of Fuly fhe”? 
wrote to Sir George Somerfet, Sir Welliam Drury, Sir William Wald~ 
grave, Knights, and Clement Higham, Efq; fignifying unto them the 
King’s Death, and thereby her Right to the Crown; requiring 
them to obey no Commandment to be iffued out upon any Pre- 
tence or Glofs of the deceafed King’s Authority, being bound now 
to be true Liegemen to her only: And laftly, charging them, in all 
hafte polfible, to prepare and put themfelves in order to repair to 
her at Kenaingale ; where, at their Coming, they fhould know fur- 
ther of her Pleafure. | 

The next Day, viz. Faly g. (the very Day the Lady Sane was To Sir Edw. 
proclaimed Queen ) fhe wrote another Letter from Kenningale to Hine. 
Sir Edward Haftings, the Earl of Huxtingdon’s Brother, and a zealous: 
Papift. Therein ‘ She afferted her Right to inherit, both by Par- 
liament and her Father’s Will: And gave him to, underftand, 
that he was obliged no longer to obferve or execute any Com- 
mand heretofore, or hereafter to be, addrefled to him, from or 
in the Name, or by colour of Authority, of the late King Edward. 
She required him to have a diligent Regard to her Honour, and 
the Surety of her Perfon, in the Counties of Middlefex and Bucks, 
where he dwelt: And charged him, That he fhould not ftir in 
any forcible Array by the Command of any, except of herfelf 
Only, unlefs in Cafe of any Attempts to her Prejudice: And, to 
the bef{t of his Power, to prepare himfelf to ferve her at her Com- 
mand. And this Letter fhould be his Warrant and Difcharge.’ 
Thus fhe wrote, without taking any Notice at all of King Edward’s 
late Will, or the Pretences of the Lady ‘faze, throughout her Let- 
ter; which, if the Reader pleafe, he: may read at length in the 
Cotalugue of Records, at the End of this Volume.

was had to fend ftrong Forces thither. On the 18th Day a Letter 
was fent from ‘Fane to Sir ‘fobn St. Lowe, and Sir Anthony King ftone, 
ee figned Ff ANE the Quene; therein afferting her Lawful 
Poffefion of the Crown, by the free Confent of the Nobility, and 
the other States ofthe Realm. Requiring them, therefore, to raife 
all the Power they could of Horfe and Foot round about them, 
(yet excepting the Tenants and Servants of the Earls of Arundel 
and Pembroke’) and, with the fame, to repair to the faid Shire, to 
reprefs and fubdue certain Tumults and Rebellions moved there 
againft her and her Crown. And the like Orders fhe fent to divers 
other Gentlemen, whom fhe looked upon to be true to her. She 
ageravated to them, How thefe, that now appeared in Hoftility, 
fought the Deftruétion of their Native Country, and the Subverfion 
of all Men in their Degrees, being a Bafe Multitude, as fhe ftiled 
them, ftirred in Rage: Which, as by former Experience it had been 
proved, muft needs be the Confufton of the whole Commonwealth. 
Wherefore, fhe trufted in their Courage, Wifdom and Fidelities, 
to undertake this Enterprize, as by the Nobility and Council fhould 
be prefcribed them. And to bear their Charges, fhe fhewed them, 
That fhe had dire€ted her Council to take Order for their Satisfa- 
&ion; which her faid Council, for that Purpofe, fent their Letters 
alfotothem. And, finally, fhe feemed not to doubt of their Suc- 
cefs: And that upon their very Accefs to the Place where thefe 
Seditions were got together, they would foon faint and defpair, or 
receive their Punifhments. This Letter being ah Original, may not 
be improper to be preferved.

‘Mary had retired upon the King’s Death into the Parts of 
Suffolk and Norfolk ; there making what Strength fhe could to 
feat herfelf on the Throne, and to oppofe the Army that was fent 
again{t her, headed by the Duke of Northumberland, Father in Law 
to the Lady Fane, now fet up for Queen. The two great Coun- 
ties aforefaid afforded many that gathered themfelves together, and 
took up Arms to aid Queen Mary. For tho’ the People of Safolk and 
Norfolk were generally Profeflors and Favourers ‘of the Gofpel ; yet, 
the Confideration that fhe was eftablifhed by the King her Father, 
and the Parliament, to be Succeflor to her Brother, and Heir to 
the Crown afterhim; and their Knowledge from the Word of God, 
that Obedience was therefore due to her, made them vigoroufly 
affift her with their Lives. And fo they profeffed in the Swpplz- 
cation they put up afterwards to her Commiffioners : * We proteft 
‘ before God, we think if the Holy Word of God had not taken 
¢ fome Root among us, we could not in Time paft have done that 
¢ poor Duty of ours, which was done in affifting the Queen, our 
¢ moft dear Sovereign, again{ft her Grace’s mortal Foe, that then 
‘ fought her Deftruction. Jt was our bounden Duty : and we 
¢ thank God for the Knowledge of his Word and Grace, that we 
‘ then did fome Part of our bounden Service.’ Thusthey.: So that

And 

therefore they inferred, it was manifeft he was not chofen by 

God that was fuch an one: Nor, as they went on, ought he to be 

Anointed or Elected the People’s King or Governor, what Right 

or Title foever he feemed to have thereunto by Civil Policy ; 

except he be a Promoter and Setter forth of God’s Law and Glo-

the Fears and Anxieties that pofleffed the Hearts of the bef{t Men, 
and fuch as loved King Edward’s Reformation. For they were ve-~ 
ry apprehenfive, that the good Religion and pious Orders efta- 
blifhed in his Reign, were going to Wreck. They dreaded Mary’s 
Marriage with fome Popifh Foreigner; and they forefaw, how 
fhe, being fo nearly related to the Emperor, that profefled Enemy 
Of Reformation, would take her Meafures of Rule and Govern- 
ment by his Influence and DireGtion. ‘The faithful Preachers, ve- 
ry painfully, in their feveral Places, fet before the People their im- 
minent Danger, and fhewed them, That this Judgment of the Lofs 
of their excellent King, was come upon them for their Unprofita- 
blenefs under thofe Opportunities of Grace and fpiritual Knowledge 
they enjoyed under him ; and that this was the Effec& of God’s 
angry Hand. They exhorted them much to Stedfaftnefs, and by 
no means to comply with the Popifh Superftitions, that were now 
ready to break in upon them. Which, if they did, they aflured’ 
them, utter Deftru€tion was at hand: Otherwife, that there was a 
Door open, after fome forrowful Days, for their Deliverance. 
K.x0x, the Scotchman, who was one of the chief Preachers of the 
Nation then, at this Time, and for fome Time before, preached 
in Backinghamfbire: And juft while the great Tumult was in Exg- 


land, and Sir Edward Haftings, Sir Edmund Peckham, and others, were 


-bufy in that County raifing Forces, he preached at Amerfbam be- 
fore a great Affembly : Where, with forrowful Heart and weep- 
ing Eyes (as he tells us of himfelf) he fell into this Exclamation ; 
© O! England, now is God’s Wrath kindled againft thee ; now hath 
‘he begun to punifh, as he hath threatned a long while by his 
true Prophets and Meflengers. He hath taken trom thee the 
Crown of thy Glory, and hath left thee without Honour, as a 
Body without a Head. And this appeareth to be only the be- 
ginning of Sorrows; which appear to encreafe. For I perceive 
that. the Heart, the Tongue and Hand of one Englifbman.is bent 
again{t another, and Divifion to be in the whole Realm: Which 
Is.an. affured fign of Defolation to come. O! England, England, 
doft thou not confider, that thy Commonwealth 1s like a Ship 
failing on the Sea ? If thy Mariners and Governors fhall one con- 
fume another, fhale thou not fuffer Shipwrack in fhort Procefs 
of Time? QO! England, England, alas! thefe Plagues are pour- 
ed upon thee, for that thou wouldeft not know the moft happy 
‘Time of thy: gentle Vifitation. . But wilt:rhou yet obey the Voice 
of thy God, and. fubmit. thy: felf to his Holy Word? Truly, if 
thou wilt, thou fhale find Mer¢y. in his Sight, and the State of 
thy Commonweal: fhall be preferved. . But, O! England, Eng- 


+ land, if thou obftinatly. wilt return. into. Egypt, that is, if thou 
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* contract Mariage, Confederacy or League with fuch Princes as 4d N NO 
‘ do maintain and advance Idolatry, fuch as the Emperor, which 1553. 
‘is no lefs Enemy unto Chrilt, than ever was Nero: If for the "Vd 
© Plefure and Friendfhip of fuch Princes, I fay, thou return to thine 

¢ old Abominations before ufed under Papiftry ; then, affuredly, O! 

‘ Eagland, thou fhalt be plagued and brought to Defolation, by the 

‘ Means of thofe whofe Favour thou feekeft, and by whom thou 

‘ are procured to fal from Chrilt, and to ferve Antichrut.’? Thefe 

were the Leflons now inculcated upon the People. 

M ART, therefore, the only Child furviving of Queen Kytharine MARY prow 
of Spain, King Hevry’s firft Wife, fucceeded Queen of England; one “laim'd queen 
very much addiéted to the Pope, and Papal Superftitions. She, or 
rather fome of hee Friends in London for her, on the 19th Day of 
Fuly, that is, thirteen Days after King Fadward’s Death, iffued out 
a Proclamation, intitling herfelf Supreme Head of the Charches of Eng- 
land «and Ireland, fignifying to her loving Subjects, ‘ That fhe 
‘ took upon her the Crown Imperial of the Realms of England and 
© Irelond, and Title of France; and that fhe was in lawful_and juft 
¢ Pofleffion of the fame: Affuring them, That in reputing and ta- 

‘ king her for their natural Liege Sovereign Lady and Queen, they 

‘ fhould find her their benign and gracious Lady, as orhers her 

‘ moft Noble Progenitors had been.’ But Gruftow, ghe Printer of Grafron the 
this Proclamation, found her not fo ; foon after turning him our Prister. 
of his Place of printing State-Papers, (which he feems to have had 

by Letters Patents from King Edward, or his Father) and cont{ti- 
tuting Fox Cawood her Printer in his room. And this, no quetition, 
becaute Grafton was a Proteftant, and had printed the Bydle ia 
Englifo, and the public Books of Reliyion in the former Reign: 

Nor was this all the hard Meafure he found; for the next Month

All 
the Bells throughout London rung; every Street inlightened with 
Bonfires, and every where Tables fet out furnifhed with Beer and 
Wine for all Comers ; and much Money thrown about. By which 
Signitications the People fhewed their Complacency in the right

Which, by their Let- 
ters, dated July 25, they took care to fignify to the Queen: And 
withal, as tho” they had done no otherwife than the Lord Gra, 
their Chief, would have approved of, they mentioned, in their faid 
Letter, their Experience of his Honour, Fidelity and Service toward 
the Crown of England ; and, therefore, concluding the Rumours that 
went of him, of his being in Arms again{t the Queen’s Perfon, to 
be falfe. They promifed her to hold that Piece for her Service, and 
in her Right and Title, until fhe fhould otherwife declare her 
Pleafure. Sir Anthony Aucher, High Marfhal of Calais, had late- 
ly been appointed, (perhaps by Northumberland and his Party) to 
go to Gai/ves, for the better Aid and Security of that Place. But 
thefe Officers would not admit him, nor any other Perfon, to bear 
Rule there, until they had received Inftructions from her Majefty. 
Henry Duddley, a Relation and Creature of the Duke, and in with 
him, had, wich four Servants and certain Letters, efcaped, and got 
hither to Gaé/mes.

But that after this, God looked down, and pitied the Nation, quel- 
led the Wars, checked the Commotions, reftored joyful Peace, calm- 
ed the Minds of the People, and united their jarring Spirits, by 
the fetting Mary upon her Throne. And then the Poet addreffeth 
himfelf to her with divers good Monitories, and feafonable Coun- 
fels; but tenderly and inoffenfively propounded: Viz. That fhe 
would affift towards the repairing the broken Condition of the 
State; That as fhe was the Heir of her Brother’s Kingdom, fo fhe 
would be of his Piety; That fhe would preferve Juitice, {pare the

It was not long after the Emperor wrote again to the Queen, 
with his own Hand, which his Ambaffador Lieutenant D’ Aumont, 
delivered into her own Hand. This Meflage feemed to be defign- 
ed chiefly for moving of a Match between his Son Prince Philip 
and her Majefty.

p REACHERS, (and they fuch as were thought of the beft Preachers pat 


the People into an ill Opinion of the late Proceedings, efpe- 
cially in Religion. Some of thefe were Feckenham, Dean 
Of St. Pawl’s, Wefton Dean of Weftminfter, White Warden of Winche- 
fier, Watfon Chaplain to the Bifhop of Winchefter, Harpifield Arch- 
deacon of London, Bourn Parfon of High Ongar in Effex, the Queen’s Bown, 
Chaplain, and Domeftics to Bifhop Boxser, and others. ‘This laft 
named came up at Pagl’s Crofs, Aug.13. where were prefent the 
Lord Maior and his Brethren, and the Lord Courteney, and a great 
Auditory. This Man did, according to his Inftructions, fiercel 
lay about him, in accufing the Doings of the former Reign, be § 
fuch Reflections upon Things that were dear tothe People, that ic 
fet them all intoa Hurly Burly. And fuch an Uproar began, fuch 
a fhouting at the Sermon, and cafting up of Caps, as that one, who 
lived in thofe Times, and kept a Journal of Matters that then fell 
out, writ, It was as if the People were mad; and that there might 
have been great Mifchief done, had not the People been awed 
fomewhat by the Prefence of the Mator and the Lord Courteney. In 
this Confufion the young People and the Women bore their Part ; 
and fo did fome Priefts, and, namely, the Minifter of St. Ethelboroagh’s 
within Bifbopfgate ; who, as we thal hear, fmarted feverely for it. 
And which moft of all fhewed the popular Difpleafure againft the 
Preacher, a Dagger was thrown at him: Which broke up the Af- 
fembly ; and the Divine was conveyed away for fear of his Life. 
The next Sunday, being Aug. 20. preached at Pawl’s Crofs Dr. Watfon, Wafer. 
one of as much Heat as the other, but with more Safety; having 
Two Hundred of the Guard about him, to fee no fuch Difturbance 
happened again. There were prefent all the Crafts of Lovdox, in their 
beft Liveries, fitting on Forms; every Craft by themfelves, toge- 
ther with the Lord Maior and Aldermen. 

On Friday, being the 18th of Auga/t, were Arraigned the Duke of Narbunter- 
Northumberland (all whofe Bluftering and Ambition came to this thers Con- 
miferable Conclufion) the Marquefs of Northampton, and the Ear] of demned, as 
Warwick, eldeft Son to the faid Duke; (a great Scaffold the Day be- *™"™ 
fore having been fet up in Weftminfter Hell for that Purpofe) who | 
were then condemned to be Executed as Traitors. And the next 
Day were Arraigned at Weffminjter Hall, and Caft to be Hanged 
and Quartered, Four more, viz. Sir Andrew Duddley, Sir John and 
Sir Henry Gates, and Sir Thomas Palmer.

And by Eight a Clock 
that Day were gotten together on Tower Hill near ‘Ten Thoufand 
People, to have feen the Execution. For the Scaflold was made 
ready ; Sand and Straw brought; and all the Men that belonged 
to the Tower Hamlets prefent ; as Hock/ton, Shoreditch, Bow, Ratcliff, 
Limehoufe, St. Kztharine’s : And fo were the Waiters of the Tower, and 
the Guard, and the Sheriffs Officers. And every Man ftanding in Or- 
der with their Halberds; and Lanes made: The Hangman there 
alfo: When on a fudden they were commanded to depart. The 
Reafon of which Refpite was, to gain a piece of Glory to the Po- 
pifh Religion, That thefe condemned Perfons, all pretended Embra- 
cers of the Reformed Religion, might, before their Deaths, be pre- 
fent at Ma{s: as it were, giving thereby their Approbation of it; 
and difavowing their former Profefflion. To which thefe Perfons, 
perhaps of no great Religion before, were the willinger to conde- 
{cend, in hope it might be a Means to procure them the more Fa- 
vour towards a Pardon. And that this might be done with the more 
Shew and Boaft, on that very Day were the Lord Maior and Al- 
dermen fent for to the Tower, and the chiefeft of the Crafts in Lon. 
don, and divers of the Privy Council were there alfo ; and then, in 
the Prefence of all thefe, Mafs was faid before the Duke and the 
reft. But, notwithftanding, he and fome others, were Executed 
the Day following, as we fall read in due Place. 

The fame 21ft Day of Azguft, was fevere Juftice done upon two 
Perfons, the one a Prieft, the other a Barber, for being concern- 
ed inthe Uproar at the Pawl’s Cro/s Sermon, Aug. 13. who were 
fet on the Pillory, and their Ears nailed to it. The Prieft was 
Parfon of St. Ethelborough’s. The Crime was for hainous and fedi- 
tious Words againft the Queen, fpoken at that Sermon, and for pro- 
moting that Tumult. The Prieft having {poke more Words to the 
fame Effet, was fet on the Pillory again, Aaga/t the 23d. 

On the faid Day Mafs began at St. Nicholas Cole-abby, fung in 
Latin; and Tapers fet on the Altar, anda Crofs. The next Day a 
goodly Mafs in Latin was fung alfo in Breadffreet. And here J can- 
not but make this Remark upon the Incumbent of the faid St. Ni- 
colas, whofe Name was Parfon Chicken, that he fold his Wife to a. 
Butcher, and Nov. 24. was Carted about London. 

Auguft the 25th, The Great Harry, the greateft Ship in the World, 
was burnt at Woolwich by Negligence, and lack of Overfight. 

Sir ‘fohn Harrington, of Ratlandfbire, dying within St. Hellen’s, 
London, was, on Monday the 4th Day of September, carried into his 
Country, in a Horfe Litter, to be Interred, with his Standard and 
Penon; Mafs and Dirge having every Day been fung for him; that 
is, from the 18th Day of Aagu/ff, on which he died, to the Day 
of his Remove. | . 

The Lord Ferris, and the two Lords Chief Juftices, Cholmely and 
Mountague, were, on the 6th of September, brought out of the Tower 
before the Queen’s Council, that then fat at the Dean of Paal’s 
Place.

- thought it convenient to iffue out a Proclamation, dated Axg. 18. 

(the Day on which the Duke of Northumberland was Tried and Con- 

demned) from Richmond ; To declare fhe would compel none to her 

Religion, and her utter Diflike of the odious Terms of Papi/t and 

Heretic, and her Defire, that her Subjects might live together in god- 

ly Love and Unity. And this fhe did the rather, becaufe in the very 

beginning of her Reign, fhe apprehended fome Danger of an Infur- 

reCtion, by reafon that the People, upon Reports fpread Abroad of 

the Queen’s changing ‘the Religion, fell into earneft Contentions 

about Queftions of Religion. Therefore, fhe thinking to pacify and 

{weeten thofe of the Religion, and yet to compafs her Ends in due 

Time by a Parliament, declared firft, § What her own Religton was, 

¢ which fhe was minded to obferve and maintain for herfelf during 

¢ her Life, and would be glad the fame were ofall her Subjects qui- 

¢ etly embraced: Yet, that of her gracious Difpofition and Clemen- That the 

¢ cy, fhe minded not to compel any of her Subjetts thereunto, until era 

¢ fuch Time as further Order, by common Confent, might be taken 

‘ therein. [That is, in Effect, as cho’ fhe had faid, as foon as fhe © 

¢ might compel by Authority of Parliament, fhe would.] She for- - 

¢ bad all her Subjeéts, at their Peril, to move Seditions, or to ftir 

‘ Unquietnefs, by interpreting the Laws of the-Land according to 

‘their Brains and Fancies. She willed them to live together in 

* quiet Sort, and Chriftiag Charity ; and forbear thofe New-fousd De- 

‘ vilib Terms (as the Proclamation calls them) of Pap:/f or Heretic, 

~ Vor. III. E and 
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‘ and fuch like; and apply themfelves to live fn the Fear of God; 
‘ and fo exprefs their Hunger and Thirft of God’s Glory and Holy 
‘ Word, which many had pretended rafhly by their Words. That 
‘if any made Afflemblies of People, or, at any Public Affemblies, 
‘ fhould go about to ftir the People to Diforders, fhe would fee the 
‘ fame feverely reformed and punifhed. And fhe forbad hence- 
‘ forth all Preaching and Reading in Churches, or other public or 
‘ private Places, to interpret after their own Brains, any Scriptures 
‘ or Points of Doétrine: All Printing of Books, Ballads, Rhimes, 
‘Interludes; not to play thofe Interludes, without {pecial Licence. 
« Likewife, That none fhould prefume, of their own private Au- 
‘ thority, to punifh any Offender in the late Rebellion, under the 
¢ Duke of Northumberland or his Accomplices, or to feize any of their 
‘ Goods; but torefer all unto her Majefty, and to public Authority. 
‘ Yet not hereby to reftrain or difcourage any from imforming 
‘ again{t fuch Offenders unto her Grace or Council: Refolving to 
‘ punifh with Severity and Rigor, all unlawful and rebellious Do- 
‘ ings. She charged all Maiors, Sheriffs, and all other Officers, to 
‘ fee to the Obferving of thefe her Commandments, and to appre- 
¢ hend all fuchas fhould wilfully offend, committing them to Gaol 
¢ without Bail or Mainprize ; and Certificates of their Names and 
‘ Doings to be fent to Her, or her Council.’ But he that is mind- 
ed to fee and confider the whole Proclamation, which had more of 
Rigor, than Mercy, aad adminiftred much more of Fear and Jealoufy, 
thain of Hope to the Profeffors of the Gofpel, myay have it in Fox. 
And, I believe it to: be drawn up by the Hand and Head of Bifho 
Gardiner, now Lord Chancellor. This was followed three Days af- 
ter by another ; Commanding, ‘ That no Man fhould reafon again

.. Another Proclamation iffued forth, Auge/t 20. about ‘the Coin:

Value of it: Of which fo much Care had been taken by King Ed+ 
ward. ‘This was one of thofe Things whereby the Queen intended 
to ingratiate herfelf in her new Government to her People. And 
therefore a Proclamation was fent abroad, -Asg. 20. [ Holling fbed 
placeth this amifs on the 4th of Sepremb.] for afcertaining ‘the Value 
of each Piece ; and, moreover, declaring the Queen’s Intention fud- 
denly of Coining new Money.

Immediately before the Queen 
the Swotd was borne by the Earl of Arande/, Lord Steward of the 
Queen’s Houfhold (not the Earl of Oxford, as Stow) on the Right Hand 
thereof the Earl of Oxford, Lord Great Chamberlain, and on the Left the 
Duke of Norfolk, Earl Marthal. Then the Queen in her Litter, richly 
garnifhed with Cloth of Gold, with two Traps of White Damask, and 
Quifhions, and all Things appertaining. She herfelf was richly apparelled 
with a Mantle and Kirtle of Cloth of Gold furred with Mynever pure, 
and powdered Ermins, having upon her Head a Circlet of Gold fee with 
rich Stones and Pearls: Her Footmen, with their rich Coats, went about 
her Grace on both Sides. 

In the firft Chariot, after the Queen, fat the Lady Elizabeth and the 
Lady 4m of Cleves. Then rode on Horfeback four Ladies of Eftate, ape 
parelled in Crimfon Velvet, and their Horfes trapped with the fame: And 
thefe great Ladies were the Dutchefs of Norfo/k, the Marchionefs of Exe- 
ter, the Marchionels of Urmcheffer, and the Countcfs of Arundel; who 
rode next the abovefaid Chariot. Then followed a third Chariot, and 
fix Ladies in Crimfon Velvet carried in the fame, viz. The Lady Stour- 
ton, Lady Lumley, Lady Westworth, Lady Rich, Lady Paget, and Lady 
Mordaunt, ‘Then next this Chariot rode ten Ladies and Gentlewomen 
in Crimfon Velvet, their Horfes trapped with the fame 5 viz. The Lae 
dy Fortefcue, Lady Petres, Lady Walgrave, Lady Bruges, Lidy Manfel, 
Lady Kemp, Lady Clarentienlx, Mrs. Finch, Mrs. Grirangham [Gerninghane 
perhaps] and Mrs. Starley. After them followed alfo on Horfeback nine 
other Gentlewomen and Maids in Crimfon Sattin, their Horfes trapped 
with the fame. After them followed the Queen’s Chamberers, viz. 
Mrs. Dormer, Mrs. Barkley, Mrs. Brown, Mrs. Bacon, Mrs. Clark, Mrs. 
Baffet, Mrs. Sydney, Mrs. Bayneham, the Mother of the Maids, Fane Ruf- 
fel, Elizabeth Lugbure, Barbara Eyre, Elizabeth Scarloke, 

And thus was the Queen condu@ed from her Tower of London to her 
Palace of Weffminffer ; and there fhe repofed for that Night. On Sunday, 
Odfob.1. the Day of her Coronation, in the Morning, at a convenient 
Hour, the Queen took her Barge, and landed at the Old Palace of Wejfe 
minfler atthe Privy Stairs; where all her Eftates gave their Attendance: 
and from thence brought her unto the Parliament Chamber, which was 
richly hung. And from thence to her Privy Chamber appointed for her 
Highnels ; where fhe apparelled herfelf, and repofed with her Ladies, 
till Order was taken for her coming to Church. The Ray-Cloth was 
Jaid from the Marble Porch in the Hall, to the Pulpit in Wefminfler 
Church. And the Pulpit was covered with red Worfted. The Stage 
Royal, from the Choir to the High Altar, garnifhed with Cloth of Gold, 
and Cufhions of the fame. Then followed the Order of Proceeding from 
the Hall to the Church. When the Queen came, fhe was aflifted by the 
Bifhop of Durham on the Right Hand, and the Earl of Shrewsdury on the 
Left. Her Train borne by the Dutchefs of Norfolk, affifted by the Lord 
Chamberlain Sir fobs Gage. Then approached unto her Highnefs the Bi- 
fhop of Wincheffer, Lord Chancellor, m Pontificalibus, with Obeyfance, 
and cenfed her, and after caft Holy Water. And all the reft of che Bi- 
fhops met her, Mitred and in their Copes, and her Chappel alfo in sia 
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of Cloth of Gold, Singing, with three Croffes and Silver ‘Candlefticks, 4 NV N 2 
and Holy Water-ftocks, and Cenfers ; waiting on her tothe 444y Church. 1553: 
All the Ladies followed the Queen to Church, two and two, according to 
their Eftate. After fome Ceremonies performed, fhe walked into the 

four Parts of the Mount, [a Place prepared for her] fhewing herfelf to all 

the People. Befide her the Bifhop of Wescheffer ftood, and declared to 

the People the Purpofe of the prefent Solemnity, and with Demand of 

their Confent, in thefe Words; ‘ Sirs, Here prefent is 144 RT, rightful phe pithop’s 
‘ and undoubted Iwheritrix, by the Laws of God and Man, to the Speech to the 
© Crown and Royal Dignity of thefe Realms of England, France and P¢°P'* 

‘ Jreland. Whereupon you fhall underftand, that this Day is prefixed 

© and appointed, by all the Peers of this Land, for the Confecration, In- 

© un@tion and Coronation of the faid moft Royal Princefs MART. 

* Will ye ferve at this Time, and give your good Will and Affents to 

© the faid Confecration, Inun@ion and Coronation? Whereunto the Peo- 

ple anfwered all in one Voice, Yea, Yea, Tea. God fave Queen MARY. 

The Sermon was made by the Bifhop of Chicheffer; who was efteemed, 

of all the Bithops, tbe florideft Preacher. Her Highnefs being brought 

to her Traverfe, there being a Pall holden over her by thefe Knights of 

the Garter, the Lord Pager, Sis Thomas Cheyne, Sir Fohn Gage, and Sir 

Axsthony St. Leger, fhe was Anointed by the Bifhop of Winchefler: and 

the Crown fet upon her Head by the faid Bifhop, and other Ceremonies 
performed according to the ancient Ufage. And afterward the Office of 

Mals was begun by the fame Bifhop. Laftly, the Lords Temporal and 

Spiritual did their Homage to the Queen. The Spiritual Lords that now 

did Homage, were the Bifhops of Wincheffer, London, Durham, Exeter, 

Ely, C wie and Litchfteld, Carlifle, Peterborough, Worcefler, Chichefer, 

and Landaff. 

When all was done, her Grace returned to We/Pminfler 7a to Dinner, 31.0 dines ia 
it being now Four of the Clock and paft. The Duke of Norfolk rode up Weftminjter 
and down the Hall, being his Place as High Marthal. Here were prefent #”. 
alfo the Earl of Darby, High Conftable of England; the Earl of Arundel, 

High Butler; the Lord Bargasy, Chief Launderer ; Dymock, the Queen's 
Champion. All this Ceremony was accompanied with the Melody of all 
Sorts of Inftrumental Mufick. The Earl of Devonfbire bare the Sword, 
the Earl of We/tmorland the Cap of Maintenance, the Earl of Shrewsbury 
the Crown. The young Earl of Swrrey was Doer under the Duke of 
Norfolk, his Grandfire. The Earl of Worcefler was her Grace’s Carver 
that Day at Dinner. The Lord Wéndfor ferved in another great Office. 
There fat at feveral Tables the Lady Elizabeth and the Lady Avs of 
Cleves. It was Candle-light e’er the Dinner was concluded: and then 
the Queen took Barge, and departed. | ‘ 

The next Day, being the Morrow after her Coronation, fhe made Fours Knights made. 
.. fcoreand Ten Knights ; Dubbed in her Prefence by the E. of Arundel, High 

Steward of her Houfhold: Whofe Names are recorded in the Catalogue. — Numb. Vil. 

The 4th of Odober, the Archbifhop of York, and divers others, were caf- pynithment 
ried to the Tower, For, prefently after the Coronation, certain Commif- taken upon 
fioners fat at the Dean of St. Paa/’s Houfe: Where, all that were tardy PUnaue™™ 
were f{ummoned. And many were -made Prifoners, and fent fome to one 
Prifon, others to another. Others were forced to buy their Peace, by 
fubmitting to great Fines; and others by relinquifhing their Fees and 
Offices granted them under King Edward. The 
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The Queen’s firft Parliament began to fit on the sth Day of Ofober, 
(not the 10th, as the Continuer of Fadian’s Chronicle writes ) and fo 
Cooper and Fox, perhaps, from him, and Bifhop Burnet in two Places, 
probably taking his Miftake from fome of them. The Parliament began 
with much Formality, a folemn Mafs of the Holy Ghoft being fung in 
Weflminfier Church, according to the ancient Cuftom. The Queen rode 
thither in her Parliament Robes, and all her Bifhops and Lords in their 
Scarlet Robes were attending, Trumpets blowing aforethem. Here fhe 
heard that Mafs, with two Bifhops waiting on her, ohe whereof deliver-. 
ed her the Chapter and other Things. After fhe had heard Mafs, they 
went to the Parliament Houfe all together, the Earl of Devon/bire bear- 
ing the Sword, and the Earl of Weffmerland the Cap of Maintenance. 

The firft Seffion lafted to the 21ft of the faid Month; during all 
which Time only three Bills took Place; whereof one only was made 
publick: The Time, I fuppofe, being fpent in hot Contefts and Animo- 
fities, and fuch Bills brought in as were not very acceptable. That Act 
of this Parliament that was made public, feemed to proceed chiefly out 
of a partial Favour tothe Duke of Norfolk, but flourifhed with fuch Ex- 
preffions of the Clemency which became Princes, that it might be thcughe 
to proceed purely from the Queen's Care and Tendernefs of the Lives of 
her Subjc&ts. For the Duke had been a Prifoner in the Zower all the laft 
Reign, and a little part of the former; a ftiff Papift, and one that had 
thrown out divers ill Words of King Heary VII.; as, That the King lo- 
ved him not, and that becaute he was fo well beloved of his Country : 
He complained, he was not of that King’s moft Secret Council: He 
talked, that his Majefty was fickly, and could not long endure, and the 
Realm was then like to bein an ill Cafe through Diverfity of Opinions. 
For thefe, and fuch like Words, he was committed a Prifoner to the 
Tower, where he remained to the Death of King Hesry, and all King Ed- 
wards Days, having been by the Parliament attainted 5 which, neverthe- 
lefs, was taken off the next Seffions of Parliament. And Henry Earl of 
Surrey, his Son, for fuch like Words, and the poor Crime of affuming 
fomewhat into his Coat of Arms, was actually beheaded: And fo, fome 
Time before, had been the Marquefs of Exeter, and the Countefs of Salss- 
éury, and other Papifts. Now this fpecioufly Gracious Act fet forth, 
§ How the Queen called to her Remembrance, that many Honourable 
‘ and Noble Perfons, and others of good Reputation, had lately, for 
© Words only, fuffered fhameful Deaths, not accuftomed to Nobles: 
* And, therefore, of her Clemency, and trufting her Loving Sub- 
¢ jets were contented that fuch dangerous and painful Laws fhould be 
© abolifhed; and from henceforth no A&t, Deed or Offence, that had 
© been by A& of Parliament made Treafon, &c. by Words, Writing, Ci- 
‘ fring, Deeds, or otherwife, fhould be taken, had, or deemed to be 
‘ High Treafon, Petty Treafon, &c. But that none of thofe Multi- 
tudes of King Edward's Friends, or the Lady Fane's Welwillers, or Proe 
feffors of the Gofpel, that were already taken up and crouded into Jails, 
fliould receive Benefit by this wonderful A@ of Clemency ; It was pro- 
vided, That nothing in that Act fhould in any wife extend to give any 
manner of Benefit, Advantage or Commodity to any Perfon or Perfons 
being the laft Day of September arrefted or imprifoned for Treafon, or 
toany Perfon heretofore being indicted of Treafon, Petty 7 a

But to make the better Way for this Billto pa(s, many there were king Henry's 
in the Houfe that fhewed themfelves exceeding hot againft the King’s Las ia 
Laws, efpecially. fuch whofe Penalty was Death. Some of thefe zeas as 
lous Speakers were of the Queen's Privy Council, and others were 
Lawyers, who by this their Forwardnefs were made of her Learned 
Council. They inveighed againft them as cruel and bloody Laws: 

They termed them, Dracos Laws; which were written in Blood. 
Some faid, They were more intolerable than any Laws that Dionyfius, or 
any other Tyrant, ever made. In Conclufion, as many Men, fo many 
bitcer Names and Terms thofe Laws had. One would have thoughr, 
that when former Laws were fo refented for che pretended Bloudinefs of 
them, this Reign fhould have been more tender of the Lives of Men. But 
there was little Amendment. And when it pleafed the higher Powers now 
to call aay Man’s Life, or Words, into queftion, there would be Con- 
ftru€tions, Interpretations and Extenfions, referved to the Juftices and 
Judges Equity, that the Party Triable found himfelf in much worfe Cafe 
than before, when thofe crue] Laws ftood in Force. ‘Thus the Amend- 
ment of this Time was Owt of God’s Blefing into the warm Sun, as Sit Nico- 
Jas TLregmortos {aid in open Court at his own Trial foon after. To which 
Practice we may add that great Abundance of Blood of theQueen’s peaceable 
Subje@ts fhed,meerly becaufe they could not comply with what they believ- 
ed to be Error and falfe Do@rine ; as we fhall read in the enfuing Story. °

© but to fuffer for him.’ But 1 wonder how he came not to mention a 

Word of the Sufferings of his Lord and Mafter Bonner, the Bifhop of 

Londox, who was deprived and imprifoned as well as the reft. Cercain- 

Jy, thas was a blame-worthy Omiffion. 

In his Sermon he fell very foul upon the late Times of King Edward, His Sermon. 
and the Preachers then. He called them ‘ Wolves that entred into the 
* Flock, and that moft cruelly. Good God! how favagely did they 
“ butcher the Lord’s Flock 2 What numberlefs Souls did they plunge into 

‘© Helle How many pernicious Doctrines did they bring into the King- 
‘ dom? A Thing, faid he, before our Age, none ever had dared toda 
“ How did they give a terrible Shock to all Ecclefiaftical Do@rines at 

once? This, as he went on, We have lived to fee in thefe Times. Nei- 
ther had Ceremonies their Ufe, nor Paith its Soundnefs and Integrity, 
nor Manners their Purity. They framed new Sacraments, new Rites, 
anew Faith, ocw Manners. The facred Scriptures they thought were 
to be underftood, not according to the Confent of our Elders, but ac- 
cording to the Dreams of their own Brains. What Licence did they give 
themfelves? How many Places of Scripture did they corrupt? In what 
horrible Precipices did they throw down both themfelves, and as many 
as followed them? And becaufe otherwife they could not procure ta 
themfelves Authority, unlefs chey flandered and laid falfe Accufations 
to the Charge of the Catholic Priefts and Bifhops, they inculcated Lies 
of them without Number. —— In fine, they had, in Effect, ruined Chrift’s 

Religion, and had filled the Nation wich innumerable Errors. The Go 

fpel, which fo frequently they had in their Mouths, they fought 

* apainft in an hoftile Manner, by their Works, and their Manner of 

£ Do@rine. | | , or ee ee ee | 
Afterward he proceéded to direct to the Courfe to reform thefe Evils: 
And he told his Reverend Fathers and Brethren, ‘ That he thought it the 
* wifeft Courfe to recall thofe Ecclefiaftical Laws which had been made 
* before ; and that there was no need of their great Labour and Study to 
* invent new Canons. He exhorted, that fuch Things might flourifh 
€ which had been wholefomly inftituted by their Ancettors ; and which 
* had flourifhed before thefe Innovations of Things, Which being before 
© obferved, kept the People in their Duty; but lately, being neglected, 
“ a Cafement was opened to Herefy, Schifm, and to all Licentioufnefs. 
© Let thefe Things flourifh, I fay, aad then, even whether we will or. 
* no, we fhall diligently mind our felves and the Flock. When he faid, 
* he would have the Old Canons take place, he meant not only, that by 
* common Confent they fhould be ratified, but that they fhould be pra- 
* étifed actually in the Clergies Manners, and in all their Lives. For, 
© what would it fignify to have good Laws conftituted in the Church, . a 
© unlefs the Lives of Men were inftituted according to them? Nor, in- 
* deed, had there been any Time wherein Bithops and Priefts ought more 
Nou. OF. | G ‘ cautioufly 
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cautioully and diligently to lead their Lives. That Herefy was never 
fo widely {pread through this Kingdom; never wete the Minds'of Men 
fo prone to Errors; never fo bent to the Liberty of the Flefh.; never fo 
impatient of Order and fevere Difcipline : That unlefs they let cheir 
Light thine before them by their Example ; unlefs by teaching, admo- 
nifhing, exhorting, they reduced them to the Things that were right ; 
unlefs by Prieftly Living they provoked the People to imitate thern, ‘he 
faw no hope of Repentance left. And this he befpske ‘this Fathers ‘and 
Brethren che more diligently to do, becaufe the Holy Ghoft had made 
them Shepherds of his Flock. That theirs was not a trivial Function, 
nor committed to them by Man, but by the good and great God called 
to this Office; and therefore called, not to be lazy, not to tndulpe to 
Pleafures, but to rulethe Charch. And this was the Office of 'a Ruler; 
to be watchful, to take Pains, to be induftrious, and to inftructs not to 
be idle and addicted to Pleafure. a 

‘The Church he had chus reprefented as in a very ‘miferable Condition; 
and therefore exhorted the B:fhops ‘and Priefts to fet to their Hands to ree 
ftore it. ‘ That they fhould build up the Tabernacle of God, and raife 
‘ up again the City of Devid, which was fallen down; fill up the 
‘ Breaches of her Walls, and repair the Ruins. For the Heathens, ashe 
© faid, were come into God’s Inheritance ; they had polluted his Holy 
‘ Temple ; they made Jerufalem an Orchard, nay, a Stable. The Vine- 
* yard of the Lord brought out of Egypt, all that went by plucked off 
* her Grapes ; the Boar out of the Wood rooted it up, and every thing 
© chat was wild devoured it. The City that was full of People, fat alone; 
© the Queen of the Nations fat as a Widow ; the Princefs of the Provin- 
* ces was put under Tribute: She lamented forely inthe Night, and the 
* Tears ran down her Cheeks; there was none to comfort her of all thofe 
© thac were dear to her. All her Friends defpifed her, and became her 
© Enemies. All her Perfecutors apprehended her in the midft of her 
€ Straits. The Paths of Sion lamented, becaufe there was none that came 
© to the Solemnity. All her Gates were deftroyed ; her Priefts groan- 
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* Bitternefs, had capital Enemies. Her Adverfaries became rich, becaufe 
* the Lord fpake concetning her for the Multitude of her Iniquities’ 
{Which Words are borrowed from the Pfalmift, and the Prophet Feremy, 
to exprefs the fad State of the Jews, under the Havock the Pabylomians 
made of that Church and Nation; as tho’ the Church of England, re- 
formed and reftored under good King Edward, from the old Papal Cor- 
ruptions and Abominations, had been in the fame Cafe.] ‘° And then he 
* called upon the Honourable Lords, his Reverend fathers and Brethrens 
‘ to comfort this Church thus ‘miferably afflited, to refcue it fo fhaken, 

*'to heal it fo wounded, to adorfi it fo foul and fqualid. | 
In the firft Seffion of this Convocation, all that was done, befides the 
Sermon beforefaid, was, That the Bifhops, by the Mouth of Bonner Bie 
fhop of Losdon, did admonifh the Lower Houfe to choofe a Referendary . 
or Prolocutor, and fo adjourned. Dr. Hugh Weffon, Dean of Weffminfter, 
(that had fome Impediment in his Speech, but otherwife a bold Man, and 
thar had never complied in the laft Reign, and tn great Favour with the 
Queen) being ele&ed by them for that Office, was the next Seffion pre- 
fented to the Bifhops by William Py, Dean of Chichefer, and Fobn Wimfley, 
| ; Arch: 
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Archdeacon of Loxdon, both making their Speeches. The Dean of Chie A NN O. 
cheffer mentioned, ‘ How a Confulcation was taken in hand by them, 1553- 
© De Rep.Ghriftiana inftauranda: i.e. Of reftoring the Chriftzan State ; whith, int 
‘ asin Time paft, having been fortified with moft Sacred Difcipline; it 

* brought with it a moft happy State of all Things: So chat being now 

* fallen into Ruin, and by certain Degrees overthrown at laft, even to 
the very Foundations, he thought it not enough to affert and bring id 
again the Ancient and Orthodox Dorin of the Church, confirmed by 
the Teftimony of ancient Canons, and learned Fathers, unlefs they 
ufed all their Endeavours, that the old, and now corrupted Difcipline of 
the Church, might regain in all Things its Efficacy and Strength. For; 
it could never come to pafs, that the Church fhould enjoy her intiré 
Honour and Efteem, if they of the Clergy, through Ambition (as hap- 
pened of fate Years) fhould bafely ferve fome Mens infatiable Cove- 
toufpefs ;_ or if, while fome fowed Tares, and the Plague of Herely, 
they of the Clergy remained idle and ina@tive, as tho’ they were fait 
afleep ; or, laftly, asa great many hada long Time done, indulged to 
their carnal Pleafures and Concupifcence. In fo great a Difficulty, the 
Prudence of the Reverend Fathers knew, as well from the Apoftles, as 
by che moft ancient, Cuftom of the Church, no way was fo effectual 
and feafonable, expedite and certain, asthe Authority of Councils and 
Synods. In which, for the more orderly and quiet Proceeding, and . 
for the preventing a confufed Noife of Words, it was neceffary, that - 
fome one fhould be chofen as a Moderator. And fo the Bifhops, he 
faid, had dire€ted them to do in their prefent Synod. .That they had 
therefore chofen one, whom his deep Knowledge of the Holy Scri- 
ptures had commended to them, and fo had his fingular Experience of 
Things, his Prudence and Wifdom, and his pious.and flowing Elocu- 
tion. Bur tho’ thefe were great Gifts of God, he would fay with 
St. Paxil, they fhould little avail, unlefs there were accompanying alfo 
(as there was in him) a great Charity, a fteady Conftancy, and an 
unfhaken Perfeverance in bearing witnefs to the Truth. And that whea 
many foully complyed, he, of a few, perfifted, Zmteger © Purus, Pare 
and Undefiled ; whom neither the Glory nor the Baits of thofe Things 
which the World admired, could bring into the Net, as it did many 
others: as neither could Affrightments nor Threats, which fo much 
terrified the mean-fpiriced. Nay, that as the Palm, according to Pliny, 
doth, as it were, gather Strength againft the Weights that hang upon 
it, fo he above meafure provoked with the Spight of marty, was fo fat 
from finking under it, that by how much the more they affaulted him; 
fo much the more he contemned them. He forbore, he faid, to mené 

‘ tion this Man’s Indowments of Nature and Study, left. he might teem 

© to flatter; .and fo defired the Bifhops Approbation of him.’ And this 
was the Sum of his Speech. oe | | 

_ Wimfleys Speech, which next followed, was to this Import ‘ That And Aichded- 
‘ whereas they, the Reverend Fathers, by the Bifhop of London, had, ac> °% of London 
© cording to Cuftom, enjoined them to meet together, and there to treat

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‘ co their Lordfhips, what they had done. Which was thus, in fhort ¢ 
‘ That in their Company there were, he thanked God, many excellent 
* Perfons, for curious Wits, deep Learning, admirable Eloquence, ‘fingu- 
* lar Experience and Dexterity, and all kind of Vertue: The Plenty 
* whereof did, at firft, make fome Difficulty in their Choice. As he 
‘ that fhould come into a very pleafant Field abounding in various Flow- 
* ers, with a Defign to make a Garland, would be ata ftand for a while 
‘ what Flowers to gather: So they, while for a Time they weighed the 
© Wit of one, the Learning of another, the Vertues of all; and while 
‘ they admired and loved all, they could fcarce perform their Bufinefs. 
* And no wonder, fince there was fo great a Number of them, that un- 
€ lefs one only had been to bechofen, they were all moft worthy of it. 
‘ But finge one only muft be chofen, they made Choice of one whom 
© they certainly knew the Bifhops would approve by their Votes. For 
© he was wonderfully and notably prudent, of much Quicknefs and 
© Dexterity, moft commendable for his Learning and Eloquence, and fa- 
“ mous for all Vertues. And that the Name of Weffow was renowned 
* thrqughall Britain, And him, therefore, they recommended to their 
‘ Lordfhips, tobe approved by their Authority and Judgment. And 
fo he ended, 7 oe 

Weffen being accepted, Ite proceeded to make his Harangue. ‘ Where- 
§ in he difabled himfelf, and preferred the reft of the Synod before him, 
both for Learning and Eloquence. But he took it as the Effe@ of their 
{ Benevolence and Good Will; which he thanked them for. He told 
¢ the Bifhops,. They were met together to confult for Religion, the great- 
* eft and moft facred Thing. They were met together to fee a fad Spe- 
¢ &acle, the mournful Countenance of their Mother the Church. Which 
* being miferably torn and fhaken, they were come to reftore ; being af- 
$ faulted with the Darts of the Enemy,fhattered and almoft brought to the 
* Ground, they came together to raife up again ; to bring back the Faith 
¢ which was almoft quite exploded, and to bring Religion, laid watfte, 
6 to its former Health and Soundnefs. But this was a Thing which he 
‘ needed not to admonifh them to; nor was there any need to excite 
* them to the reftoring of fincere Religion, who were intent upon it with 
§ fo great Alacrity af Mind, that they went before him, and left him be- 
‘ hind them: As they, the faid Fathers, were left behind, and furpaffed 
¢ by the Queen, that out-ranthem. Which was his Tranfition into the 
Praifes of the Queen; which he thus proceeded to fet forth; * O! un- 
© heard of, and wonderful Goodnefs of God! For never had any thing 
§ happened more ftrange, in fuch an Heap of Trouble, in fuch a Swarm 
* of Affli@ions, in fuch a Ruin of the Church, in fuch a Shipwreck of 
$ Faith. Religion being, in Effect, atan End: That a Virgin Queen, like 
© fome Dove fent down from Heaven, fhould be by ehe Great and Good | 


. © God beftowed upon the Virgin Ghurch. By whofe Conduct and In- 


'* fluence all thefe Miferies fhould be reftrained, diffipated, and driven 


‘away. ‘he Scraits of Time, he faid, would not allow him to enter in- 
-ter-into her Praifes. For why fhould he commemorate her various 
* Learning, which was rare ta be found in Man? Why her Religion, 
§ which fhe preterved, as they fay, Serta tela ? Why her truly mafcu- 
‘ line and undaunted Mind? He appealed to them, if they bad not feen 
mee (© Bee 
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* her moft conttant in the greateft Difficulties, in great Matters bold, 4 NV N O 
* and moft diligent in the leaft. What more happy Prefage or Omen of = 1553. 
© the Church’s being reftored to her Native Splendor and Purity, could Warr 
© be fhewn, than that it happened to the Queen, by fome kind of happy 
© Fate, to be Crowned on that very Day [viz. Ofob. 1.] which was wont 
© to be fet apart to the Dedication of Churches ? That fhe fo earneftly 
* fet upon the reftoring and purging the Religion of the Temple, as tho’ 
“ fhe were born or given for this Thing alone: That to this fhe fo dili- 
* gently devoted her@lf, that moft defervedly fhe might equal, if not 
* furpa(s, al} the moft pious Emperors. The holy Emperor Theodoftus 
* thought nothing to be done to beat down the Heretics fooner, than to 
* fly to che ancient DoGors of the Church, who had flourifhed before 
© the Divifion: And {0 did the Queen think and command in thofe her 
* firft Attempts in purging the Lord’s Vineyard. Zheodofius the Emperor 
‘ was wont to pray, that God would work together with him, among 
* thofe Differences of Opinions, to choofe the Truth. And all know, 
* but they that know not the Queen, how ardently, Day and Night, flie 
© folicited God, that all, efpecially they that were Zxgéi/b, whom fhe 
* governed, might acknowledge the Truth of the Catholic Faith, and 
* being acknowledged, to love and embrace it. 
‘ Next, he made mention of the Emperor Con/tantine, that moft con- 
* ftant Afferter of Religion, who calling all the Bifhops to Vice, did there 
* maintain them at his own Charge, and fhewed fuch great Reverence 
© towards the Heads of the Church, that he fat not in a Throne adorn- 
* ed with Gold and Gems, but ina Seat lefs than others fat upon, placed 
© in the midft of the Bifhops, as it were at their Feet. And the Queen, 
© adorned with the Gifts of God, as the Heaven with Stars, with the 
* like, or greater Reverence, did refpec the Bifhops and all the Clergy. 
© Fovintanus was praifed, that he asked Athbanafius to give him in Wri- 
* cing a perfect Scheme of Divine Do@rines; how much more did the 
© Queen’s Name deferve eternal Honour, who had called together many 
© Atkanafius’s from all Corners of the Kingdom : and being called toge- 
© ther, did admonifh and command them to make up, as well in fpeak- 
* ing, asin writing, the Catholic Faith, in miferable Manner rene and 
toro ; and when they fhould have thus mended and reftored ir, to de- 
* fend aad cherifh it. $ovénianus, when he entred into the Territories 
‘ of the Empire, firlt made a Law, That the Catholic Bifhops that 
© were banifhed, fhould return home; and that the Churches fhould be 
* reftored to them, who had inviolably kept the Faith. And fo the 
© good Queen brought you, the celebrated Prelates of England, thrown 
© out of your Sces into nafty Prifons, and reftored you to your own — 
* Churches, -with the mighty Applaule of the People. Mott blefled Eng- 
* land, that hath fuch Bifhops! And moft bleffed, you Prelates; to whom 
: eng been given, not only to believe in him, but to fuffer for his 
* Sake! : | | 
© Hear, you venerable Bifhops, the holy Bifhop Clryfoffom; hear, you 
¢ imprifoned Bifhops, an imprifoned Bifhop, Great ws the Dignity to be 
© bound for Chrifl, greater than to reign, or to be Conful, &c. Blefled are 
* you for a Prifon, for Chains, for Bonds: Bleffed, 1 fay, and thricé 
* bleffed, yea, oftner.. You have reconciled to you the whole World, 
* Thofe that are a great way off, you have made your Friends, Yout 
- ; ex: 
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* ported every where, by Land and Sea. A Judgment-Seat, which to 
‘ fome is terrible, affrighted you not; no, not the Executioner, the 
* multiplying of Torments, Threatnings that brought’ ifinumerable 
* Deaths, nor the Judge that breathed Fire out of his Mouth : ‘Not the 
* Adverfaries who gnafhed their Teeth, and ufed many other Ways of 
infulting over you; not fo many Calumnies, nor the moft impudent 


_: * Accufations, nor Death daily fet before your Eyes: But rather, all thefé 
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* yielded you ample and fufficient Matter of Confolation.' [Oh ! thé 
Confident Face of this Man, to tell to the Bifhops which they knew 
to be falfe, only to flatter them, when their Lives were never in the leaft 
Danger, nor fo much as called in queftion; and their Imprifonment an 
eafy Reflraint! But what direful Expreffions are here ufed? that had 
not every one known the gentle and kind Dealing with thefe Bifhops, 
one would have thought, that they had endured all the fevereft Ufage 
that ever the poor Proteftants fuffered a little after at their Hands.) He 
goes on: ‘ Yeare not yet beheaded with obs the Baprift, but yet have 
* fuffered far more bitterly : For it is not one and the fame thing, in a 
* fhort Time to lofe the Head, and for along while to ae with 
© {uch Dolors, Terrors, Threats, Bonds, Carryings away, Rapines of 


* Goods, Hands of Executioners, impudent Tongues of Sycophants, 


* Reproaches, Jefts and Taunts. 
After this, he comes ‘ To befeech the Bifhops, in the Name of the Sy- 
nod, That the ancient Dignity and Authority of the Clergy of England, 
might, at laft, be vindicated and reftored to that famous Company of 
Learned Men there afiembled. For why were the Deans, the Arch- 
deacons, the Divines, the Lawyers, Men that had their Senfes exerci- 
fed in the Scriptures, and meditated in God’s Law all their Life, fum- 
moned from all Parts of the Kingdom, if their Suffrages in their own 
Convocation were of no Weight? Why did they there lofe their Lae 
bour > Why were they there as {o many Shadows or Spectres ? For all 
Things had been [tefore] done and tranfacted without their Counfel or 
Confent ; but how happily and pioufly, the Ifue would fhew. And 
thar as to the Book [of Common Prayer) ftuffed with Blafphemies, fto- 
red with Errors, which, under the Name of Religion, took away Reli- 
gion, diminifhing the Sacraments, condemned the whole World: To 
the obtruding this Book upon all, they [the Convocation of the Clergy] 
never gave their Confent: And, for which, they did now congratulate 
themfelves.” The whole Oration of this Prolocutor, whereof thefe are 
fome of the chief Lines, I think, ought not, for divers Reafons, to be 
‘oft ; and therefore have put it into the Gatalogue. 
The Bifhop of London made a concluding Speech; faying, ‘ He could 
“ not but much approve of all their Doings, and praife their. Wits and 
* their Honefty : That they were Men endued with Prudence and Sharp- 
* nefs, and were come together, not as many were wont to do, in a 
‘ negligent Manner, and in fuch Sprinkling, as tho’ they cared not whe- 
‘ cher they appeared or no, but with unanimous Hearts; which was a 
‘ Step to an happy Performance of the beft A@tions: That they were 
* not carried away with Partiality, nor indulged to any private Affe- 
£ Qion, which was a great Hindrance to public Actions ; but were led 
“with honeft Reafops, and fer before their Eyes that which was jut, 
- that 
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© that. which was Right, Pious, Good, and that the Public Good : That 4 AV’ NO 
they were Men that prudently and ferioufly confidered, not that which 1553. 

was agreeable to their Pleafure or Ambition, but what might profit ~~ 

the Chriftian Commonwealth: And that they had chofen a Man fo 

learned, fo ingenious, fo eloquent, fo catholic, fo good, and, in a 
Word, fo worthy all Pratfe, and fo acceptable to all Degrees, that whae 
could they expect lefs, bur great Thanks from the Bifhops, and Com- 
mendations from all the Clergy and People, whom they had done 
{uch a good Turn unto? And from God, whom by that Act they had 
honoured, that great Reward which was wont to be given to thofe 
that did good ? 

‘ That by the Choice of this their Referendary, this Profit would ac- 
crue to them, that, according to his Goodnefs andjPrudence, he would 
faggeft to them nothing but what fhould be wholefom and very pious; 
and whatfoever he fhould fuggeft, he would happily handle, accord- 
ing to his Candor, and the notable Dexterity of his Wit. And, laftly, 
according to the Grace and Favour he had with the Queen, he would 
put a fpeedy and fruitful Gonclufion to what fhould be treated. 

‘ Finally, he prayed them to go together with their Referendary, and 
fo to handle and difpatch what they fhould think fit and neceflary to 
be taken in hand, that all might be brought to a commendable End. 

Wherein there was no doubt to be made, but they fhould have the 
Reverend the Bishops, favourable to them. For they, according to 
their Benevolence and Love to them {the inferior Clergy,] according to 
their Piety towards God and Chriftian Religion, and their Charity to- 
wards the Commonwealth, would diligently, by their whole Labour 
and Authority, promote, help and affift their Endeavours and Studies, 

Which he himfelf, in the reft of the Bifhops Names, did in good Ear- 
neft promife and affure them. __ | : 

In this Synod there was great Stir to reftore the abandoned Doctrines four points 
apain, and efpecially thofe of the Mafs: Yet fome few learned and good defined by 
Men of the Reformation here fhewed themfelves; that tightly difputed the Bihors. 
thefe Points with them, viz. Philpot, Haddon, Aylmer, and one or two 
more, whofe Difputations may be read in Mr. Fox. At laft, thefe four

And by this fame repealing Act, it was further Enacted, That none

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ance of this new Act, and according to the Power given her, fhe did, 4 V N O 
by Letters Patents dated Fam.

This Parliament was fhort-lived: And the Reafon thereof was this. This Parlia- 
The Spani/h Match was now ail the Talk ; a thing moft of all abhorred men are 
of the People, that a proud infulting Spaniard fhould come to be King why, 
of England: Forefeeing, the difmal Iffues thereof. As, that the Realm 
was in Danger of becoraing Tributary to a Stranger, afid to have the 
Head of the Realm put under the Girdle of a Foreign Prince. And 
withal, they confidered the great Advantages that would enfue from the 
Queen's matrying with one of her Noblemen. Which Things being 
deeply confidered by the Parliament, the Houle ran unanimoufly againft 
this Marriage; nay, and fome alfo as were of her Privy Council.

mervail, why God fought againft them. They were Hypocrites, and, 

under the Cloak of the Gofpel, would have debarred the Queen’s High- 

ne(s of her Right. : But God would not fo cloak them. Now for the 
relenting,: returning and recanting of fome from that which they 

have once profeffed or preached, alas! who would wonder at it ? For 

they never came to the Gofpel, but for Commodity and Gains fake ; 

atid now for Gain leave it. As for the Parliament, and Statutes there- 

of; no Man of Wifdom can think otherwife, but that look what the 

Rulers, will, the fame. muft there be enacted. But it goeth not in 

thofe Houfes by the better Part, but by che bigger Part.

According to the Liberty granted by the forefaid A&t of Parliament, Popith Servic: 
Popifh Religion began to be exercifed every where, according as People * sates 
ftood affected ; fo it was in Paul's Church, London. On St. Xatharine’s 
Day, after Evenfong, began the Choir of Paul’s to go about the Steeple, Fabien. 
finging with Lights, after the old Cuftom. On St. Andrew's Day, they 
began the Proceffion in. Latin, viz. the Bifhop, Curates, Parfons, and 
the.whole Choir, with the Maior and divers Aldermen, and the Preben- 
darigs in their grey Amiffes ; and fo continued three Days. And alfo, 

Jan. 14. began the Proceffion of the Sasdays about the Church, with 

ahe Maior and Aldermen, in their Cloaks; and the Preacher taking his 
Benedi@tion in the midft of the Church, according to the old Cuftom.

verent Behaviour when they reforted thither, were appointed to be all

My Friend, 
Mr. Jve, tarried at the Gate. Thefe two Officers of the Guard de- 
clared unto Mr. Sheriff; That they were commanded by the Couns 
cil to deliver me unto him, and be to fend me unto Newgate; faying, 
Sir, if it pleafe you, we will carry him thither. With that I flep- 
ped up uoto Mr. Sheriff; and taking him a little afide, requefted 
him, That forafmuch as their Commiffion was but to deliver me 
unto him, and he to fend me unto Newgate, that he would fend 
me by his Officers: for their Requeft was of mere Malice. Witha 
good Will, faid Mr. Sheriff. Mafters, faid he, you may depart: I 
will fend my Officers with this Gentleman anon, when they be come 
ia.

riff was very courteous to him at his Houfe, and appointed two of his Sheriff to 
Officers to convey him to Newgate; but to go a pretty Diftance behind ©” *"" 
him, without Halberts in their Hands, that the lefs Notice might be 
taken of him. The Lord Rwffe/, the Earl of Bedfard’s Som and Heir, 
was sow a Prifoner at the Sheriff’s Houfe: Who, through a Window, 
that Jooked into the Hall, fceing Usderbill, was very forry for him, 
and fent Tweaty Shillings after bim to Newgate; and every Week fent 
him as much, while he remained there. For there bad been a great 
Familiarity between them formerly, in Matters of Religion, as well as 
on the other fide the Sea, as at home. And Underbill once faved his 
Life, being by fome Chance caft into the Zhames, in a cold Seafon of 
the Year, near Limeburff, where the faid Underbill dwelt; carryiog 
him to his Houfe, and getting him to Bed, being in great Peril of his 
Life. _ Being thus ia Newgate, he fent for his Gown, his Bible, and his Sends for his 
Lute ; and was the firft Perfon committed to that Prifon for Religion. pees ls 
One at his firft coming to Prifon, who knew him, and had been a 
Soldier beyond Sea, told him, that he muft conceal his being a Prote- 
{tant from the Keeper, whofe Name was Alexander, and his Wite; 
for that they would ufe fuch very hardly. He told tim, That he had 
fent for his Béb/e, and, by God’s Grace, therein fhould be his daily 
Exercife, 
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Exercife, and that he would not hidg it from them. ‘ Then‘ the other 
told him, That they loved Mufic very well. Therefore advifed him, 
That he with his Lute, and the other playing with him on his Re- 
byke, would pleafe them greatly. For they loved to be merry, and 
drank Wine. And that if he would but give them every Dinner an 
Supper a Quart of Wine and fome Mufic, he fhould be their White 
Son. Whofe Counfel he took, and had their Favour. < 

After having been here a Fortnight, he fell ‘fick of a burning: Ague : 
and fuch Favour he obtained at the Hands of the Keepet and his Wife, 
that they allowed him to change his Lodgings feveral times, becaufe 
of the Noife of the Prifoners, and the evil Savours. And at faft fhe 
offered him her Store-chamber (where none ever lay ) tho’ there were 
Plate and Money there in abundance: So much Friendthip did he find 
at cheir Hands, notwithftanding they were fpoke unto by divers Pa- 
pifts to be fevere with him; and particularly, the Woodmongers of 
London, with whom he had had a great Confli@, prefenting them (as 
before was faid ) for falfe making of Billets. ‘They bad the Keeper lay 
Jrons upon him; for that he was the greateft Heretic in London. One 
Record, a Dodtor in Phyfic, and very: Learned, ventured to come feveral 
Times to vifit him in Prifon, to bis great Peril, if it had been known ; 
who was at Charges and Pains with: him gratis. By whofe Means, and 
God’s Providence, he recovered his Health. -  ' 7 

His Wife now, during his Sicknefs, put up'a Supplication to the 
Council for his Deliverance, putting in Sureties: for his forth-coming, 
to anfwer further, when he fhould be called. ‘Which was obtained by 
the Means of Mr. fobs Throgmorto#, being Mafter of the Quefts, and 
his Country Man and Kinfman. He took a Time when his Enemies 
were abfent, and obtained a Letter to the Keeper fub{cribed by the 
Earl of Bedford, Earl of Suffex, Wincheffer, Rochefter and Walgrave. 
So they got an Horfe-Litter, and brought him home to Limebur/f. 
But was reduced to’ that Weaknefs, that he was not able to bear the 
going of the Horfe. So they were fain to go very foftly, and ftand 
{till oftentimes: His Wife and Friends lamented, thinking he could not 
live till he came home. But he was fo beloved, that it was two 
‘Hours before he got from Newgate to Aldgate, by reafon of the pref 
-fing of Friends and Acquaintance that reforted to him by the Way. 
‘+ Ie was near two ‘Months. before he recovered his Health again: 
‘And then, for Prevention of the’ Trouble, that evil Neighbours might 
-again bring him into, removed from Limehuarft; there having been 
placed a notable Spy: there in that: Parifh of Stepwey, to take Notice of 
fuch as came not to Church, or otherwife in-all: Things complyed not 
‘with the Superftitions of the Roma» Church: As there were alfo feve- 
‘ral fuch in other Parts of the City and Kingdom; Thence he remo- 
ved to Woodfreet. Where there being a diligent Search made for 


‘all fufpicious Books, he fent for a Bricklayer,’ and built up a -Wall 


in his Chamber againft the Place where the Books were, and {0 in- 
clofed them, fecuring them ‘from:the Danger of: being taken, and 
preferving them, for himfelf, againft better Times. ‘Thence, after a 
Year or two, he ‘removed again into the Country, and dwelt by a 
Wood fide near Coventry. at ©.2  e

Sermons at Court. ths Lent.. Brook’s and Watfon's 
Sermons before the Queen; printed. Account of 
another Sermon preached before Her, to exafperate 
Her againft Her Proteflant Subjects. 


Dr. a . TT O entertain the Queen’s Devotion this Lest, were fet up 


reaches bes the Learnedeft Men of the Popith Perfuafion, to preach be- 
— fore Her. Who then laboured to confirm the old Super- 


ftitions, and threw all the Dirt they could upon the late 
Reformation, and reformed Do@trines, and in the mean time, without 
sli Meafure, extolling the.Queen, even to Blafphemy. One of thefe 
Preachers was Fames Brook, a Doctor of Oxford, and Prefident of Ba- 
liel, and foon after Bifhop of Gloceffer, and a bufy Man in thefe Times. 
He preached before Her upon the Speech of ‘fatrus to Chrift, My 
Daughter is even wow dead, but come and lay thy Hand upon ber, and fhe 
foal live. Thefe Words he applied to the Kingdom and Church of 
England, upon its Defe&tion from the Pope, even dead, before fhe [the 
Queen} came to Reign, and, by her mighty Influence, reviving and living 
again. This fine Sermon was thoughe worthy printing foon after. But 
the Proteftants took occafion to {pend their Cenfures upon this Difcourfe, 
faying, Herein he made himlelf to be Fatrus the Ruler of the Syns- 

gogue, England to be his Daughter, and the Queen to be Chritt. 
Another of thefe Preachers was Thomas Watfon, D. D. Matter of 
St. Fobn’s College in Cambridge, and after Bithop of Lincoln, an auftere, 
or rather, a fowre and churlifh Man, according to Godwin'’s Character of 
him. He preached before the Queen the third and fifth Fridays in 
Lent : Who gave himfelf this, Task, To prove the real Prefence in the 
Sacrament, and that the Mafs was the Sacrifice of the New Teftament. 
His Sermons His two Sermons he printed foon afterwards. Which remaining unan- 
printed. —§  {wered fifteen Years, the Papifts buile much upon, as thinking them 
not anfwerable by thofe of the contrary Perfuafion. And fuch an Opi- 
nion had they of the profound Learning of this Dottor, that whatfo- 
ever was known of his doing, was thought to be fo learnedly done, 
that none could be found ameng the Proteftants able to anfwer any 

Part thereof. - 

Anfwered by . Whereupon, in the Year 1569, Robert Crowley, that had been an Exile 
Mr. Crowley, in this Queen’s Reign, and afterwards Minifter of Cripplegate, London, 
undertook to anfwer thefe Sermons. Which, he faid, he the rather did, 
becaufe he knew fome Papifts, that could not be yet perfuaded that 
the Popifh Church could err; and alfo uttered their Minds freely, 
that the Proteftant Dodtrine concerning the Prefence of Chrift in the 
Sacrament, and concerning the Sacrifice of the Mafs, was erroneous 
and falfe: which he perceived they were chiefly perfuaded of by thofe 
Sermons. And he added, That he knew fome, that did even hungef 
and thirft to fee what might be faid to the contrary of that which 
they 
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they were yet perfuaded in. Crowley, in his Baok, fets down Watfon's A N NO 
Sermons verbatim, and taking them thronghout piece by piece, an- 1553. 
fwereth each Paragraph. In which he took efpecial Care, as he tells “Vv” 
vs, to confider the Authorities that were alledged, with the Circum- 
ftances; fetting down the fame at large to be feen: that all mighe 
weigh them, and judge whether Watfow applied them right. And by 
the like, or greater Authority, Crow/ey anfwered all that the other had 
laboured to confirm, either by the Scriptures or ancient Fathers. 
But confidering thefe Sermons bore fo great a Vogue among the 
Papifts, I will here give a Tafte of them. In one of them he had thefe 
Words: ‘ Seeing a Sacrifice is an outward Proteftation of our inward Subril Sopbiftry 
* Faith and Devotion, if we Chriften Men have no Sacrifice private f oe 
‘ unto us, then be we the moft miferable Men that ever were, bein 
without any kind of Religion. For take away our Sacrifice, an 
take away our Religion. As St. Cyprian, confuting the carnal Thoughts S¢™. Pe 
of the Capernaits, chat thought they fhould have eaten Chrift’s Flefh ~ 
either roafted or fod, and {o fhould have confumed it to nothing, 
writeth thus 3 Cam illius Perfone Care, fi in frufta partiretur, non omnt 
humano generi poffet fuficere; qua femel confumpta videretur Religio ine 
Seriffe, cui nequaquam ulterius Vitlima fupereffet : i. e. Seeing that if the 
Flefh of bis Perfon were divided into Pieces, it could not fuffice 22 Man- 
kind: to eat upon; which Plefh after it were once clean wafted and confu- 
med, our Religion might Iskewife feem to perifh and be deftroyed, which 
bad no more any Sacrifice remaining, Whereupon I conclude, that if we 
have not Chrift’s Body and Bloud prefent in the Sacrament for our 
external Sacrifice, whereby we may mitigate and pleafe Almighty 
God, and obtain Remiffion of Sin, and {piritual Grace and Gifts ; 
then fhould we be no better than the Turks ; feeing all Nations from 
the Beginning of che World, both Gentsles and Fews, have had one 
kind a outward Sacrifice, to declare and exprefs their inward Devo- 
tion and Religion, either to the true God of Heaven, or to fuch as they 
fantafied or feyned to be Gods; faving only the Turks, (as Petrus Clue 
siacenfis writeth.) Whereby it appeareth, That this Sect that deny- 
eth and deftroyeth the Mafs, which is the Sacrifice of the Church, is 
verily the Se& of Mahomet, preparing a Way for the Turk to overrun 
all Chriftendem, ashe hath done a great Piece already.’ This was a 
home Stroke indeed, againft all thofe that oppofed the Papal Mafs: That 
let their other Qualifications be what they will, let them believe in Jefus 
Chrift, and hope to be faved by him, fet them own all the Articles of 
the Creed, and believe and live according to the Holy Scriptures ; yet . 
they are Chriftians no longer, but mere Turks, and are laying a Plot 
for the Great Turk to overrun Chriffendem. And why fo? That

* Church. Thefe three be the Arguments, that a Chriften Man may 
© ftick unto, and never be deceived; Efpecially if they be knit and 
* joyned together concerning one Matter: But, if they be feparate, then 
© fome of them be but weak Staves to lean unto. As for Examples 
© The Scripture, without the Confent of the Church, is a Weapon as 
* meet for an Heretic, as for a Cathdlic. [Is not this as much as to fay, 
That the Scripture is as fit to confirm Herefy, as it is to confirm Ca- 
tholic Truth 2) ‘ For Arius, Nefforius, and {uch other Heretics, did 
* alledge the Scriptures for their Opinions, as‘ the Catholics did. But 
© their alledging was but the abufing of the Letter ; which is indifferent 
© to Good and Evil, [as tho’ the Letter of the facred Word of God, 
would as indifferently admit of an evil Senfe, as of a good ; which cers 
tainly is Reflexion bad enough upon the holy Writers, and Spirit of God 
that infpired them] ‘and depraving of the true Senfe: Which is only 
* known by the Tradition and Confent of the Catholic Church. So 
* that the one without the other is not a Direction, but a Seduction to 
* afimple Man. [Then let all take heed of reading the Word of God, 
as they would avoid being {educed.] ‘ Becaufe the very Scripture indeed 
© is not the bare Letter, as it lyeth to be taken of every Man, but the 
“ true Senfe, as it is delivered by the univerfal Confent of Chritft’s 
* Church.” Which Words do effectually deftroy, the Authority of the 
Scriptures, and make them ufelefs, fince we cannot underftand any thing 
in them, until we firft know what Senfe the Univerfal Church of Chrift 
puts upon them. And how fhall we come to know that ? How diff- 
cult to underftand, how the Univerfal Church interprets each Place ? 
Muft we go to the ancient Fathers, and Ecclefiaftical Writers, to learn the 
Church's Senfe2 That is not a fafe Way neither, according to our 
Preacher, who goes on thus: | | 
© Likewife the Writings and Sayings of the Fathers, if they be but the 
€ Mind of one Man, without the Confent of other, were he never fo well 
¢ learned and vertuous otherwile ; yet his Writings, I fay, in that Point, 
§ be not a Confirmation for an ignorant Man, to hold him in the Truth, 
* but a Temptation to feduce him, and pull him from the Truth.’ So 
that here is a great Work done by this Man in a few Lines. Scriptures and 
Fathers are rendred ufelefs, nay, and very dangerous; for ‘tis an hundred 
to one they lead you into Error and Herefy, if you read them, and pull 
you from the Truth. But what muft the poor Man do now, a 
} woul 
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would fain know the ‘Truth? Why, believe as the Church believes: 4 NV NO 
For this is the Senfe of that. which follows : «1853. 
¢ The Confént of the Church is always a fure Staff, the very Pillar of WV 
© Truth, whether it be in Things expreffed in the Letter of the Scris 
* pture, or in Things delivered unto us by Tradition of the Apoftles: 
‘ He that holdeth bim by this Staff, cannot fall in Faith, but ftand in 
“© Truth’ But we are left in the Briars as much as before: for, how 
fhall we know what the Confent of the Church is? 
- After he had laboured, by Authority of Scripture and Fathers,’ to ae 
prove the Carnal Prefence, he thus proceeds; ‘ Thefe Scriptures, and id. p.14% 
thefe Effects brought out of the Scriptures, and confirmed by many 
manifeft Authorities of the holy Fathers, do prove evidently to-any 
Man that hath but common Wit, and any Sparkle of Grace, and is 
not forfaken of Almighty God, that the Subftance of this Sacrament 
is neither Bread nor Wine, but only the Body and Bloud of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, united to God’s Son ‘in Unity of Perfon.. Which is a 
fufficient Caufe, able to work in the.worthy Receiver thefe heavenly 
and glorious Effects, which | have fpoken of already. a 
© Whereby it appeareth, what moveth me to continue ftill ia that Faith; 
which is fo exprefly taught in holy Scripture. Which Scripture alfo 
draweth and pulleth me.from the contrary falfe Opinion. In divers 
‘Places it moveth me, and all Chriften Men, to beware and take beed 
of falfe Prophets, that some in the Apparel of Sheep, but within they be 
ravenous Wolves: That in their Mouths have the Word of God, their 
Truth, and Gofpel, and fuch gay Words; but the Pit and Effect of 
their Teaching, is old rotten Herefies, confuted and condemned of all 
Chriftendom before; and not God’s Word: The Name whereof they 
abufe to the Maintainance of all Vice, Error, Beaftly Living, Adulé 
tery, Difobedience, Sacrilege, and open Confpiracy, to the Subveré 
© fion of themfelves, and of chat State under which they live. Thus 
was it the care of thefe blondy minded Men, the Roms/b Clergy, to irri- 
tate the Queen, by thefe Slanders and falfe Accufations of her peace- 
able Subjcéts, the Gofpellers, to proceed in all manner of Rigor and 
Cruelty againft them. : 
‘ The Scripture cryeth, added he, Notite omni Spiritui credere; Be- : gon 4: 
lieve not every Spirit, but try and prove the Spirits, if they be of God 
“ or no: for many falfe Prophets are abroad in the World. One way to 
* try them, is, to mark the End of their Converfation, and the Example 
S and Fruit of their Lives: as Sc. Paul faith, Quorum exttum conver[aq 
© sionss intuentes, coram imitamini (idem: Follow their Faith, the End of 
* whofe Conver{ation ye bave feewn. We have {een, what is the End of this _. 
© new Teaching ; Carnal and deteftable Living, Confpiracy and Treafon. 
Laying Wyat’s Rebellion to their Charge moft falfely : For they generally 
difowned it, and refufed to have any hand in it. 
* The other Fathers of whom we learned our Faith, were Men whom 
‘ the corrupt World was not worthy to have. Thefe Authors of this 
* New Opinion were Men, that were not worthy to have-and enjoy 
® the World: (But by all means, if he had his Will, to be executed, as 
Malefactors and Villains, out.of the way ;] ‘ Of whom St. Peter writ- 
© eth, Mazi/tri mendaces, and fo forth: Lying Mafters, that bring in Ses 4 Per. 2. 
of Perdition, and deny that Lord that bought them, (as they do in this 
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AN NO‘ Matter of the Sacrament) bringing upon them a fpeedy Perditios. And 
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His Sermon 
for Private 
Mafles, 
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‘ many foal follow their Ways ; through whom rhe way of Truth fhall be flan- 
“ dered and blefpbemed ; and in Coveten|ne/s, by feigned Words, they foal 
© make Merchaudize of you; to whom Fudgment ceafeth net, and their Dee 
* firuttion ceafeth not. Applying, out of bis Charity, unto the Profeffors 
of the Reformed Religion, a Place of Scripture fpoken of the very worft 
of Heretics, Apoftates from the Profeffion of Chrift, and funk- into all 
manner of Immorality and Uncleanne&.- - ~~. 7 

--© We be alfo warned of St. fobs of this Matter, faying, He that ree 


© wpaineth and abideth in the Dodrine (that the Apoftles saught) be bath 


© the Father and the Son. If amy come to you, not bringing this Dotlrine, de 
© net recetve bim into your Floufes. Here he doth teach us ‘to-avoid them 
* that profefs any other DoCtrine thas fuch ag all faichfal Men throughout 
* che World have received, and profefs: which is not the Doctrine the 
© Sacramentaries preach. Whereas there is no particular Doctrine meant 
in that Place, but in general The Doftrine of Chrift. 

‘ Finally, Confidering the Promifes of Chrift to his Church, That be 
will be with them to the World’s End, and that the Foly Ghoft fhall bead 
them into all Truth; then may we juftly fay, That if this, our Faith, be 
an Error, it hath prevailed univerfally ; not One hundred Year, but 
Two, Three, Four, yea, a Thoufand Year: and more than that, even 
to the Afcenfion of Chrift, as appeareth by the Teftimonies of all holy 
Writers. And then may we fay, Lord, if we be deceived, thou haft 
deceived us. We have believed thy Word; we have followed the Tra- 
dition of the Univerfal Church: We have obeyed the Determinations 
and Teachings of thofe Bifhops and Paftors whom thou haft placed 
ia the Church, to ftay us in Unity of Faith, that we be not carried 
¢ away with every Wind of falfe Do@rine. Therefore, if we be 
© deceived, i¢ cometh of thee, O Lord. Our Error is invincible’ 
Thus Men flatter them{elves in their own Opinions, and are ready, pre- 
fumptuoufly, to lay their Follies to God’s Charge. But, tis well he comes 
in, inthe next Words, with an Epanorthofis : ‘ But, Good People, we ate 
* {ure God deceiveth no Man. Let. us all beware we do not deceive 
* ourfelves, as St. ‘fames faith. And let thofe efpecially beware they do 
not deceive them(elves, that are moft confident they are not deceived. 
Of which Number, furely, was this confident Doctor. 

All this, and much more, did the Preacher entertain the Queen with 
in his firft Sermon. In his fecond Sermon he laboured, among other 
Things, to prove Private Maffes: And, towards the Clofe, hath an Are 
gument far fetched, which few would have thought on. And that was, 
* Becaule the Devil once condemned thofe Mafles, and called them Aor. 
* rible Idolatry. But the Devil being a great Lyar; therefore, thofe 
¢ Mafles were good, and no Idolatry.’ And that this was the Devil’s 
Judgment of Mafles, the Preacher had it from Luther himfelf. * Therefore, 
“ he faid, Luther had learned this Leffon from the Devil: and that he had 
© once a Vifion of the Devil, and faw him with his corporal Eyes, being 
© waking: and that of him he learned all that he had fo peftilently fpo- 
¢ ken againft the holy Mafs.’ And for the proving thefe furprizing Afier- 
tions to his Auditors, in great Oftentation, the Doctor pulled out Luther's 
Book, which he wrote againft Private Maffes, and there fell to reading 
out of it, how Luther related of himfelf, That one Night, fuddenly 
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awaking, Satan began a Difputation with him, fetting before him the 4 N NO 


preatne(s of his Sin, for having faid Private Mafles for almoft fifteen Years 


daily ; and puttiog the Cafe to him, What a Sinner he muft needs have “WY 


been, if fuch Private Mafles were Horrible Idolatry, and if the Body 
and Blood of Chrift were not prefent there, having then given Divine 
Honour to bare Bread and Wine: intending hereby to tempt Larher to 
defpair of God’s Mercy. But hence Watfon concluded, that the Devil 
was the firft that ever barked againft the Sacrifice of the Church: and 
that the Mafs was good, becaufe the Devil found fault with it; and that 
it muft be a Lye to charge it with Idolatry, becaufe the Father of Lyes 
fo charged it. But may not the Devil fuggeft a Truth, as he once quoted 
a Place of Scripture to Chrift, when it may ferve his Turn the better to 
lay his Temptation? As he faid all this Truth againft Private Mafies 
to Luther to bring him into Defpair of God’s Mercy, for having fo long 
lived in Idolatry. But faid Luther, pioufly, to thefe Suggeftions of the 
Devil, (as Dr. Wat/onw then read out of the aforefaid Book) I wiZ not de- 
pair, as Judas did ; but amend that I bave done amifs, and never fay Pri- 
vate Mafs again. And now, at length, what is become of this notable 
Argument of the Doctor's for Mal{s, fetched from the Devil's Temptation 
of Luther > But, | am fenfible, I have been too prolix in this Matter : 
for which I beg the Reader’s Pardon ; being willing co fhew, what Pains 
the Popifh Clergy took by thefe Chapel Entertainments, to make the 
Queen as bigotted as themfelves. Nor needed the this whetting, having 
fhewn her Zeal to Religion, or her Anger rather towards the Profeflors of 
the true Religion, by clapping up fo many already as fhe had done. © 
Many Sermons of this fort were preached, in the Beginning of this 
Reign, among the People; and Tranfubftantiation laboured hard ar, to 
make it down with them; feafoned with abundance of moft reproachful 
Words caft at the Teachers of the True Do@rine. Such a Sermon I 
will give you a Tafte of, which } met with among the Foxiaw MSS. 
but by whom preached I cannot tell; but, as it feems, by fomebody 
of Fame. Some part whereof ran thus: | 


* Mark the Noughtinefs of thies Verlets, who with Feet and Head part of ano- 
* go about to take away and deftroy the greateft Treafour the Church ther Popith 


* hath, that is to fay, the moft huge and godlieft Sacrament of the 
© Aoultar : without which the Church cannot be, ne yet Chriften Reli- 
* gion ftand or continew. 

‘ Whofe Hart wold not bleed to fe thes noughtie Defperats fo un- 
reverently {peak Blafphemy, and rail againft this moft holy Sacrament, 
which rhe Angelical Spirits of Heaven (as Chryfoftem in his XXI Ho- 
mily upon the IX Chap. of the 4ds fayeth,) do Honour and Reverence 
with Trembling and Drede; and cannot, (as Hefychias fayth in his Se- 
cond Book and VIII. Chapter of Leviticus) behold with their Eyes > 
* This is to be noted, That rhies noughtie vile Perfons ufe this of 
Cuftom in this Matter, and {uch like, eyther not to alledge the 
Scriptures, and Sayings of Fathers; or if they do, they do not alledge 
theym wholly. And if they do wholly, they do interpretate and ex- 
pound theym falfely aad untruly againft che true Senfe, Underftand- 
ing, and Meaning of them, gyving unto theym falfe Glofes and Com- 
ments to deceave and beguyle the ignorant, and not learned Perfons. 
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the Juggling and Falfhood of thies Harlots, and that fuch Stuf as they 
o bring in, being wel examyned, maketh not for theym, but clene 


* againft theym. 


“Note, The Difcord and Diffention, that hath bene and ys, even 


-emongft the Ring-leaders and Capitanes of the Herefjes in this Matter, 
and in other cheif Points of our Religion: Yea, what Contradiction 


commonly fome one or other of the chiefeft of theym ys in with his 
own (elf ; efpecially Luther and Melancibon : Whom to credyc againtft 
fo many good and godly Lerned Men, ys to declare, that he that fo 
doth, hath an empty foly{h Brayn, and ys bewitched trom al WyF 
dom and Goodnets. ° — 

© Note, That thies Heretiks do take away that Sacrifice, which ys 
called Fuge Sacrificium ; The continual ar dayly Sacrifice; and, conte- 
quently, withal they take away Chriften Religion, and the Church of 
Chrift’s Do&ryne. For thees three, Dodryne, Religion and Sacri- 
fice, alway hitherto have concurred and ranne together. 

‘ Note alfo, That where Chrift, to the great Comfort of Chriflen 
People, hath promyfed to be with theym contynually to the World’s 
End, undoubtedly meaning and under{tanding his faid being to be 
in the Sacrament of the Aultar, as the Carholike Fathers do interpre- 
tate and declare; thies Lofells, depryving Chriften Folks of fo great a 
Solace and Comfort, make Chrift therby, fo mych as lyeth in theym, 
to be accompted and taken for a very Lyer. | 

* Note, That where thies Brothels commonly have nothyng in their 
Mowthe but Faith, Faith, ye. fhal find in examyning their further 
Sayings and Doyngs, they want alfo That utterly in Effect. For 
where we ought fimply and playnly, without al doubt, to beleve 
that which Chrift (the Trouth it felf) did in his Woords affirm and 
fay, thees Villayns, where Chrift, by exprefs Woords did fay, Hoc eff 
Corpus meam, Flic Sanguis meus, noting his very Prefence in the Sa- 
crament, they do, by their blynd Glofes, devyfed by their frantike 
and mad Brayns, fay, That the Body and Bloud of Chrift ys not in- 
dede in the fayd Sacrament, bycaufe they cannot by Reafon compre- 
hend it; withour which they wil beleve nothing. 


© Note, The old and very true Saying, Felix quem faciunt. aliena pe- 


ricula cautum;, Happy ys he whom other Afens Perils do make wife or 
wary; and withal confider the State of Germany; how it hath been 
in Times paft, and how it is now. And yf you fhal fynd the De- 
cay and Ruiae thereof to procede of Dilcord in Religion, then look 
for like Effeét to follow here, where ys the fame Caule and Root 
that there was: and deflroyed altogether. Yea, withal note, That 
when Concord in Religion [ preferved] theym in Unity and Peace, 
Difcord undyd theym. So taking their Trade, ye may look to your 
felf for the Jike. | te. 2a 

Note, Whether the poor People, which heretofore was brought into 
a Fool’s Paradife, thinking, by thees Heretical Opinions, to have God 
by the Foot, are not now ful wery to have gyven Credence therunto ; 
having gotten therby nothing but Shame and Lofs, to their perpe- 
tual Contufion. — |

Whatever Succefs thefe kind of Sermons had to bring in their ad» The Tyramny 
mired Doctrine of Tranfubftantiation, their greateft Truft feemed to be ae eeianlg 
in more violent Methods, thofe of Imprifonment and Perfecution ; tions, 
which, as was mentioned before, very many underwent in the very 
Beginning of this Queen’s Reign. And what this was like to come to 
afterwards, all fober People looked upon with a fad Eye. Sir Nicolas 
Throgmorton was one of thefe, who, about this Time, bemoaned to his 
Friend Sir Edward Warner, \ate Lieutenant of the Zewer, his own Eftate, 
andthe Tyranny of the Times, extended upon divers honeft Perfons — 
for Religion: And wifhed, it were lawful for all of each Religion to 
live fafely according to their Confcience. For the Law Ex Officio, he 
faid, would be intolerable, and the Clergy Difcipline now might ra- 
ther be refembled to the Zurké/> Tyranny, than to the teaching of 
Chriftian Religion. Which Words he was not afraid, at his Tryal, 
openly to acknowledge that he had faid to the faid Warner.

TT HE Uneafinefs of the prefent Government, and the ftrong 


Fears of more Mifery to follow, had created many difcon- 
tented Spirits already among the Queen's Subjects ; and dan- 
gerous Plots were now hatching. . Which caufed Bifhop Gar- 
diner, the Lord Chancellor, to fend for the Lord Maior and Court of 
Aldermen, and about Forty of the Commons, towards the middle of 
January; and, in a flourifhing Speech, laboured to fweeten the Citi- 
zens, efpecially about the Queen's intended Marriage with the Prince 
of Spain, that was now vigoroufly carrying on, and was one great 
Reafon of the Peoples Difguft. But, bowever Endeavours were ufed 
to prevent, Matters were in this Month of Fansary ripened into a Re- 
bellion, and the City had an Underftanding herein. The Queen and 
her Friends were in-great Fear, that the Ill-affe€ted towards her, fhould 
feize the Lady Elizabeth, and, it may be, fet her up for Queen. This 
made them refolve to fecure her; but thought i beft to attempt it-at 


firft ina gentle Manner. The Queen therefore, out of great feeming 


Care of her Sifters Perfon in thefe Dangers, fends a kind Letter to her, 
dated fan. 26. (which was the Day after Sir Thomas Wyat appeared 
openly in Arms at Maydfox) to come up to her to St. Fames's, and to 
be with her. Whofe Letter, as I had it from the Original, was in 
this Tenor : | | 


: Right Dear, and intirely Beloved Sifter, 


WE greet you well: And where certain evil difpofed Perfons, 
| minding more the Satisfaction of their own malicious and {edi- 
‘tious Minds, than their Duty of Allegiance towards Us, have of 
' Jate foully fpred divers lewd and untrue Rumours; And by that 
Means, and other devilifh Pra€tices, do travail to induce Our good

It was not long after fhe could have received the former Letter from the Lady

wrayed the Matter themfelves underhand by their Wives, and other 
fecret Shifts: And afterwards became Counfellors, I will not fay Procu- 
rers, of the innocent Lady Fane's Death. . And at this: prefenr are in 
the higheft Authority in the Queen's Haufe, and the chiefeft. Officers 
and Doers in the Commonwealth. And fome of them chat. wrote moft 
earneftly to a certain Lord of the Realm (Archbifhop Cranmer perhaps] 
among many others, in favour of the Lady Fane, by baftarding and 
railing upon the Queen, were not afhamed, within afew Days after 
when the fame Lord was locked up in the Zower, for his conftane, althe 
conftrained, Obedience to the common Order of the Council; to be 
the moft f{trange and rough Examiners on the contrary Part : As tle’ 
themfelves had never halted in the Matter.’ Perhaps, the Marquefs of 
Winchefter, the Earl of Arusdel, and the Eart of Pembroke, were intended 
by this Writer, as fome of the Chief of thefe notable Temporizers. 

But thus was the Lady Fane brought to the Scaffold, that incomparable 
Woman, that carried fo divineand brave a Soul ima Female Body. She was 
of exemplary Piety, as well as of excellent Learning, being well skilled 
in the Latin and Greek Tongues, and a great Reader of the Grecia» Ora- 
tors and Philofophers. A/cham (who was well acquainted with her at 
Court, and had received many learned Letters from her) coming in the 
Year #550. to her Father's Houle in Leiceffer/hire, when all others were 
taking their Paftimes and at their Sports, he, being admitted into her 
Chamber, found her reading Plato's Phedo, in Greek, being then but 
Fifteen Years old. With whictr he was fo taken, that (as he wrote ina 
Letter to his Friend, the Learned Sturmius) that goodly Sight was always 
before his Eyes. And, indeed, fhe underftood and fpake Greek fo per- 
fe&tly, that as he could but admire it, fo he thought any one elfe would 
fcarcely believe it. And when the fame 4fcham had underftood that 
Starmius had tranflated fome Orations of {chines and Demoftbenes into 
Latin, and intended to publif_lr them, he exhorted him to dedicate them 
unto her, in refpec& of her Learning and Good Will toward Learned Men, 
and particularly to him and his. /cham alfo gave this Character of 
her.

Wherein fhe is commended both for ee 
her Beauty, and, that which the more fet ic off, her becoming and taking 
Speech ; for her ftupendious Skill in Tongues, being well verfed in Eight, — 
viz, Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Chaldee, Arabic, French and Italian, befides 
the Englifb. She had a natural Wit, and that improved by Art and 
Study. She played well on Inftrumental Mufic. She writ a curidus 
Hand ; and fhe was excellent at her Needle. And dyed at fcarce Eighteen 
Years of Age. And aotwithftanding all thefe rare Endowments, ‘fhe was 
of a mild, an humble, and a modeft Spirit, and never fhewed an elated 
Mind, till fhe fhewed it at her Death.

_ Thefe Prifoners had got among them an abufive Delcription of the An abufive 
Perfon of the Prince of Spain, and fomething reflecting alfo upon the Defription ie 
Queen, and the Match: as, indeed, there were many Libels difperfed Sau: — 
againft it, as going againft the Grain of the Exgi:/b Nation. It was dil- 
covered and informed, that a Copy of this De(cription was among the He- 

retic Prifoners ; and Moxxtain was reported to be the Compoler of it: 
Whereas he had it from a Friend, and one Stomyng tranfcribed it. Where- 

upon Sir Zhe. Baker, Sir-Zho. Moyl, and Sir Tho. Holdcroft, Kt. Marfhal, 

~ fat in Commiffion within the Zower, to examine Moxatain, and three more, 

about it. They utterly denied they were the Authors of it. Then Sir 

Rich. Southwel, To the Rack, To the Rack with them: Serve them like 
Heretics and Traitors, as they be : and fuddenly fell faft afleep as he fat 

‘at the Board. Afterward, upon Examination, when one of them had 

afferted whence he had it; and Stonyng acknowledged he wrote it our; 

then they were all locked up every Man by himfelf, and Stonyng f{taid be- 

hind, and was bad down to the Rack, and laid upon it, and fo pulled, 

that he began to crack under the Arm-pits, and other Parts of his Body : 

and then was taken off, and put in a Brake of Sron, his Neck, Hands and 

Feet, and fo he ftood all Night againft a Wall; and the next Day taken 

out again. And thus continuing Prifoners in the Tower a Quarter of a 

‘Year, the Council ordered them to be fent to the Marfbalfea again, where 

they were before. What afterwards became of Mountain, and of his Re- 

moval to the Gaol at Cambridge, we fhall hear under the next Year. 

To the Two eminent Preachers 1 have mentioned before, I fhall here Dr. crome 
add a Third, now alfo taken into Cuftody, namely, Dr. Edward Creme, %** °. 
once of the Univerfity of Cambridge, and of Eminency while there, Mi- 
nifter of Aldermary Church, an old City Minifter, an excellent Preacher, 
and a great Setter forth of True Religion, and well known and favoured 
by King Henry. Some fay, that he afterwards recanted and fub{cribed, and 
fo got his Neck out of Danger: as, indeed, many now a days did, thro 
the Violence of the Perfecution ; and fome of thefe formerly of good Re- 
putation for their Zeal to True Religion. Of this Crome, being Contem- 
porary with Latimer, and of great Fame through Henry, Edward, and 
Mary's Reigns, I thall fet down fome Paflages, to preferve his Memory. 

In the Year 1530, He was faid, by fome, to be Abjured, and, by fore, Examined be- 
to be Perjured too. It is certain, that he was examined by the Bithop of abi lig 
London, and divers other of the Prelates, in King Henry's Prefence, at tates, Anno 
Tork Place, concerning fome Doctrines which he had preached, being prea 1§30. 
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AWN O Parfon of St. Aathony’s, ‘arid noted and fufpected for certain Herefies and 
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His Confeffion.

Heretical Doctrines, as they ‘called them: Namely, concerning Purgato- 
ry, Praying to Saints, and Saints praying for‘us, Pilgrimages, the Lest- 
Faft, the Seven Sacraments, Worfhip of Images, Praying for the Dead, 
Merit by Good Works, the Authority the Bifhops have to fufpend ; whe- 
ther Kings are bound to give their People the nofe of the Scriptures, or 
may prohibit it; concerning Confecrations and Bleffings ufed in the 
Church. At his Examination, he declaring to the Bifhops, that his 
Judgment was according to theirs in thefe Points, and that the Miftakes 
concerning him and his Do@trine, arofe from the Mifapprehenfion of the 
Hearers; the King told him, after a long Hearing, That he would fee, 
that he fhould have no Wrong ; but neither would he maintain him in 
any Evil. So he feems to have acknowledged beforé them his Faith in 
Fourteen Particulars, which founded fomewhat ill to the Ears of a tho- 
rough-paced Gofpeller.

This Trouble went off thus without obliging him to a public Recantae —““™ 
tion, But fome of his Friends thought it edvifable,. that he fhould make gxplainsin his 
fome Declaration and Explication more at large of his Mind and Judgment ee 
in thofe Points, that, as the Report went, he had acknawleged before the lade ah 
Bifhops. Which he did ip his own Parifh Church. . I refer the Reader to 
the Catalogue, where he may readit. Where he will fiad that Crome did ia wymb, x. 
effe& own thefe Articles, but mollified them as much as he could, and pur- 
ged them from the Superftitions and Abufes which the Papifts had grounded 
on them. His Timeroufne(s, indeed, made bim fometimes acknowledge fuch 

octrines, which he had much ado to.reconcile to what he formerly had | 
faid: tho’ he pretended that in that Confeffion he revoked nothing that he — 
had preached in Times paft. But this che Reader may be judge of, that will 
take the pains to read what he delivered in bis Declaration. a oe 

His Worth and Merits were fo much efteemed by the good Cranmer Archt cranmer pro- 
bifhop af Canterbury, that about the Year 1540. when King Henry was pounds Crome 
Founding angw his Cathedral of Chrif?’s Church, Canterbury, he earneftly palin 
interceded with the..Lord Crumwel, that Crome might be placed Dean 
there, efteeming him the fitteft in England, for that Dignity, ufing the 
Words to the faid Lord in a Letter ;wrote from Creydon: ‘ Affuring you, 

* my Lord, that I. know no Man meeter for the Dean’s room in Exg- cleopatrts E 4 
‘ land, than Dr. Creme: Who by his fincere Learning, godly Converfation, 
© and good Example of Living, with his Sobernefs, hath done unto the 
* King’s Majefty as good Service, I dare fay, as any Prieft in England. 
© And yet his Grace daily remembreth all others that doth him Service, 
© this Man only except; Who never had yet (befide his Gracious Favour) 
© any Promotion at his Highne(s’s Hands. Wherfore if it would pleafe 
‘ his Majefty to put him into the Dean’s room, I do aot doubt but that 
‘ he fhauld thew Light to all the Deans and Matters of Colleges in this 
‘ Realm. For I know that when he was but Prefident of a College in 
* Cambridge, his Houfe was better ordered than all the Houfes ion Came 
© bridge befides.” 

About the Time of Anne Afcues Suffering, viz. inthe Year 1546. he Preachesin St. 
preached -at $, Thomas Acres, now: called Mercers Chapel. There he 7hmerot 
proved learnedly, in a Time of Lent, ‘ That Chrift was the only fufficient = 
Sacrifice unto God the Father, for the Sins of the whole World; and 
‘ that chere was therefore no more Sacrifice to be-offered for Sin by the 
‘ Priefts ; for chat Chrift had offered himfelf once for all.’ For this Do- 

Gtrine he was apprehended by Bifhop Boner, and brought before Bifhop 
Gardiner and other of the King’s Council. ‘To them he promifed to reé- 
cant. or explain his Do¢trine at St. Psu/’s Crofs. Which he did, Bomer He recants at 
and all his Do€tors fitting by. But he fo preached and handled his Mat- °4s Cra 
ter, that he rather verified his former Affertions, than denyed any part of 
them. Boner took him home with him, fhewed him his Diflike of his 
Sermon, and had him before the Council; Making him come up again 
at the Crofs, the next Sasday atter his Appearance there. And then I 
fuppofe, his Recantatton was indited to him. And that it might be be- 
fore the more Witnefles, they procured the Chief of the Council to be 
there. Then he denyed Chrift’s Sacrifice to be fufficient for penitent Sin- | 
ners, and that the Sacrifice of the Mafs was good, godly, as rd 
actifice 
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AN NO Sacrifice Propitiatory, and available both for the Quick and the Dead. 
1553. Aad he confeffed, that he had been fedticed with naughty Books, contrary 
—v~— to the true Do@riné of Chrift. And in this doing, he fatd, he was not 
3 compelled fo to fay, neither fot Fear; nor by any other means, but only of 
his free and voluntary Will. And this Recantation, which was made Fune 
27. was bome indeed. Perfecutions grew hot at this time: and he faw 
nothing but Burning before him, unlefs he complyed. Beer took care 
to preferve- his Recantation in his Regifter, where it ftill remains.

* and thus he faid. The evil Shepheard, who ts not the Owner of the

But! put it 

to your Judgment, to judge what he would fay, if he durft, to our Soves 

reign Lord the King; Confidering that he indeed doth alter their fond 
Foundations, and put them to other, con(idering the Error therein. 

That. the Bithop of Rome hath the Conditions of an angry Beggar, we 

may prove it thus. Ihe angry Beggar Threatneth, Curfeth, and 

Fighteth; the Bifhop of Rome threatneth, Firft, with Interdiction al 

fuch as will not obey his froward Wil; Second, be curfeth with Ex- 
communication al fuch as aid or counGil thofe which regard not his In- . 
terdiCtion, as the Chronicles of Eag/and, and of other Countries, make 
mention. Thirdly, He fighreth, -by fetting Princes together by the Ears — 
againft him which regardeth not bis Interdition, and great Curfe; Pro- 
mifing great Indulgence for their fo defending holy Church. 

* Then turned he to the Text again, defiring Mentopray for the good Fuifely repor- 
Shepheard ; and, according to the Cuftom, prayed. The Prayersdone, he (4 to have 
ftood up, and faid thefe Words; Worshipful Audience, Icome nothither 
to Recant, nor yet am I.commanded to Recant, nor, God Willing, I which he 
wil not Recant. Yet notwichftanding, divers and many have fent Let- denycth at the 
ters abroad informing their Friends, that I fhould Recant, to the great “°™ 
Slaunder of God’s Word, and of me being a poor Preacher of the fame, 
admitted within this Realm of Esglend, But as for me, I care not; 
but yet I would with them that they would fend half fo many Letters, 
informing their Friends, that I have not Recanted. Wel, God forgive 
them; and yet wil they, nil they, Iwill pray for them, wil them 
good, and wifh them good. And then he fhewed them, that in a Ser- 
mon made at the Mercers Chappel on Paffion Sunday upon the IX. Chap. 
to the Hebrews, he declared with the Texe, That Chrift our high Shep- 
heard, entring into the holy Place once for al, not with ftrange Bloud, 
but with his own precious Bloud, hath found plentiful and eternal Re- 
demption. Upon the which Occafion, faid he, I faid, and fay agains, 

That the Bifhop of Rome hath wrongly applied the Sacrifice of the Mas, 

making it a Satisfaction for Sins, of the Quick and Dead, as he hath 
don the Bloud of Martyrs oftentimes. And then he fhewed, that to cal 
it a Sacrifice he would not ftick, for a Sacrifice it is of Thankfgiving ta 
our only Shepheard for his once offered Offering ; Which hath made 2 
ful SatisfaGtion of al the Sins of them, which believe and cleave to him 
by Faith. Yea, it is Auchariftia, which is to fay Sacrifictum Lauds ; 

Yea, and it is to us a Commemoration of Chrifl’s Death and Paffion, 
according to his own Words, Floc facite in meam Commemorationem,’ 

In King Edward’s Days he {till ourifhed in Fame and Reputation for his crome noted 
Preaching and Piety, and noted for his Charity and Patronage of Learning for his Learn- 
and Learned. Men. I find a Letter of Addrefs in this Reign to him from aking Ea 
one Thomas Mannyng, a poor Scholar, for his Relief. Who having Studied. werd’s Days. | 
for divers Years in Oxford, maintained at his Parents Charge, they being 
now dead, and he Eighteen Years old, could, for want of Maintenance, fol- 
low his Studies no longer there. Which Neceflity brought him to London :

* generally reported, that he both could and would afford Succor unto fuch. ’ 
He was, I fuppofe, one of thofe Divines in Lorden, into whofe. Hands the 
Wealthy and Well difpofed Citizens depofited cheir Charitable Montes, for 
the exhibiting to ingenious Men at the Univerfities: Whereof, for the 
Honor of that City, there were many in thofe Days there. | 
Whetherhe ‘In the Beginning of Queen Mary’s Reign, he was, with other Divines 
recanted un- of the greateft Fame, taken up. And fome report, that he recanted. Of 
FQ May. hich Tmake a Doubt. For, to trace him as near as we can, Jes. 13. he 
was laid in the Fleet for Preaching on Chrifmas Day without Licence, 
fince the Queen by Proclamation had forbidden all Preaching. Faw. 30. He, 
with Zaylor, Bradford and fome others, appeared before the Bifhop of 
Winchefter, and other Bifhops, fitting in Commiffion from Cardinal Po/e the 
Pope’s Legate, in St. Mary Overy’s Church : When Crome defired two 
Months refpit for the giving in his Anfwer. And it was granted him, 
faith Fox, by a Miftake. For one Month only was granted him. Within 
which {pace, nor at the Expiration of it, ic is certain he did not recant, 
but remained firm. For toward the latter End of Apri/, there was a Pur- 
pofe, that he with Rogers and Bradford fhould be conveyed to Caméridge, 
to difpute there, as Cranmer, Ridley and Latymer had done at Oxford. Arf 
May 8. 1 find his Name, with Hooper, Fervar, Bradford, Philpot, and other 
eminent Divines chen in Prifon, fubfcribed to a Declaration, That they 
would not difpute but before the Queen or Parliament, or elfe by Writing, 
becaufe of the foul Play their Fellows lately met with at Oxford. And £ 
Martyrs Lett. find in a Letter from Ridley to Hooper, he defired, in his Name, 
to falute that Reverend Father, his Fellow Prifoner, Dr. Creme. ‘ By 
* whom, faid Rédley, fince the firft Day that I heard of his moft godly and 
‘ fatherly Conftancy in confefling the Truth of the Gofpel, I have conceived 
* great Confolation and Joy inthe Lord. For the Integrity and Uprighte- 
‘ nels, the Gravity and Innocency of that Man, all Exg/and, I think, hath 
* known long ago. Biefled be God therefore, which in fuch abundance 
‘ of Iniquity, and Decay of all Godlinefs, hath given unto us, in this 
¢ reverend old Age, fuch a Witnefs for the Truth of bis Gofpel. Miferable 
‘ and hard-hearted is he, whom the Godlines and conftant Confeffion of 
‘ fo grave and innocent a Man will not move to acknowledge and‘ confefs 
‘ the Truth of God!’ And in the Margin are thefe Words, Of thé good 
Father's godly End, and conftant nae of the Truth, you fhall read the next 
Edition of the Book of Martyrs. This is inferted by Coverdale, who put 
forth this Book of the Martyrs Letters, 420 1563. But we do not find 
any account of Crome in the After-Editions of the Book of Martyrs, which 
makes me leave this Matter under Doubr.

* cogether in vain, that God’s Ward had been taught and read unto the 
* Nobles; thar all of them were not Jeerers and Mockers [it feems moft 
© of them were) Covetous and Ambitious, Flefhly and Riotous. He with- 
* ed that a few more were of that earneft Zeal and Boldnefs io Chrift, 
‘ that this Lord had declared himfelf to be. He exhorted him to weigh 
* what a good Mafter his Heavenly Father was, that made him fo good a

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‘ him and his Word, as Favour and fair Words of Men, Honour, Riches,

The Deprivation of the Married Priefls. The Injuftice 


and Severity thereof. The Romith Clergy now in 
Place. Their unclean Lives. Their Charaéer. 


~, NE of the chief Things thought upon, in order to the re-infta- 

ting of the Pope and his Religion, was the getting rid of the 

Clergy throughout Eugland, that favoured King Edward’s Pro- 

ceedings: that they might no longer officiate in their Churches, 

but be thrown out, to let in others that were of the Popith Sort. . The 

taking Advantage of their Wedlock was thought a good Expedient for this 

Purpofe. For, the Parliament, in the laft Reign, having, by two feveral 

Ads, allowed Priefts to marry Wives, great Numbers of the Clergy, in 

all Parts, had joyfully taken this Literty. But this only Thing was now 

made Matter of Deprivation, by the Queen’s Order and Letter to all the 

Bifhops, in the beginning of March; influenced fo to do by Gardiner, and 

fome other violent Papifts about her: Notwithftanding the Laws were 

yet in Force, that allowed their Marriage. But, however, upon this Or- 

der, Officers were prefently appointed in every Diocefs, to make Inquiry, 

and to turn out of their Livings and Livelihoods, all Priefts that had taken 
Wives, and to divorce them afunder. 

And thus it was in the Diocefs of Litchfield and Coventry, R. Sampfon, the 
Bifhop there, fpeedily fending out his Commiffaries fo todo. Thus | find in 
the Original Papers of this Inquifition, That D. Pole, LL. D. Vicar General, 
and principal Official to the Bifhop, Articled and Deprived divers of the 
Clergy for this Caufe ; namely, Williams, Dean of the Church of Litch- 
field, who married Eliz. King, Widow of Alan King, of London. Alfo Nic. 
Corton,V icar of Great Over in Darbyfkire, who married Foan Cooper,Widow. 
F. Prynne, Curate of Quatford in Shrop(bire,;who married Zhomafine Holt,Wi- 
dow : And 7. Garleke, Chaplain, who married Aas Oreton, fingle Woman.

It was objected, againft all thefe Married Priefts, Three and Forty in

or St. Francis, oc St. Dominick, or of the Cifertian, or Premonftratemfian, 
or Carthufian Order; or that they had taken holy Orders; whereby, ac- 
cording to the holy Canons, and Conftitutions, and Ordinations, and lau- 
dable Ecclefiaftical Cuftoms ufed in the Church, efpecially the Weftern 
or Latis Church, they had all vowed Chaftity and Continency. The 
Form of the Articles againft them may be feen in the Catalogue.

And, in this Bufinefs, thefe Deprivers were fo quick, and went fo round- One appeals. 
ly to work, that they ftayed not forthe Appearances of the Priefts to an- 

{wer for themfelves, nor fometimes fo much as cited them to anfwer, but 
Deprived them to rights, without any more ado. Which caufed one 
of them fo ferved, being more brisk than the reft, and knowing he had 
Law of his fide, to appeal to the Queen and the Parliament, for the Wrong 
and Injury done him. His Name was Pope, Rector of Warmington, He 
— fee forth, That he was a Man of unfpotted Life and Converfation; that 
Commiflary Walker had pronounced againft him a definitive Sentence, 
contrary to all Laws and Right; without any Citation or calling him to 
appear, without any Conviction of Crimes, or Confeffion of the Party. 
Befides all this Wrong, that he threatned that he would not yet make an 
End with bim, but bring him into further Trouble. Which was the 
Caufe of his Appeal to the Queen’s Majefty, whom he ftiled, Defender of 
the Faith, and fupreme Head in Earth of the Church of England and Ireland : 
And to the Court of Parliament, or to any other competent Judge, to 
which by Right and the Sratutes of this Realm he might appeal. Which 
Appeal, being fomewhat remarkable, I do repofit in the Catalogue.

Which A@ was horribly fevere and unnatural, and turned 
thereot. fome Thoufand of Men, Women and Children a begging. And which 
was worft, the Married Priefts had no other Callings to betake themfelves 
to, to get Food to feed themfelves and Families. But little regard was 
had hereto. Only here was a Harveft for other Popith Curates, to get in- 
to Benefices and Livings. Of this, thus did a grave Writer in thofe very 
Ponet againft Times, and {uffered in this kind, exprefs his Mind: ‘ They that enjoy 
Ba * the Profits of their Poffeffions [that were Married) { would fhould right 
* well note, that like as Princes and Rulers be fubje& to Changes, and 
* chat Death afloon knocketh at the Door of the Rich as of the Poor, fo 
* a Man's Right dyeth not ; and Law in another World will charge the 
* Tranfgreffor, tho’ Eafe in this World fo flatter the Confcience, that God 
‘ is forgotten, and the Flefh maketh full merry. . What is Extortion, if 
* this be not ? To put out of Goods and Living one without a Caufe, and 
* to thruft in another without a juft Title 2 But all this cannot fuffice 
* you, unlefs you may pleafe your Throats and Bars with crying out up- 
* on us, Thieves, Heretics and Traitors, when you have taken from us

oe Vifitation of Oxford. 


SQN the Vacancy between this Marriage, and the Sitting of the next 
Parliament, Boner, Bilhop of Loxdon, vafited his Diocefs, Which 
Vifitation began Sept. 6. For this Purpofe he prepared a Book of 

| Articles, containing 37 in Number: According to which Articles, 

fix Men in every Parifh were to make Enquiry, and to bring in their 

Prefentments by the 23d of September, of allthat had offended againft 

any of them. . Boner went in Perfon this Vifitation. Of his Fury and 

high Difpleafure, when he came to Hladbam, becaufe the Bells rung nor 
to welcome him, and a Rood was not fet up in the Church, and fuch

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fication was inftituted chiefly to root out the Reformation, ‘and the god- 
ly Clergy that favoured it, out of his Diocefs. A bitter Invetive againft 
thefe Articles Fobn Bale fet forth in 1554, expofing the Rom#f Clergy, 
and their Vices. This Book was intitled, A Declarations of Edmund — 
Boner’s Articles concerning the Clergy of London Dioce/s. Whereby that 
execrable Antichrift is in bis right Colours revealed, His Epiftle is dated 
from Bafil, To his faithful Brethren of London Dioce/s, and fo forth to ab 
the Chriftian Believers within England, Ireland and Scotland. | 

In thefe Articles Boner had called the Ordinances of King Henry and 
King Edward, Schifmatical, and faid, that they were contrary to the An 
cient Order. Whereupon the forefaid Author fhoots thefe fharp.Words 
at him: ‘Why fhould he fay, that they were Schi/matical, contrary to 
“ ancient Order, repugnant to the Cuftoms of the Catholic Church? 
“ They were fet forth according to the Scriptures of God, ‘and are agree- 
* able tothe Order of the Primitive Church. If the Holy Scripture, and 
© the Primitive Chriften Church be old, and an Order allowed, then were 
* cheir Ecclefiaftical Ordinances, according to the old Order, allowable : 
“ and he for his flanderous Report is more worthy of a Halter than a 
‘Mitre. In the forefaid King Hesry's Days, he not only allowed them, 
“ and praifed them, but alfo he magnified and advanced them! even to the 
© very Stars. Then were they a Maintenance to Chrift’s Gofpel; then 
© were they to the Honour of Almighty God ; then were they to the 
‘Commodity of all Chriften People, by his own Report. In thofe Days 
¢ were both He and They Evangelical. Now are they become altoge- 
ther Schifmatical. O! creeping Heretick; O! diflembling Gnatho: 
© ©! abhominable Flatterer ! With how double a Heart, and more wicked 
©a Confcience, haft thou borne that deceitful Face of thine for thefe 
* Twenty Years (pace? Didft thou not know, that he that refifteth the 
¢ Power, which is of God’s Ordinance, procureth to himfelf Damnation ? 
‘Thou oughteft not thus to have mocked therewith ; neither yet now 
“in the End to have railed thereon, for Confcience fake, if thou hadft 
‘any Confcience. 

Before we leave Bithop Boner’s Vifitation, let us trace him a little into 
Effex. ‘ Where paffing from Place to Place [I ufe here a Foxian MS.] 
‘to vifit his Flock (not as Chrift pafled by the Coafts of Tyrus and Sydow, 
© and the Parts of Samaria, to preach the Gofpel of Peace, to help their 
‘ Difeafes, and to give Life to the People; but, as the Bifhops of that 
‘ Church be ever wont, to glean their Money, to keep down the Go-. 
¢ fpel, to fpy out Hereticks, and bring poor Men to the Fite) arrived at 
‘the Town of Dunmow, where Dr. Byrd was then Vicar, who of late 
‘ afore had been Bifhop of*Cheffer, and thereof lately deprived, for that 
¢ he was lawfully Married. For the which, notwithftanding he fhewed 
‘ himfelf fo repentant (faying, That he married againft his Will, and for 
‘bearing with the Time, and thereupon did unlawfully repudiate his 
‘lawful Wife) that he was again invefted, and not only made Vicar of 
“ Dunmow, but alfo Bifhop Boxer’s Suffragan, attending upon the Bifhop 
* in his Vifitation to Confrm Children after the Manner of that Office.

Wreth had a Son now born, he being an Exile, whom 
he called Gerfon, of the fame Import. This Gentleman was very helpful 
to thofe of his godly Countrymen among whom he dwelt; and, particu- 
larly, to Bartholomew Traberen, late Dean of Chichefer. Who, in Grati- 
tude, dedicated co him and his Wife (whom he ftiled Exiles for Cbrif’s 
Caufe) his Lectares that he read and printed there; ‘ Ioafmuch as thé 
* Bowels of the Saints had been refrefhed by them, and to render this Te- 
‘ ftimony of their fingular Godlinefs: Praying God Almighty to augment 
‘inthem the Kaowledge of his Truth, and Love of Righteoufnefs.’ He 
feemed a Perfon as of great Piety, fo of an inquifitive Mind in the Doe 
Grines of Religion. For when a certain Gentleman, who had been an 
Auditor at Traberon’s LeCtures, cenfured fome Pafiages therein, as that 
he had faid, That #¢ was God’s Will and Ordinance that Adam fhould fin, 
{peaking too irreverently of God, feeming to make God the Author of 
Sin, Parker procured the fame Gentleman and Traberorw to have a Mecet- 
ing, to debate this Matter before him. Which ended in an Agreement 
upon the chief Points that before were in Controverfy between them. 

As for thefe Women aforefaid, the Lady Vane was a very pious Lady, Lady vere. 
and of large Munificence. Unto whom, out of great Refpedt, were Let- 
ters writ from Bradford, Philpot, Carele/s, Trabern, Rofe, and.others. She 
lived to the Year 1568, and in Aol/born departed this Life; whofe End 
was more like a Sleep, than Death. She feems to have been Sy Ralph 
Vane’sWidow, who was beheaded with the Duke of Somerfet. To Mrs. miss. Wikiajor. 
Witkinfor there is a Letter extant from Archbifhop Cramer, exhorting her 
to flee: and another from Bifhop Hoper, and two or three from Mr. 
Bradford, upon his receiving Gifts from her: In one whereof he prayed 
God, § To recompen(e into her Bofom all the Good that ever fhe had 
‘done, to him efpecially, and to many others, both in that Time of

For when in the Beginning of Queen Mary's Reign, fleeing 
away from Oxom, being on Foot, he was fo tired and fpent, that ‘he laid 
himfelf down upon the Ground, half dead ; then Auga/tin Bernber, that 
good Man, by mere Chance, or rather by’ great Providence, met ‘him 
in that forlorn Condition ; and feteing him upon an Horfe, brought him 
to this Lady, who refrefhed and entertained him, and after'conveyed 
him fafe to Londos , whither he was going, in Order to his Flight be- 
yond Sea. os ) a 
Befide thefe Helpers and Concealers of Minifters and other eminent 
Profeffors, who fapplied them with Neceflaries, or kept them privately 
in their Houfes, I trace two more out of Bradford's Letters: The‘one 
was Mr. Coker of Malden in Effex, a Man of fome Quality there. To 
whom the faid Bradford wrote a Letter,-and therein begged him to find 
out fome Hole to hide Folw Serchfield for fome Time. The other was 
Mr. Richard Hopkins, who was Sheriff of Coventry. This Man was taken 
and put into the Prifon of the Fleet. ‘The Crime, as was conjeCtured, 
was for fending a New Te/tament toa Thief that was condemned.: While 
he lay there, Bradford {ent him a comfortable Letter. After divers 
Weeks Imprifonment, he got bis Liberty, and fled into Germany with his 
Wife and eight Children: and was there a Reliever of others. 
Laftly, The Citizens of London mutt not be forgotten, who throughout 
this hard Reign were very bountiful.to the poor Sufferers. In Acknow- 
edgment whereof, Carele/s, in the Year 1556, wrote a Letter of Thanks 
to them; beginning thus: * When] had with my felf well weighed and 
“ confidered the great Charge and Butden that you have borne and been at, 
‘not only with me, but alfo with many other poor afflicted People of 
“God, ever fince the Time that Tyranny laft broke loofe in this mifera-

As the Prifoners of Chrift had thefe kind Benefactors, fothere were at 
hand to them trufty Meffengers, which were almoft as needful as the 
other; by whom Liberality and Letters, and other Things, were fecretly 
conveyed to them, and Letters and Meflengers fent from them in durance 
to their Friends abroad, or to the Congregations, for the comforting, 
countelling apd ftrengthning of them. One of thefe their faithful Servants 
was good Auguftine Bernber, a Swiffe by Nation, if I miftake not, but thae 
had been long Latymer’s Servant, and who put out his Sermons after his 
Death, with his own Preface before them. This Man was excellently 
ferviceable to the poor Prifoners and Martyrs, travelling continually from 
Place to Place, and from one Prifon to another, and ftanding upon no 
Pain or Danger to do good Offices for the poor Profeffors. And when 
Cranmer, Latymer and Ridley were Prifoners at Oxon, he took a Journey 
thither to them with Relief, Letters, and Bufinefs. As for the Wives 
and fatherlefs Children of fuch as died for Religion, he was a kind of Overe 
feertothem. Robert Glover, in his laft Letter before his Martyrdom to 
his Wife and Children, about 1556, advifed them to flee, and to take 
Bernher's Advice ; whom he called an Angel of God : * God fend thee a good 
‘ Guide, and a good Paffage, if it be his. Will, out of this idolatrous and 
* bloudy Realm. - As Chrift committed his Mother to fobs, fo 1 commit 


--.+* you inthis World tothe Angel of God, Augufline Bernber. His Adver-

©of God.’ There is a remarkable Paflage related by Fox of this 4a- 154 4- 

guftine: That a few Days before Glover fhould be burnt, he felt his 

Heart very lumpifh and cold, and could perceive no Joy nor Comfort Fi coc. 

in his Soul. Which he complained of to Auguftin. Auguftin bad him 

perfift, for his Caufe was good; and God would in due Time inftil 

Comfort and Joy intohim. And withal prayed him, when this came 

to pafs, to give him fome Sign of it. The good Man continued pray- 

ing moft earneftly to God for Confolation. And at his going to Ex- 

ecution, when be had moft need of it, he felt a Joy {pring within him, 

as it were, ona fudden: And then he cried out, clapping his Hands, 

Auttin, be ss come, be is come, This Fox had afterwards from Auftin’s 

own Mouth. Several Letters there be of Bradferd to this Beruber. He 

alfo fent him a Treatife of the Baptifm of Children to write out: and 

that being done, he promifed him other Things; for his own Inftru€tion, 

I fappofe, and for the Inftruction of others. This Berner lived long al- 

eer in Q., Elizabeth's Reigo, in a Living in the Country, called Sutton, if 

I miftake not, and died in Peace. | 
As they had thefe crue Friends, fo they had falfe Ones too, treacherous Grimbald falfe. 

Fudas’s, that betrayed them; difcovering to cheir Enemies who their 

Benefactors were, the Relief they received, the Letters they wrote, and 

fuch like. Of this fort was Grimbald; who this Year being in the Mar- 

foalfea for Religion, was perfuaded to recant ; and confefled and reveal- 

ed every thing he knew concerning the Proteffors. Many Writings of 

Ridley he got, and fecretly put them into che Hands of the Popifh Su- 

periors. But this Recantation of his was kept fecret from the Prifoners, 

and they were not to know it, tho’ they fufpected him: And fo re- 

maining among them, he ferved as a Spy uponthem. He was often vi- 

fited by many of the great Popifh Doctors. Dr. Weffon came to him. 

 Whereof Sausders took notice in a Lettet to a Friend: ‘ What he hath 

‘ with him concluded, | know not. Pray, that it may be to God’s Glory.’ 

And after a Vifit Dr. Story gave him, Bradford was more clofely confined, 

and the Keeper threatned. Whereat Bradford defired Bernher in a Letter, 

to learn, if he could, what Mr. Gr. had f{poken to Dr. Story and others.

Yet it was the current Principle among the wifeft and beft of them, that 


/\-v~™ the Queen being now their Sovereign, was to be obeyed, as far as fhe 


commanded Things lawful; bur in other Matters, to obey God rather 
than Man, and to fubmit patiently, till God’s good Time of Deliverance 
came. This is expounded by the Words of one chat lived in thofe 
Times, and was afterwards a Bifhop under Queen Elizabeth. ‘ Altho’, 
‘ faid he, Kings and Rulers in Commonwealths were then Heathens [that 
* is, when St. Peter wrote, that we muft obey the King as chief and higheft 
* Rulerjand not Chriftned, yet he bids obey them asthe Chief and Higheft, 
‘and neither willeth any to be difobedient, to pull the Sword out of 
‘their Hand, nor to fet up himfelf above them, but humbly to obey 
* them in all things not contrary to God’s Truth and Religion. But if 
‘they command any thing contrary to God’s Word, we muft anfwer 
‘with the Apoftles, We maf? ratber obey God than Man. And let po Man 
* think, that in difpleafing of God, he can pleafe Man. For God, who hath 
* all Mens Hearts in his Hand, will curn his Heart to hurt thee, whom 
‘thou wouldtft pleafe and flatter by difpleafing and difobeying God. Nor 
* owe we any Obedience to Men in fuch Things wherein God is offend- 
© ed and difobeyed. If England had learned this Leffon in Time of Per- 
© fecution, we fhould neither, for Fear, at the Voice of a Woman, have 
‘ denied our Mafter with Peger, nor, for Flattery, have worfhipped Baal, 
“nor rathly rebelled, but humbly have fuffered God’s Scourge, until it 
‘had pleafed God to have caft the Rod into the Fire. The which 
‘ he would fooner have done, if our unthankful Sturdinefs had not de- 
“ferved a longer Plague. The Lord for his Mercy fake grant, ‘That both 
*-we, and all other, may hereafter beware from like pulling on our Heads 
“the righteous Scourge of God for our Wickednels, and the unpatient 
* bearing of the fame, when it cometh. From hence we may take what 
was the Senfe of the graveft and chief Proteftants in thofe Days, in the 
Cafe of Obedience and Difobedience, and Submiffion and Refiftance to 
Princes that command unlawful Things. 

This was the State of the Proteftants that remained inthe Land: But 
many fled away, and turned voluntary Exiles, to efcape the Fury that 
was coming upon all that were refolved to {tick to the True Religion, 
and would not comply with the newly introduced Papal Superftitions. 
They were difperfed abroad in divers and fundry Places, where the Gofpel 
was profefled ; as Frankford, Argentine or Strasburgh, Baftl, Zuricy Wezel, 
Geneva, and other Towns. Someof the Chief of them, in thefe Places, 
were as follow. 7 . CS 

At Frankford, were Mr. Ifaac, a Kentifp Gentleman; at whofe hired 
Honfe in th's-Town were harboured Richard Chambers and Tho. Sampfon, 


Jate Dean of Chicheffer. Who were the two firft that earneftly defired 


Fewel upon his firft Coming, to make a public Confeffion of his Faule in 
fubfcribings This Chambers, who was Treafurer. of the Contribution 
Money for maintaining the Exiles, gave fome Allowance to the faid Fewe/. 
Here were many Perfons of Quality, befides thofe above mentioned ; as 
Sit Francis Knowles, after Treafurer of Queen Elizabeth's Chamber, and 
Henry his eldeft Son. Here alfo were Sanford, Reb. Crowley, Rob. Horn, 


' JateDean of Durham, David Whithead, an ancient Learned Divine, and 


once recommended by Archbifhop Crammer to be Archbifhop of Apna’. 
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Tho. Lever, a grave Learned Man of St. Fobn’s Codege in Cambridge ; who A N NO 


afterwards went to Arow in Helvetia, and was there Minifter of another 
Congregation of Exgli/h. And the Scotch Preacher, Fohm Makchray, who 
was the firft that preached the Gofpel to the Engiz(b here, for about a 
Year ; and then went to another Church in Low Germany. | 
Ar Argentine were Alexander Noel, Prebend of Weftminffer, and after- 
wards Dean of St. Paul's: Arthur Saul, late Fellow of Magdalen Cokege, 
Oxon: Widiqm Cole, Fellow, afterwatds Prefident, of Corpus Chris. Here 
alfo {ajourned thofe Learned Knights, Sir ‘fobs Cheke, Sir Richard Morifon, 
Sit Anthony Cook, Sir Peter Carey, Sit The. Wroth. Atfo F. Ponet, late Bifhop 
of Winebefter, Edmund Grindal, \ate Bifhop Ridley’s Chaplain, afterwards 
Archbithop of York and Canterbury fucceffively, Edwin Sandys, late Matter 
of Katharine Hall in Cambridge, afterward Archbifhop of Tork, Tho.

@ Merchant of Londo». Bale reckoneth up a great many more. 

At Bafil was Bale for the Printing-Preffes fake. Here latewardly alfo 
were Fames Pilkington, Rich. Turner, and Thomas Beatham, all Preachers. 
Who alfo read Le€tures there. The firft upon Eccleftaffes, both Epiftles 
of St. Peter, and St. Paul to the Galatians. The fecond read upon the 
Epiftle of St. fames, and that to the Hebrews and the Epbeftans; and Ben- 
tham upon the Adis of the Apoftles. Here alfo refided one Plough, a 
Preacher, who wrote an Apology for the Proteftants, Ano 1558.

He itpake of the good Proficiency he fuppofed they had 
made in the Knowledge cf trueReligion, “Confidering how truly and with 
‘what Diligence they had teen formerly taught. And, therefore, that he 
‘needed not to make a long and large Treatife, to arm them againft all 
“the Affaults of Falfe Prophets that were at that prefent come among 
‘them, but only to name and confute fome of the greateft Evils which 
‘were then poured forthout of the Pulpits; and therewith he put them 
‘in mind of the Truth. And this he was moved to do, having been fome 
“Time their Paftor, and to teftify, that fome piece of his Paftoral Cure 
“did yet reft in his Heart towards them,the Violence of the Time not fuf- 
‘fering him to come as he would do unto them, and by Talk and bro- 
‘therly Conferring to put them in mind of the Goflpel of Jefus Chrift 
‘which he once preached among them.’ Then he proceeded to fhew 
them, the Error of Tranfubflantiation, the Sacrifice of the Mafs, Juftifi- 
cation by Works, Works of Supererogation, Interceffion of Saints, Pray- 
ing for the Dead, Auricular Confeffion, Innovations, Traditions. And 
concluded with this Counfel, ‘ Abide in the Truth : Keep your felves un- 
‘ defiled : Offer your felves humbly to fuffer all Violence of bloody Laws 
‘for Truth’s fake: Keep fafe your Confciences, tho the Sword taketh 
“your Lives from you: Suffer and bear with all Humblenefs and quiet 
‘ Obedience : Humble your {elves in unfeigned Repentance before the 
* Lord in the horrible Plague of Popery, that of his Mercy he may be 
* moved to end thefe Days of Delufion: And let your Prayers always 
-. © afcend up before the Lord, begging of him fuch Things as ye need. 
Turner. Another Dean in Exile, namely, Dr. Wiliam Turner, late Dean of Wels, 
basil a Door of Phyfic, but a Divine alfo, now wrote a new Book of Spésritual 
ra ” Phyficy as he intitled it, for divers Difeafes of the Nobility and —— of 
ce Be 8 ng nd. 
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England. And this he dedicated to the Dukes of Norfolk and Suffolk, 
the Earls of Arundel, Darby, Shrewsbury, Hluntingdon, Cumberland, Pem- 
broke, Warwic ; Imprinted at Rome by the Vaticas Church, againft Mar- 
cus Antonius Conflantius, otherwile called Thrafo, or Gloriofus Pape Miles. 
He was an humourfome Man; and to that this Manner of Writing 
mutt be imputed. Near the Beginning of his Book he hath thefe Words, 
whereby may be known in part what he was: ‘ When of late Years I 
- © praiifed bodily Phyfic in Exglaad in my Lord of Somerfet’s Houfe, di-

* cian, asked of me mine Almofe. To whom I offered to heal their Difeafes

Knox, who was retired firlt to Geneva, within a fhort Space departed 
to Frankford, upon the Receipt of a Letter fent from the Eng/i/b Congte- 
gation there, Sept. 24. 1554. declaring, That they had chofen him for 
their Paftor. And here he wrote his Faithful Admonition to England. 
Therein he fpake of himfelf, and what he was at firft, and made fome 
Refletions upon the Days of the Gofpel under King Edward; undertook 
to fhew, why God took the Gofpel away, and prayed againft thefe Ma- 
vian Days, that they might be fhort, and foretold Deliverance. ‘ Tote 
* plain, faid he, my own Confcience beareth Record to my felf, how 
‘(mall foever my Learning, and how weak foever of Judgment, when 
© Jefus Chrift called me to be his Steward ; and how mightily Day by 
‘ Day, and Time by Time, he multiplyed his Graces with me, if I fhould 
* concele, I were moft wicked and unthankful. There were fome 
‘Complaints in thofe Days [of King Edward] that the Preachers were 
‘ undifcreet Perfons; yea, and fome called them Railers, and worfe, be- 
*caufe they fpake againft the manifeft Iniquity of Men, and efpecially 
“of thofe that then were placed in Authority, as well in the Cours as ia 
* other Offices univerfally throughout the Realm, both in Cities, Towns,

* England, as touching our Part, cometh from. the great Mercy of our 
* Heavenly Father, to provoke us to unfeigned Repentance, for that nei- 
© cher Preacher nor Profeflor did rightly confider the Time of our merci- 
‘ ful Vifitation ; but altogether fo we {pent the Time, as tho’ God’s Word 
‘had been preached, rather to fatisfy our Fantafies, than to reform our 
“evil Manners. Which ching if we earneftly repent, then fhall Jefus 


.’ Chrift appear to our Comfort, be the Storm never fo great. Hafte, O 


‘ Lord, for thy Name’s fake. | 
And concerning the Duration of the prefent hard and ‘perfecuting 
Times in Exgland, thus did this Man pray and foretel: * And herein 
‘ftandeth my fingular Comfort this Day, when I hear that thefe bloudy 
‘ Tyrants within the Realm cf England do ftill kill, murder, deftroy and 
‘ devour Men and Women, as ravenous Lions now loofed from Bonds: I 
© lift up therefore the Eyes of my Heart, as my Iniquity and prefent Do- 
‘lour will fuffer; and to. my Heavenly Father will I fay, Ob! thofe 
“cruel Tyrants are loofed by thy Hand, to punifh our former Ingrati- 
“tude, whom we truft thou will not fuffer to prevail for ever. But

tled; nx Exhortation to the Crofs. Ic was writ by way of Epiftle, for the Ae exhortation 
Ule of thofe that were Profeflors of the Gofpel, and either fuffered Per- * the Crofs. 
fecution, or were in daily Danger of it. The Author's Name is not fet 
to it: but it appears, that he wasa Preacher under K. Edward, and then 
an Exile: (I believe him to be Coverdale) For thus he writes; ‘ How 
‘many now go with you luftily, as I and all your Brethren in Bands and 
* Exile for the Gofpel ? Pray for us; for, God willing, we will not leave 
you. Wewill go before you. You fhall fee in us that we preached 
no Lyes, nor Tales of Tubs, but even the true Word of God: for 
which we, by God’s Grace, and help of your Praycrs, will willingly 
and joyfully give our Blood to be fhed for the Confirmation of the fame, 
as already we have given liberally our Goods, Livings, Friends, and 
natural Country. | 

The Book is very well penned, and with much Life quickening and 
comforting the Profeffors to Steadinefs in their holy Courfe, notwith- 
{tanding Perfecution. ‘ Therefore, as he writ, like God’s Children, let 
* us go on forward apace ; the Wind is on our Back. Hoife up the Sails: 
* Lift up your Hearts and Hands unto God in Prayer ; and keep your

*‘ the Refurretion of our Lord Fefes Chrift, my Purpofe ts fomewhat 
‘ more largely to talk of the fame, and of the glorious Afcenfion of his

* Bodies ; Of the Damnation of Unbelievers, and of the Hope and Eter- 
‘ nal Life of the Blefled.”. Which Subjects are indeed, in this Book, dif- 
courfed of clofely and well, firft by apt Places in Scripture, and then by 
Arguments; without any Reflection on the Popifh Religion. And I ve- 
rily think che Work to be Ceverdale’s. 

He had been a Prifoner in the Beginning of this Queen, and very hard- 
ly efcaped. The Means whereby he procured bts Liberty was thus. He 
was Brother in Law to one Dr. fob Macchabeus, Chaplain to Chriftiers 
King of Denmark, they marrying two Sifters. .Macebabeus prevailed 
with his King to fend two or three Letters to Queen Mary for the Dee 
Jiverance of Coverdale out of Prifon, and to fend him over thither. One 
of thefe Letters bore Date 25 Apr. 1554. Inthis Letter it feems to ap- 
pear, That Coverdale was imprifoned upon Sufpicion of being concerned 
in the late {nfurrection. But in the Aniwer of the Queen’s to this Letter, 
fhe laid not that to his Charge, but a Pretence that he was in Debt ro 
her concerning his Bifhopric. But the Fir? Fraits were forgiven him by 
K. Edward. It muft be therefore for his Zeaths. And in the King of 
Denmark's fecond Letter, it appeared, that Coverdale made this Plea for 
himéfelf as to that, That he had not enjoyed the Bifhopric long enough, 
to be able, out of the Profits thereof, to pay the Queen. The King’s fe- 
cond Letter was dated Sept. 24.1554. And the Queen's Grant of his 
Requeft was not before Feb, 18. 1555. which is, reckoning the Year to 
begin Fax. 1. near a Twelvemonth after the King’s firft Solicitation for 
this Reverend Man. So loth was fhe to let him go out of her Hands. 
As foon as he had his Liberty, he repaired to the faid King. : 

Many other good and pious Men penned {uitable Difcourfes and Treas 
tifes, and printed chem, at this Time, and had fuch as conveyed them 
into Exgland: which did much good Service to the Religion. Infomuch, 
that the State foon took notice of it, and by Acts and Proclamations for- 
bad thofe Books feverely. | 

Some of thefe Exiles had been caught before they could pafs over the 
Seas and efcape : and having not Courage and Strength enough, were fain 
to recant. The Chief of thefe were Fewel, Barlow and Scory ; the two 
laft being Bifhops. The faid Berlow, Bp. of Bath and Wells, was, by Gardie 
ner and other Papifts, forced not only barely to recant ; but to compofe 
a Book of Recantation: which he did for.fear of his Life. And after- 
wards, when he fled, Gardiner, or fome other, publifhed his Book to be 
read by all. Dr. Turner took Occafion hence to rub Gardiner up for his 
Book De Vera Obedientia: which he would not fet forth in Englifh, as Ture 
ner {aid he wifhed ;.and gave the Reafon, Becaufe he looked upon it as a 
Matter he owned not. His Words are thefe ; ‘ If thac Mr. Gardiner al. 
© low his Dottrine ftillof K. Henry's Marriage, let him fet forth the fame 
© DoGtrine in Englifh at large, becaufe the common People may learn fome 
‘wholefome DoGrine of it; even as he, or at leaft fome of his, have

and a long time an Exile for the Pope, was aow coming hither ia Quali- 
ty of the Pope's Legate ; being fhortly to be very bufy in putting the 
Things of the Church into their old fuperftitious Pofture again. The 
brief Import of the Letters given the Cardinal by Pope Fulsws III. con- 
fticuting him his Legate de Latere, to the King and Queen, and the whole 
Kingdom of England, was, To reconcile the Kingdom (which then a great 
while had been feparated from the Unity of the Catholic Church) to God 
and the Church of Chrift, and to his Vicar upon Earth ; and to procure; 
by all poffible Pains that he could take, all that belonged tothe Peace and 
Tranquillity of this Kingdom, after by God’s Goodnefs, and their Maje- 
{ties Pizty, and by the Authority of the moft Holy Father the Pope, a 
Reconciliation was made: And that the Unity of the Church, upon which 
depended the Salvation of fo many Souls, redeemed with the precious 
Blood of Chrift, might by him be corroborated and remain in Safety. 
But sgainft his Coming, Care had been taken to provide him an Ho- 
nourable Maintenance for his Houfhold, fuitable to his eminent Quality. 
In order to which his Steward, or fome other of his Officers, laid before 
the Queen a Particular of every thing that fhould be requifite for his ne- 
ceflary Expences, both for his Travel and firft Entrance, and for his Fa- 
mily Provifions, Wages of Servants, Clothes, &c. It was certified for 
this Purpofe, that with all his Revenue and Papal Provifion, he could 
not expend Monthly lefs than a 1000 Crowns ; that he entertained 130 
in Family, befides 30 more Abroad : That the faid rooo Crowns would 
but fuffice for Food for his faid Servants. Befides, that there would 
be the Charge of the Equipage of 40 Horfes and Mules for his Eminence’s 
ordinary Attendance: ‘The ordinary Wages of his old Family, which came 
Monthly to 75 Crowns. Towhich would be added 25 Crowns more 
for the Wages and Livery of his new. His own Apparel would coft 
Yearly 500 Crowns, and as much more for the Livery and Clothes of 
his Chamberlains, Chaplains and Officers.

* the Sufpicion thereof, or no, or elle, that he did it to gratify the Pope, 
* he wrote a Book againft King Heary Vill. King of England, intitled, The 
© Defence of the Unity of the Church. Inthe which Book, converting his 
* Stile unto the Emperor, he included this moft deteftable, peftiferous, 
* yea, and (editious Oration againft the King of Exg/and; unto whont 
* he was not only moft neerly adjoyned in Affinity, and Kindred ; but 
“alfo, as himfelf confeffleth, moft greatly bounden for his Education and 
£ Literature.’ This is enough to fhew, how juftly this Man was attaint« 
ed: Who now, neverthelefs, had his Attaint taken off by Parliament; 
and received into the Kingdom as a Perfon of very high Merit, and thas 
had deferved paffing well of his Country. Yet this A@ pafled not with 
out confiderable Oppofition, as appears by an expoftulatory Oration of- 
fered to the Parliament by one Harchias of Mons in Flanders, mentioned 
before, who feems to have been one of his Retinue. : - 
After his great Work of reconciling the Kingdom was done moft cere- Bithop Gardi- 
monioufly in the Parliament, in December did another Prelate, Bifhtop ‘7 preaches a 
Gardiner, the great Lord Chancellor of Exg/and, afcend the Pulpit atSr.0 
Paal's, and there madea Sermon of the happy Reconciliation of the King- 
dom, with many RefleGtions on the Years that were paft, wherein King 
Henry and King Edward had fhaken off the Pope’s heavy Yoke; which 
he made a very grievous Crime. Take fome Account of this Sermon from

Sir Fames Hales of Kent, Knight, a Pious and Good Man, anda Juft 
and able Judge under King Hveary and King Edward (whofe Hiftory is Judge Hater — 
related at large by Fox) was made a Prifoner in the Xing’s Bench laft Year A% and Mon 
by the Bifhop of Wincheffer, Lord Chancellor; and thence was removed 
to the Counter in Breadftreet; and from thence to the F/eet. Here one 
Fofter, 2 Gentleman of Hampfhire, laboured to perfuade him to embrace 
the Popifh Doctrine by this Argument, That the Error was without dan- 
ger, but the Truth full of Peril. When ic was known that Hales was 
inclinable to relent, Day Bifhop of Chicheffer, and Portman a Judge, 
came to him (it being then the Month of 4pri/) and did fo earneftly Recants. 
deal with him, that they overcame him at laft, after his having lain 
three Weeks in that Prifon of the Fleet. But the Trouble that arofe in his 
Confcience for what he had done, filled him with great Tefror, and over- 
whelmed him with Sorrow: So that he attempted, in the Abfence of his 
Servant, to kill him(elf with his Penknife. For being ill, and lying fob-_ 
bing and fighing, he fent down his Servant upon an Errana, and in the Wounds him- 
mean time wounded himéelf in divers Places of his Body: But his Servant {'* 
came in on the fudden, and at that time prevented his Death. | 

Winchefer took occafion upon this, the Day after, in the Star-Cham- 
ber, to blafpheme the Doctrine of the Gofpel, calling it, Ze Doctrive of iy:,-tetter’s 
Defperation, and the Profeffors of it, De/perate Men. Whereas, indeed, Cenfure heres 
the Blame of Judge AYales his Doing, was not to be laid upon the true "P°™ 
Religion, but upon the forfaking of it : For he did this Act after he had, 
in effet, renounced the Religion. For thé Vindication therefore of Re- 
ligion, it was thought convenient, that a Treatife fhould be compofed getision vine 
concerning this Matter.

Vindication of Throgmorton, or Thomas) the Attorney General prayed 
the Court, that Pitzwilliams might not be {worn, nor fuffered to ris |

the Court. Yet not to conceal one thing more: When at Sir Thomas 
Wyat’s Tryal, Sir Edward Haftings had asked him, Whether he was 
privy toa Device co Murder the Queen, ina certain Place, where fhe 
Rhladc headed That-it-was William. Thomas. his lavention, 
whom he ever after abhorred for thar Caufe. But it muft be obferved; 
that Wyat faid this, when she was earneftly Swing for the Queen's Pardon, 
and had fpoken feveral otherthings rather acceptable to the Court,than true; 
as. declaring himielf:then much fatisfied with the Spasi/h Match, againtt 


which he had taken. up Arms; and falfly accufing the Lady Elizqbeth, 


Which he 
revoked at his Execution. St is certain T4omes was a Man of great Exe 
perience in: Matters of State, of: a fhrewd Head, and much uled in the 
Court.of King Edward. For which Caufe, the prefent Court, might 
have the greater Jealoufies of him, and might be the more willing to be 
rid ofthim. And probably he had contraGted Enemies in-the former Reign, 
which were now in Place. 
Concerning this’ Gentleman, I cannot but make this Obfervation, 
That on the Top of his Epiftle Dedicatory before his Book of the Pts 
_ grim; at leaft chat- Copy of it, that-is in the Corton Library, he wrote 
thiis Verfe out of the Pfalms, Caffigans caffigavit. me Dominus, G. morti 
son'tradid:t, W. T. Hinting thereby at the great Troubles that had 
befallen-him, whichit feems were the Occafion of his travellmg abroad, 
For fo lie began, ‘ Conftrained by Misfortune to abandon the Place of 
“my Nativity, and‘ to walk at the Libercy of the wide World, in the 
* Month of February, and after the Church of Exgland, 1546. happened 
* me toarrive in the City of Bononte, &c.’ On the Head of the Page, 
that began: his Book, he wrote another Sentence, as though he forefaw 
Kis own Defliny, however he had efcaped before: and it was this ; 
He that dyeth with Honour liveth for ever, 
And the defamed Dead recovereth never. — 


The greateft Blur, I find, {ticking upon this Gentleman, was, that tn pis Fault. 


King Edward's Time, he was guilty of endeavouring to get a Spiritual 
Benefice to himfelf, and thereby to defraud the Clergy of the Livings ape 
propriated to them ; A Fault too Common and Epidemical in thofe Days. 
For he made means to obtain to himfelf a very good Prebend of St. Psul’s, 
called Cantrels, of 344. and better in the King’s Books. He fet the 
Council upon Bifhop Ridley, not long after bis coming to chat Bifhopric, 
to joyn with one Layton, the prefent Prebendary, to make an Alienation 
of it to Thomas and his Heirs. But Ridley would not yield. Yet the 
Council were fo importunate with him, that they made him promile, 
that when it next fell void, he fhould acquaint the King therewith, be- 
fore he difpofed of it; on purpofe, I fuppofe, that they might then pres 
fently beg it of the King for Thomas. In the Year 1551. Layton the 
Prebendary died, and Thomas knowing Ridley’s mind, that he would not 
beftow the Prebend upon him, (which indeed he intended for his Chap- 
Jain Grindal) procared Letters from fome of the Council, that Rédley 
fhculd not Collate to it, becaufe the King would make ufe of it, for his 
Stables. That fo, as it feems, Thomas getting fome Office in the Stables, 
might thereby twift in himfelf to the Enjoyment of the Prebend. Of 
this the good Bifhop made a Complaint, in a Letter to Cbeke, and

felf) Bifhop of the Diccefs of Worceffer and Gloucefter, united 
under King Edward, was for his conftant Faith burnt to Death 
at Gloucefter, and fealed his Holy Do@rine with his Blood. In his 
younger Years, he had been a Monk of Clive, of the Cifertien Order, 
faith one. About the Year 1535, or 1536. I meet with one Fob». Homper, 
a Black Fryer of Glouceffer, whether our Fohs Hoper, oy no, I cannot af- 
firm; who, with fix Monks morte, of the fame Houfe, defired Licence 
from Crumwel, then Lord Privy Seal, and the King’s Vicar Spiritual, to 
change their Habit. In whofe behalf one Richard Deverex, a Vifitor in 
thofe Parts, under Crumwel, writ his Letter to the faid Vicar General. 
The holy Martyr was a Man of a truly Apoftolical Spirit, and one that 
for Learning, and Courage, and Zeal in promoting God's Truth, and for 
Painfulnefs in his Vocation, and other Abilities, may jultly be placed in 
the firft Rank of the Proteftant Reformers: His Hiftorry is at large fee 
down by Fox, in his Acts and Monuments: Who {peaks of Twenty four 
Books and Treatifes, which he wrote io Prifon, but names them not. I 
will mention a few of them: He wrote an Epiftle to the Inhabitants of the 
Counties of Glouceffer and Worcefter, whofe Diocefan he had once been: 
Another to Cardinal Pole: Another to Day Bifhop of Chicheffer : Another 
to the Parliament, contra Neotericos. To whichI add another, wrote 
to the Bifhops, Deans, Archdeacons, and others of the Clergy, of the 
Synod met at Londow, 1554. He wrote alfo a Book in Latin, for the 
Doctrine of the Lord’s Supper, and another again{t the Mafs, and a Third 
againft the Corporeal Prefence; And laftly, another being a Difcourfe 
fhewing the right Way for the finding out falfe DoGtrine and avoiding 
it.

Another of thefe Twenty four Pieces wrote by this Reverend Man, Another Trad 
while a Prifoner, was that Traé& he wrote in Vindication of the Reli- oe writ in 
gion againft the Galumny of Bifhop Gardéner, viz. That it drove to Dee“ 
iperation ; occafioned by Judge Hales his laying violent Hands upon 
himfelf, f{poken of before. This was writ in Exglifh, as thofe before 
mentioned were in Latin, 

Yet, another in Engis/by by way of a Letter to a Congregation of Pro= Another. 
feffors that were taken on New-Tears-Day, in Bow Church-yard, while they 
were affembled together, and at their Prayers, and imprifoned and ufed 
very hardly. Which tho’ I find it among the Martyrs Letters, yet meeting 
with a better Copy of it among the Foxéan MSS. I have laid it in the 
Catalogue. _ 2 N° XXVIT. 

_ Several other Letters of his writ in Prifon are preferved in Fox's Ads nis Letters, 
and Monuments, and in the Volume of the Martyrs Letters. 

He wrote alfo divers other Things before his Reftraint, under King o¢ner Books 
Henry and King Edward. Several whereof were printed, fome in his of his princed. 
Life-time, and fome. after he was dead, in the Reign of Queen Efiza- 
beth, . What thefe Books were, may be feen partly in Bale’s Centuries, 
and partly in the Athena Osonienfes, under Fobn Hoper's Name. 

‘This good Bifhop was extremely hated by Bithop Gardiser, not only 43; rigorous 
becaufe he was a very earneft Reformer of Religion from Papal Super- Imprifonment, 
ftitions, but having been one of the Witnefles apainft him in his Trou 
bles under King Edward. So now, in his Profperity and Power, he was 
refolved to revenge himfelf. And poor Hoper was ufed very hardly in 
Prifon by Babington, the Warden of the Fleet, who was one of Bifhop Gar- 
diner's Creatures. Hoper was firft committed tothe Fleet from Richmond, 
where the Council then was, with Order, that Liberty fhould be allowed 
him ; yet, fix Daysafter, he paid 5 /. for the Liberty of the Prifon to the 
Warden,. Who prefently went and made fome Complaint of him to Wis- 
chefier, and fo this Liberty was retrained again, notwith{tanding his Mo- 
acy and the Council’s Order. And, by the Order of Wincheffer, he re- 
mained in clofe Confinement, and was extreamly ufed for a Quarter of 
a Year... Afterwards, by Interceffion and Money, he had Liberty to 
come down to Dinner and Supper, but not fo much as to fpeak then 
with any of his Friends ; and Dinner and Supper ended, he was to go up 
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AN NO to his Chamber again. And yet he paid after che Quality of a Baron,

as well in Fees, as for his Board, that is, Twenty Shillings a Week, be- 


PV fides his Man’s Table: And when he was deprived of his Bifhopric, he 


paid after the Rate of the beft Gentleman in his Houfe. Yet, notwith- 
ftanding, the Warden ceale with him worfe than the verieft Slave that 
came to the Hall Commons. For he put Afoper into the Wards, where 
he continued a long Time; and had nothing for his Bed but a Pad of 
Straw, arotten Covering, with a Tike and a few Feathers therein: the 
Chamber where he lodged, vile and ftinking ; on one fide of which was 
the Sink and Filth of all che. Houfe, and on the other fide the Town 
Ditch. So that, by this Ufage, he contraéted divers Difeafes. And 
while he was fick, all his Doors were barred, and none fuffered to come 
in to adminifter any Succour to him: and when he was ready to die, and 


- called out for fomebody to come to him, yet the Warden commanded 


his Chamber to remain locked, and that none fhould be admitted, tho’ 
the poor Men of the Wards, hearing his Cries, had, out of mere Pity, 


- moved the Warden'to go or fend to him: When he would fay, Let him 
| alone, it were a good riddance of bim. All this I have extracted out of one 


Bp.

Having in my Hands the Judiciary Acts of the Proceedings againft him, 
I fhall from hence briefly recite the Manner thereof the two laft Days 


_ only, efpecially having been omitted by Mr. Fox. Fan. 28. being Mone 


day, the Bifhop of Winton, by his Ordinary Authority, {at judicially in 
St. Mary Overy’s Church, affifted on his Right Hand with Edmund Bifhop 
of London, Nicolas Bithop of Worceffer, Thomas of Ely, ‘Gilbert of Bath and 
Wells, James of Gloucefter, Fohn of Briftol: On his Left Hand fat Cuthbert 
Bifhop of Durham, Robert of Carlile, Fobn of Lincoln, Henry of St. David's, 
Wiliam of Norwich, Ralph of Coventry and Litchfield; Anthony Hufey, 
Robert Fohnfon, and William Say, Public Notaries, being appointed Atu- 


_ aries in this Affair. Befides, there were prefent alfo the Duke of Nor- 
folk, Anthony Lord Mountague, Thomas Lord Wharton, Richard Southwel, 


Francis Englefield, Chriftopher (perhaps miftaken for Robert] Rechefter, 
Thomas. Wharton, Fohn Hlurlefton,, Fobn Tregonwel, Philip Draycot, and 
Fohn Gerayngham, Knights ; William Coke, Thomas Martyn, Richard Dobbes, 
Knights; befidesa very great Multitude more prefent. 

.. In this folemn Audience, the faid Bifhop of Wincbefter began, - Hoper 
being called in, to tell him, How he had been the Day before called be- 
fore him, and certain others of the King’s and Queen’s Privy Council 
efpecially appointed thereto, and then exhorted to acknowledge the Er- 
rors and Herefies of his paft Life and -perverfe Do&rine, and to return 
with the reft to the Unity of the Church ; and thae if he were willing to 
do fo, the Pardon of his paft Errors :and Wickednefs was offered him. 
But: Hoper then, undauntedly (isdurato animo, fay the Acts) refufed to re- 
turn. -- Therefore, now he was called into the public Court of Juftice ro 
an{wer before him certain Articles concerning Heretical Pravity : Offer- 
ing him yet, if he would be reconciled, that he fhould be willingly re- 
ceived into the Bofom of the holy Mother.Church.. Which Hoper then 
did not only refufe, but broke out. into fome Blafphemies, fay the 44s, 
{that is, no more than that he fpake againft fome of their Do@rines.) 
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Then, among many other Articles, {pecially the Bifhop objected to him 4 NV N O 
thefe thar follow ; . 4554. 
Firft, That being a Prieft, and of a Religious Order, exprefly profet- pene h 
fing a Rule approved by Law, he took a certain Woman to be his Wife, Pebreiae a 
de fafto, whereas de jure he ought not, and cohabited with her in wicked With his An-. 
and unlawful Marriage; and preached, taught, and by Books fet forth, “*™ 
publifhed and defended fuch pretended Marriages to be lawful and valid 
by God’s Law; and fo afferted and believed ftill. All which oper con- 
fefled, and was ready, he faid, to defend. - <a 
Secondly, That he afferted, preached, taught, publifhed and defended 
in Books fet forth, and ftill fo believed and held, That by reafon of the 
Sin of Fornication or Adultery committed, Perfons lawfully married may; 
by the Word of God, and by his Authority, and the Miniftery of the 
Mapiftrates, be feparated from the Bond of Matrimony, and: divorced 
from one another: And that fo it may be lawful for the Manto take 
another Wife, and the Woman another Husband ; on this Account, be- 
caufe the Woman is no longer the Wife of the former Man; nor the 
former Man any more the Husband of the former Wife. .To thisshe an» 
fwered Affirmatively ; and that he was ready to defend it fo be true, both 
by Divine and Human Right, againft all Adverfaries. a 
Thirdly, That he-affceted, held, publifbed, and in Bouks. fet forth, 
taught and defended, and fo believed, afferted and held ftill, That in the 
Eucharift or Sacrament of the Altar, is not truly the true and natural 
Body of Chrift, and his true and natural Bloud, under the Species of - 
Bread and Wine; and that there is there material Bread and material - 
Wine only, without the Truth and Prefence of the Body-and Bloud of 
Chrift. To which Article he anfwered in thefe Words, ‘That the very 
natural Body of Chrift is not really and fubftantially in the Sacrament of 
the Altar; faying alfo, That the “Mafs zs the Iniquity of the Devil ; and 
thae the Mafs san Idol. This was the Work on Monday 
On the next Day, being fam. 29. the Bithop of Wischeffer, affified 
with the Bifhops above-named, together with Geerge Bifhop of Chichefter, 
perfuaded and exhorted Hoper with many Reafons to reconcile himéfelf. 
But he, according to the Language of the Ads, perfifted ia his Obftina- 
cy and Malice, and brake out into Blafphemies, faying, That Matrime- 
ny is sone of the Seven Sacraments, And, that if it be « Sacrament, be can 
prove feven {core Sacraments. So, at this Seffion, Wimchefler pronounced 
and read the definitive Sentence again{ft him, condemning him for an 
Heretic and Excommunicated : and confequently delivered him to the 
_ Secular Court, and into the Hands of David Woodroff and Wiliam: Chea 
fier, Sheriffs of Londom ;.who carried him away with them. Then the 
Bifhop bad the Notaries to make an ‘Inftrument of what was done,. and 
prayed thofe that were prefent to be Witnefles. Who were thofe Noble 
Men, .and Knights, and others before mentioned, and thefe moreover, 
Clement Higham, Richard Dobbes, Knights ; Tbe. Hungate, Efq; Fobn Setoy, 
Tho. Watfon, Profeflors of Divinity ; Nicolas Harpesfeld; David ‘Pole; 
Hugh Corex, Doors of the Laws; Henry. Folif, Philip Morgan, Batche- 
lors of Divinity ; Francis Allen, William Smyth and Fobw Vaughan, Efgrss 
and many more. If any be minded to fee the Form of the Sentence 
pronounced by the Mouth of the Bifhop againft this holy. Martyr, lee 
him have recourie tothe Catalogue. si . ~ N°, XXVIIT, 
| With 
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again before the Bilhop of Winchefter, and the Bithops of Darbam, Wigern, 
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replied, ‘ My Lord, Where you fay, ye wyllyd me to ryfe ageyn with 
‘you, and fo to come to the Vnity of Chrift's Church, I take you, by 
* thofe your Words, that you wyllyd me to fall. For I do underftand 
*‘ che Church otherwife than you do. For I do underftand the Church 
‘of Chrift, and you do underftand the Rows/ Church of Antichrift. 
* And, I fay, that the Pope’s Church, which you believe, is the Church 
* of Antichrift. Alfo he faid, as touching his Belief in the Sacrament of 
the Altar, That he believed that Chrift was in Heaven, and believed not 
that his very Body and Bloud is really and fubftantially in the Sacrament 


of the Altar. Alfo, he faid, That in that he being a Prieft did marry, he . 


offended no Law. And alfo, that the Bifhops maintain herein one falfe 
Faith, one falfe Do&trine, and one falfe World. ‘This was done on Mon- 
day. OnTuefday being brought forth again before the Bifhop,. he again, 
with fundry Arguments, endeavoured to perfuade him, :and excited 
him to Reconciliation: but to no purpofe; the Bifhop therefore looking 
upon him as an obftinate Heretic, pronounced the definitive Sentence 
upon him, as he had done that fame Morning upon Hoper ; giving the 
fame Order to the Notaries, and requiring the fame Witneffes. 

Two other Learned and Eminent Divines, of the Reformed Perfuafion, 
were tried and condemned this Seffions, of the Bifhop’s Commiffioners ; 
whom I will mention alfo. The one was Rowland Taylor, DoGtor of 
Laws, one that had been Chaplain to Archbifhop Crawmer, and one of 
the Commiffioners appointed by Parligment in K. Edwara’s Reign, foe 
purging the Canon Law, and drawing:up a Body of wholfome Ecclefia- 
{tical Laws for.the Ufe of this Church and Kingdom. This Reverend 
Man, on Fan.29. wascalled beforethe faid Commiffioners. Then Bi- 
fhop Gardiner, as he had done the others, exhorted him to be reconciled : 
but he ftiffly perfifted in his former Judgment. Then did the Bifhop 
object two Articles to him, as juft Matter, no doubt, to make him an 
Heretic. The one was, That he afferted, believed, preached and pub- 
lithed, that it was lawful for any Religious Man, tho’ he were exprefly 
profefied, and for any Prieft, after he had taken on him the .Profeffion of 
Priefthood, and before he had taken it upon him, to:marry, and with the 
Perfon fo married to cohabit, as with his lawful Wife. The other was, 
That he afferted, believed, preached and defended, that in the Eucha- 
rift is not truly the true and natural Body and Bloud of Chrift, under the 
Species of Bread and Wine ; and chat material Bread and material Wine are 
there only. Thefe Articles Taylor freely confefled, faying, That fo he ftill 
believed, and was ready to defend ; faying, moreover, judicially, That 
Tranfubftantiation is a conjuring Word; Concomitantia axotber jaggling 
Word. And that the Bifhop of Rome #5 agaénjt God. And that be made, 
by a. juggling Word, the Body and Blood of Chrift of Bread and Wine. . And 
that to wor {hip it with Honour due to God, is Idolatry. Then the Bifhop af. 
figned him to appear there again between ‘Three and Four in the After- 
noon. What was done then, appears not. But Fas. 30. he appeared

Ely, London, Bath and Wells, Lincoln, Norwith, Litchfield and Carlile, A NN O 


Co-afleflors. Then Winchefter beginning after his ufual Way, -offered 
to receive him into Favour, and the Unity of the Church, if with a pes 
nitent Mind he would return. But he more ftiffly perfifting in his per- 
verfé Opinions (I ufe the Words of the Acts) brake out into very many 
Blafphemies; faying, That there be but Two Sacraments, Baptifm and the 
Sacrament of the Body and Bloud of Chriff. And that after Confecration, the 
Bread and Wine remains. He denied Tranfubftantiation ; and faid, That 
the natural Body of Chrift is not here, but in Heaven; and that Chréft’s Body 
could not be in two Places at once. After long Difputations, the Bifhop ask- 
ed him again, Whether he would return to the Unity of the Catholic 
Church? He anfwered, That be would not come to Antichrif’'s Church. 
Then the Bifhop read the Sentence Definitive againft him, condemning 
him for an Heretic, and Excommunicate. And fo delivered him to the 
Sheriff of London.

‘ When did you fe any Man put to Death before he was condemned to 
“dy. That is true, faid he. And are you not condemned ? No, faid 
‘J, thac am I not, neither yet ever arraigned at any Seffions. Then, 
“ faid he, I have been greatly mifenformed. I cry you Mercy; for 1 
* had thought that you had been both arraigned and alfo condemned to 
“dy, being fent hither for co fuffer in this Place, becaufe that you were 
“ here again{t the Queen with the Duke of Northumberland. Wel, faid }, 
“thofe Matters have been already fufficiently anfwered before your 
* Betters. 

‘But I pray you, Sir, and a Man migbt ask you, whofe Man are you, 
‘or to whom do you belong? Mary, faid he, f am not afhamed of my 
“ Mafter ; I would thou fhouldft know it, as thou art. My Lord Chan- 
© cellor of England is my Mafter: and Iam his Man. I thought fuch a 
* Matter, faid I. The old Proverbe is true, I perceive; for fuch « Ma- 
‘fier, fach a Servant. And is this my Lord of Winchefter’s Livery that 
* you wear now? Yea, faid he. And isthisthe beft Service you can do - 
‘my Lord your Matter? Fy for fhame! Fy! Wil you follow now the 
* bloudy Steps of that wicked Man your Mafter? Who is unworthy, be- 
* fore God I fpeak it, both of the Name and Place that he hath, and is 
‘called unto. What fhould move you for to handle me after this fharp 
‘fort, as you have don; fo {pitefully, being here not yet three Days un- 
‘der your Keeping 2? Wil you become a Tormentor of God’s People and 
* Prophets > Wil you now ceafe from killing of Bullocks, Calves and 
‘ Sheep, which is your Occupation, being a Butcher, and give over your 
* felf moft cruellv, to ferve your Mafter’s turn, in fhedding of innocent 
* Bloud ?O Man! with what a heavy Heart may you lay yourfelf to fleep 
‘at Night, if that God of his great Mercy do fufter you to live fo long, 
“in this your fo wicked Attempt and Enterprize? I fpeak not this of 
“any Hatred that I bear unto you, as God knoweth my Heart: But I

‘you once again, even for God’s fake to forgive me; and! ask God Keeper. 

‘ heartily Mercy for the great Mifchief, that I purpofed in my Heart 
‘apainft you. I perceive that you, and fuch other as you, be other 
© maner of Men, than we and our Betters take you to be: [ perceive 
‘that the Blind doth eat many a Fly: God, and it be his bleffed Wil, 

“make me one of your fort; and look that what I can do for you, you 
‘ fhall be affured of ir. Come down with me, I pray you, into the 
“Yard. So I went with him; and when he came down, al the Yard 
‘was ful of People. What meancth this People, faid I to the Keeper poootefnckto 
© Al thefe are come, {aid he, to fe you fuffer Death. ‘There be fome here, (ec him dye. 
€ that are come as far as Heng/ton: But J truft their coming fhal be in 
vain. Be youof good cheer. Then go your way, faidI, and gently 
* defire them tor to depart; and tel them, It is no reafon any Man fhould 
* fuffer Death before that he becondemned, and fo you fhall cafily avoyd

“ask me, If I were within? To whom IL an{wered always, Here Iam, Mr. 
* Keeper. Good night then, faid he, and fothey would go their ways. 

_* Nowonacertain Day, being mery, he brought home with him tofe arhiasatacion’ 
“ me, divers honeft Men of the Town. Among whom there was one, that I Providence of 
¢ never fawbefore, nor he me, called Mr. Segar, a Beerbrewer, dwelling God towards 
‘at Magdalen Bridg; whofe Heart God had opened above the reft, to" | 
‘fhew Mercy unto me. For he knew that the Keeper would do much 
‘at his Requeft. Sothat, or ever he went away, he promifed him Pay- 
‘ment for my Diet; defiring him to fhew me Favour for his fake, and

© Charlys the Keeper wel: And it was no Grief at al to me, to hear this 
* Bargain made between them. For otherwife, faid J, it was not unlike,

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A N N 0‘ nor to be forgotten of my part, the Mighty and Fatherly Providence

wes * Who can kil him, Mr. Char/ys, whom God wil keep alive, may I fay now ? 
‘and who can deliver him whom God wil deflroy? His great Power 
* delivered me once cut of the Lions Den, as he did his Holy Prophet Da- 
© viel: Sol truft that he wil deliver me here out of al my Troubles, if he 
* fofeit good ; ifnot, his Wil bedon. And thus we parted for that time ; 
* my Keeper being glad of thefe good Affurances; I taking patiently

from Litchfield, but now in Ruins, demolifhed in the late Civil Wars. 

This Bifhop had been a Student in Saint Clement’s Oftle in 
Cambridge : Became Dean of Saint Stephen’s Chappel in Weftminfter : 
And being ‘King Henry’s ‘Chaplain wrote a notable Book againft the 

Pope’s Supremacy: Which that King fent over Sea tothe Pope him- 
felf, and to Pole and others, to vindicate himfelf and his Doings, in 
taking the Supremacy to himlelf. This Bifhop had been Prefidente 
of Wales under King Henry, but removed from that Place under King 
Edward: Who yetimployed him fometimes in State-bufinefs; As ina 
Commiffion to meet and treat with the Scots Commiffioners. In his record. Eee 
Time, two of the beft Manors belonging to the Bifhoprick, wz. clel. Lischfeld, 
Beaudefert and Shutborough, were exchanged for two Benefices, which 
were efteemed as much worth in Value as the Manors. But the 
Royalty was loft. He made away alfo the Royalty of the City of 
Litchfield. Beaudefert was conferred upon Sir William Paget Comp- 
troller of the King’s Houfhold; and being made a Baron in the Year 
: 549. he had his Title from thence, and called Lord Paget of Beaue 

efert.

September the 26 Were two Young Men, Apprentices, fet on the twopille

Of fuch as underwent this 
kind of Punifhment now, were more than we meet with in any 
Reign befide: For the Government was fo uneafy, that People could 
not forbear Opening their Mouths fometimes.

Then defcending tothe Apoftacy ofthe Nation, he willed all Men to 
fay with fofeph’s Brethren, Peccavineus in fratrem : And [o have I too, 
added he, like a meek, recanting Penitent. And laftly, he fell in 
with the Praifes of the King and Queen, efpecially of the King, to 
reconcile the Realm the more tothis Match of his own making: As, 
that Philip came not hither out of Neceffity or any Need ; that he 
had ten times as much-as the Englifb People then were in Hope or 
Poffeffion of. All which was foevident, that it was fuperfluous for 
him to fpeak of. As for his Accomplifhments they were admirable,

The Lord Chancellor and all the Bifhops tar- a 

ried for him at the Bifhop of London’s Place. The Cardinal landing at 

Barnard’s Caftle, came at Nine of the Clock: There the Lord Maior re- 

ceived him, and brought him to Pauls. And fo the Lord Chancellor, 

and the Lord Cardinal, and all the Bifhops went up into the Choir with 

their Mitreson. And, at Ten of the Clock, the King’s Grace came to 

Paul’s to hear Mafs, with Four Hundred of his Guard, One Hundred Eng- 

lifbmen, One Hundred Almains, One Hundred Spaniards, and One Hun- 

dred Switzers, with many Lords and Knights. And fo they heard Mafs; 

the Queen’s Chapel officiating, and the King’s and St. Pasl’s Choir fung.

‘The Reafon the Proceffion of 

St. Nicolas was forbid, was, becaufe the Cardinal had this St. Nicolas 

Day fent for all the Convocation, Bifhops and inferior Clergy, to come

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ANNO But becaufe this way of celebrating St. Nicolas Day is fo odd and 
1554. ftrange, let meadd here a Word or two explanatory of it. The Me- 
.s~v—~— ~mory of this Saint and Bifhop Nicolas was thus folemnized by a 
alate Child, the better to remember the Holy Man, even when he was a. 
Boy-Bithop. Child, and his Child-like Vertues, when he became a Man. The Po- 
ae p.fh Feftival tells us, That while he lay in his Cradle he fafted Wedne/- 
days and Fridays, fucking but once a Day onthofe Days. And his Meek- 
nefs and Simplicity, the proper Vertues of Children, he maintained 
from his Childhood as long as he lived : Aud therefore, faith the Feftival, 
Children don him Worfbip before all other Saints. This Boy-Bifhop, or 
St. Nicolafes, was commonly one of the Chorifters, and, therefore, inthe 
old Offices, was called Epsfcopus Choriftarum, Bifbop of the Choriffers, and _ 
chofen by the reft to this Honour. But, afterward, there were many 
St. Nicolas’s; and every Parifh almoft had his St. Nicolas. And from 
this Se. Nicolas Day to Inuocents Day at Night, this Boy bore the Name of 
a Bifhop, and the State and Habit too, wearing the Mitre and the Pafto- 
ral Staff, and the reft of the Pontifical Attire; nay, and reading the 
Holy Offices. While he went his Proceffion, he was much feafted and 
treated by the People, as, it feems, much valuing his Bleffing. Which 

made the Citizens fo fond of keeping this Holyday. .

Crome, an ancient pious Divine of London, the Parfon of Whittington 
College, Harold Tomfon, Rogers Vicar of St. Sepulchre’s, and divers others, 
to the Number of Eleven Perfons, befides two more that were not then 
fent for. They were asked, Whether they would receive the Cardinal's 
Bleffing, and be united again to the Catholic Church with the reft of 
the Real > One,, who was a Citizen, did fubmit. The other Ten refu- 
fed. Butone of them, by the Means of the Lord Wiliam Howard, hav- 
ing this favourable Queftion put to him, Whether he would be an ho- 
neft Man, as his Father was before him?

The 20th, The Earl of Bedford, Lord Privy Seal, dying at his Houle gantot Bedford 
befide the Savoy, was carried to his Burying into che Country, to a Place is buried. 
of his called Cheynes, with Three. hundred Horfe all in Black. He was 
carried with Three Croffes, and many Clerks and Priefts, cill they came 
up the Hill above St. ‘fames’s. And then returned certain of them Home 
again. And they had Torches and Arms, and Money given them. And 
after, every Man fat in Array on Horfeback. Firft, One rid in Black, 
bearing a Crofs of Silver, and certain Priefts on Horfeback wearing their 
Surplicts. Then came the Standard. Then all the Gentlemen and Head 
Officers. Then came Heralds, one bearing his Helmet, and the Mantles, 
and the Creft ; another his Banner of Arms, another his Target with his 
Garter, another his Coat Armour, and another his Sword. And then Mr. 

Garter in his rich Coat Armour. Then came the C'iariot with Six 
Bannerols, and about the Chariot four Banners of Images. And after the 
Chariot, a great Horfe trapped in Cloth of Gold, with his Saddle of the 
fame. Then followed Mourners ; the Chief whereof was the Lord Raffel his 
Son,and after my Lord Treafurer, and the Mafter of the Horfe, and diverfe 
other Noblemen, all in Black. Andevery Town they pafled through, the 
Clerks and Priefts met them with Croffes. And to every of thofe Parifhes 
were given four Nobles for the Poor, and Ten Shillings to the refpe€tive 
Priefts and Clerks, till he came co his Place at Cheynes. And the Morrow after 
he was buried, witha great Dole of Money, when the Dean of St. Paul’s 
made a godly Sermon. All was ended with a great Dinner, and great 
Plenty to all the Country about, that would come thither. 

The Five and twentieth Day of March, being one of the Chief Days a great Titt: 

dedicated to the Bleffed Virgin, were as great Jufts at the Tilt at We/f- ing at Court. 
minfler, as had ever been feen there. The Challengers were a Spaniard 
and Sir George Howard. And all theit Men and Horfes trimmed in white. 
Then came the King and a great many all in Blue, and trimmed in Yellow: 
And their Helmets with great Tufts of Blue and Yellow Feathers. And all 
their Whifflers, and their Footmen, and their Armourers. And a Company 
like Zurks rode in Crimfon Sattin Gowns and Caps, with Fauchions and 
preat Targets. And fome were habited in Green: and many in diverfe 
Colours. There were broken Two hundred Staves and upwards. 

March the 28th, The Queen this Day calling to her the Lord Marques The Queenre: 
of Wincheffer, Lord Tréafurer, Sir Robert Rockeffer, Comptroller of her ftores the eo 
Houthold, Sir William Petre, Secretary of Siate, and Sir Francés Englefield, 0" 
Mafter of the Wards, told them, that her Con(cience not ferving her to 
detain the Church Lands and thofe of Religious Houfes, having been taken. 
away inthe Time of the Schifm and by unlawful Means, did freely fur- 
render them all that were in her Hands and Poffeffion: And that Order 
might be taken in them as it feemed good to the Holy Father the Pope, 
or his Legate, the Lord Cardinal. And fhe gave her Commands to them 
accordingly, to repair with the Lord Chancellor to the faid Cardinal to 
confule furthee about it,

TheKing Tilts, 
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The qth Day of April, the King and Queen removed unto Elampton 
Court, tokeep Eaffer there. And her Grace to keep her Chamber there, 
in order to her fuppofed Lying in, which was to be about Eater. Now 
the Queen feemed to bein better Humour, andas tho’ fhe were willing tobe 
in Charity with all, efpecially with her Relations, before the Time of her 
Travail; the fence for the Earl of Devonfhire, and about Eajfter the Lady 
Elizabeth, (rom both their Confinements, to her at flampton Court. After- 
wards the Karl travelled into /rs/y, and the Lady Elizabeth removed from 
her Prifon of Woodfock to her own Houle, but uader Guard, and come 
pelled to have Mafs faid in her Family. 

The 14th Day, which was Eaffer Day, At St. Margaret’s Church at 
Weflminfter, after the Mafs was done, one of the Minifters, a Prieft of 
the Abby, named Sir fobs Cheltam, did help him that miniftred tothe — 
People, who were receiving of the Sacrament. When there came into the 
Church a Man that had been a Monk of Ely, then married, and had his 
Wife the fameDay there; who faid to theMinifter, What doft thou givethem 2 
And as foon as had {poken it, he drew his Wood knife, and hit the Prieft 
on the Head, and cut hima great Blow; and then ran after him and ftruck 
him on the Hand, and cleft his Handa great way, and after save hima 
great Wound on the Arm. Which occafioned a very loud Cry and 
Shout. The Church hereby became polluted, and the People went to 
another Church to receive the Sacrament. He was prefently taken and 
carried to the Prifon of the Gate Houfe, and loaden with Chains. 

The 15th Day, A Letter was directed to Sir Michael Flare, and Sir 
Tlomas Cornwalys, from the Council; willing them to examine Mr. 
Flower, alias Branch (for that was his Name that had wounded the Prieft) 
what he meant to wear abour his Neck Deum Time, Idolum [ses and 
whom he knew elfe to wear the like ? Praying them alfo to {peak to Boney 
Bifhop of London, {pcedily to preceed againft him for his Religion accord- 
ing to the Laws. And that the Juftices of Peace of Middlefex, fhould 
likewife proceed againit him, for fhedding of Blood in the Church, ac- 
cording to the Statate. So as if he continue his Opinion, he might be exes 
cuted at the furtheft by the latter End of this Week: And that his Righe 
Hand be the Day before his Execution, or the fame Day, ftricken off, ac- 
cording toa Law for Siriking in the Church.

CHAP. XXVII. 


Orders to the Fuftices. Various Matters im the Church 
and State, happenig im the Months of March, 
April, May, and June. The Popifb Bifbops Dili- 
gence. Depreccations, Pope Julius bis Bull 


N the very beginsing of this Year 1555, Lhe Juftices in the 
feveral Counties had their Charges given them from the King 

and Queen: And fpecial Inttruétious were fent to them. The: 
Pretencc was, for the prefc: ving Peace among the Subjets, and 

for crufhir Uproarsand Mutinics that might arife ; Of which the 
State 
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State was not without Fears and Jealoufies, at this Time of the Year 4 NN O 
efpecially. But the main Defign indeed was to drive on Papal 1555. 
Religion: and in the mean while to fecurethe regretting People from 
rifing, which the Rigors and Perfecutions exercited upon them might 
provoke them to. What thofe Inftru€tions were, we underftand from 
an Original Copy of them preferved in the Cotton Library, which was 
fent to the Jultices of Norfolk, intitled, 4m Order prefcrived by the King 
and Queen unto the “fuftices for the good Government of their Majefty’s 
loving Sabjects. The like to which was fent it feemsto every County 
in England, figned on the Top both with Philip and Mary’s Hands. 
The main of this Inftrument tended to the Suppreffion of Religion. 
It being exemplified in Bifhop Burners Hiftory of the Reformation, copes of Rec 
I fhall not here fet it down: Only in brief, * The Juftices were requi- The Contents - 
red to meet and confult cogether, by what Means good Order and “***- 
Quietnefs might be beft continued. Thac particular Limits and 
Divifions in the refpective Counties fhould be allotted to each 
Juftice to have a more fpecial Infpection and Care of. And where- 
as Preachers were, and fhould be fent down into the feveral Coun- 
ties, to preach Catholic Doétrine to the People, the Juftices to be 
aiding and affifting unto them ; and to be themfelves prefent at 
their Sermons. As for fuch ascame not to Church, nor conformed 
themfelves, to travail foberly with them ; and with the Wilful 
and Obftinate to deal more roundly, that is, by rebuking them, 
binding them to the good a bearing, or fending them to Prifon. 
For the Preachers and Teachers of Herefy, and Procurers of fecret 
Meetings for that purpofe, fpecial wait muft be laid: That the 
Juftices themfelves, with their Families, muft, efpecially, fhew 
good Example herein. The Spreaders of falfe Tales and feditious 
Rumours to be fearched for, and when found, to be apprehended 
and punifhed. Some one, or more Men in every Parifh to be 
fecretly inftru&ted to give Information of the Behaviour of the 
Inhabitants ; to charge the Conftables, and Four or more of the 
more Honeft and Catholic Sort of every Parifh with the Order of 
the faid Parifh. To whom idle Perfons and Vagabonds fhould be 
bound to give an Account, how they live, and where they are 
‘ from Time to Time. [The better to clear the Country of fuch 
welldifpofed Perfons, that in thefe Days went from Place to Place, 
to confirm the Brethren, to hold religious Meetings with them, or 
to difperfe good Books among them] ‘ Earneft regard to be had by 
‘ the faid Juitices tothe Execution of the Statutes again{ft Rebellion, 
“Vagabonds, Retainers, c. And for keeping the Statutes of Hue and 
* Cry: And Watches to begin the 20th of 4pré/, As foon as any Offen- 
“ders for Murder, Felony, or other Offences were taken, the Matters 
* forthwith to be examined, and ordered by the Juftices, according to 
“a Commilfion of Oyer and Zerminer {ent to them. And the Juftices to 
* meet at leaft once a Month.’ | 

So that thefe Inftruéctions, to make round Work, were backed with a Theirmajefties 
Commiffion to the Juftices to hear and punifh: As they were alfo with Commiffion 
Letters from the King and Queen, to provoke and excite them to Diligence 4" juftices.. 
in thefe Severe Orders. Which becaufe it is omitted in the Hi/fory of the 
Reformation, \ {hall infert.

The fame Day, a Letter was fent from the Council to the Juftices of Order for the 
Peace of Middlefex, with a Writ for the Execution of Flower, command= giver, 
ing to fee his Hand ftricken off before his burning. | 

And on the 24th, He had his Hand ftricken off, at the Poft to which Executed. 
he was bound to be burnt. And after, he was burnt there againft St. 
Margaret’s Church, without the Churchyard, in the Place called The 
Sanéluary, This AG of Flower’s, gave great Offence to the Profeffors of 
Religion, who were mightily aftonifhed at it, and one of them, named 
Robert Smith, then a Prifoner for Religion in Newgate, came to him to 
confer with him about this Deed. And Flower did then declare it to be 
naught, and withed he had not done it, and yet pretended fome great Im- 
pulfe of the Spirit to have been then upon him, to do what he did: 

And to Bifhop Boner, he fignified his defire that the Law for cutting off | 
his Hand might be executed againft him. It aggravated his Crime in 
the Minds of the People, that the Chalice in the Prieft’s Hand, with fome 
Confecrated Hofts therein, were {prinkled with his Blood. 

The Wealth of the Spaniards tempted the Engli/b: but they paid someexecuted 
for it. For on the 26th of Apri/, three Men were catried from the Mar- for ae 
fbalfea in a Cart through pe ah unto the Gallows in Charing Crofs, and “™"4"** 
there hanged; for robbing of certain Spasiards of a Treafure of Gold, 
out of the Abby of We/tminfter. 

On the 29th of the fame Month, One of the Three that robbed the one of them 
Spaniards of their Gold, having hung four Days, was now cut down hangs four 
and buried under the Gallows. He, whofe name was Tooly, tho but a allay ace 
Poulterer’s Servant, was hanged ina Gown of Tawny Freez, and a Doublet the Gallows. 
of Tawoy Taffata, and a Pair of Fine Hofe lined with Sarcenet. Which : 
Apparel perhaps was purchafed witha Part of the Spoil. This Man's 
Ignominy was more than his Fellows, becaufe it feems upon the Cart he 
declared his mind freely againft Popery, which they called, Ratling agaznft 
the Pope and the Mafs. Indeed he then ufed King Henry's Litany, From the 
Bifhop of Rome, and all bis deteftable Enormities, &c. But this was not all 
the Punifhment infli@ed upon the Dead Body; for dn the 7th of next And after- 
Month, he was taken up out of his Grave where he lay befide the Gallows, wards burat. 
and burnt there in the Morning for an Heretic. But firft he underwent 
a Solemo Citation and Trial, and Excommunication, and Sentence, and 
Delivery over to the Secular Power, and the Sheriff of Middlefex to {ce

Memorable Events happenmg m the Months of July, 
Auguit, September, October, and November. Some 
Remarks upon Bradford and Latymer, Martyrs. 


| ASTER Bradford, a holy Man and admirable Preacher in 
King Edward's Days, and one of Bifhop Ridley’s Chaplains, and 

with him a Tallow Chandler’s Apprentice dwelling hard b 
Newgate, on the Firft Day o! Fuly, went to Smithfield tobeburnt 
for Religion, by E.ghtof the Clock inthe Morning, furrounded with a great 
Company of People. Of Bradford {cmething will befaid hereafter. Of 
the other Young Man, whofe Name was Leafe, it may be obferved, that 
his living fo near St. Sepulchre’s, gave him the Opportunity to be an Au- 
ditor of Mr. Rogers, the Preacher there ; by whom his Eyes were inlighten- 
ed, and his Mind inftrudted in true Religion. In which he was at length fo 
eftablifhed, that when, as it was reported, B.fhop Boner fent him two 
Bills to fign, either one or the other, by the figning of one to fave his 
Life, or of the other to lofe it; that isto fay, a Billof Recanration, 
anda Bill of his former Confeffion; he refufed the former: And becaufe 
he could not write, he pricked himfelf to fetch Blood, and then fprinke 
led it upon the Letter, figning it after that manner, to fhew his Readi- 
nefs to confirm his Confeffion by his Blood. 


On the 8th Day of Fuly, were three more delivered out of Newgate, 
and fent into the Country to be burnt for Heretics. | 


On the r2th, were four burnt at Canterbury, two Priefts, named Bland 
and Fraukefb, the one Incumbent of Adefbam in Kent, and a Bringer up 
of Youth, and fometime Schoolmafter to Edwin Sandys, afterwards 
Archbifhop of York, and the other Incumbent of Rolvendon in the fame 
County ; the other two were Laymen, named Sheterden and Mid- 
dleton.

* to land, until fuch time as fhe fhould have Notice, and grant Leave.” 

This Fleet lay hovering upon thefe North Seas all the Month of -Fuly, 

and the Beginning of Augu/ft. ‘The Scotch Queen at this Time command- 

ed a great Number of the Gentlemen of Scotland, with their Powers, 

to be in Readinefs againft the feventh Day of Augu/f at Dumfreeze, whe- 

ther it wereupon the Apprehenfion of this Navy, or fome other Enterprize ; 

but this fomewhat ftartled the Englifb. And as for the Eyethefe Danifh 

Ships caft upon England, the Lord Cosyers advifed the Lord Prefident 

_ in another Letter, that they much enquired of the State and Strength

_ T cannot but mention one thing, more concersing this Holy Man; 
while he followed the Study of the Law at the Temple, Loudon, he was 
Steward to Sir fobs Harrington, Kr. Yreafurer of the King’s Camps and 
Buildings, and kept his Books and Accounts. Whomhe therefore call- 
ed his Mafter, in whofe Service once he took up fome Money, (and that 
it feems in his Mafter’s Name) which he was not able prefently to repay. 
But Intereft and Application were made by Friends on his Behalf, and ae 
length in May 1548, his Mafter was prevailed with to pay the Deb for 
him, and he to become Debtor to his Mafter, and fo Sir fobs bound 
himfelf under his Hand to pay the Sum before Candlemas next enfuing. 
But while this ching depended (which he called in his Letters his Great 
Thing) the Confcience of his Fault did exceedingly affli& him... He con- 
fefled his Fault to his Mafter, owned his Debr, offered all the Satisfacti- 


on he could. And becaufe, befide Confeflion and Repentance, Reftitu- 


tion. was required, which he was not yet able enough in Purfe todo, he 
intended to offer himfelf to be a Bondman to his Creditor,, according as 
he read in the fewi/o Law. Concerning this Intention of his,. he wric 
to a faithful Friend (Father Zraves I (uppofe) defiring him to refort to 
Latymer (who was privy to his Matter) and advife with him concern- 
ing this felling of his Body to make Reftitution. When he came to the 
Reverend Father, he was bufy in preparing a Sermon to be preached the 
next Susday before the King, but in fhort fignified his Diflike of {0 ri- 
gorous and unufuala Courfe, and faid, that he would not have him go 


fo far; and that better Counfel or more he could not now give him, 


than he had before done, véz. that he fhould wait, and commit the 


. whole to God. He confulted alfo with his aforefaid Friend, and poured 
“* - 2: out his Trouble into his Bofom, fearing much, left he fhould dye be- 
~ fore he had made his Reftiturion. But foon after going. to ftudy in

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In the Month of Odfober, was Hugh Latymer an old Difciple, burnt 4 NN O.

After this, Mr. Latymer was retained in the Court, and reforted 
much to Lozdon, and preached the Gofpel in divers Churches there, 
to the great Beneftt of many, and the Propagation of Religion. 
Here, in 1532, he gave a charitable Vifit to ‘fames Bayneham a lit- 
tle before his Burning, upon this Occafion. ‘ After Mr. Bayneham 
‘had been Condemned between More, the Lord Chancellor, and the 
‘ Bifhops, and committed unto the Secular Power to be brent;. and 
‘fo, immediatly after his Condempnation, lodged up in the deep 
‘ Dungeon in Newgate, ready to be fent to the Fire, Edward Ifaac 
‘of the Parifh of Wel, in the County of Keat, and Wiliam Morice 
© of Chipping Ongar, in the County of Effex, Efq; and Raphe Morice, 
‘Brother unto the faid William, being togethers in one Company, 
‘met with Mr. Latymer in London. And tor that they were defi- 
“rous to underftand the Caufe of the faid Bayneham’s Condempna- 
‘tion, being to many Men obfcure and unknown, they entreated 
‘Mr. Latymer to go with them to Nengate, to th’Intent to under- 
‘ftand by him the very Occafion of his faid Condempnation ; and 
‘otherwife to comfort him to take his Death quietly and patiently.

‘Death upon. For it may bea Ly, as well as a true Tale. And 

‘in fuch a doubtful Matter, it were mere Madnes for a Man to 
‘jeopard his Life. But what elfe is layd to your Charge? The

* What mean you thus to weep? O! Sir, faid Bayneham to Mr. Lae behind. 
‘ tymer, you have now touched me very nigh. I have a Wife, as 
‘good a Woman as ever Man was joyned unto. And I fhal 
‘leave her now, not only without Subftance, or any thing to live 
by; bur alfo, for my fake, fhe fhal be an Opprobrie unto the

‘next Day Bayneham was burnt.” Of whofe Death this wondrous 
Thing is recorded, That in the midft of the Flames he profefled 
Openly, that he felt no Pain; and that the Fire feemed unto him 
as eafy as lying down in a Bed of Downe. But return we to 
Latymer, who glorified God Twenty three Years after in the fame 
manner of Death, and under the fame Imputation of Herefy. 


As for. his Writings, I know none elfe publifhed, but his Sermons 
fet forth by: his faithful Servant Augs/fin Bernber ; and divers Letters, 
and a Sermon of two, and his Proteftation, all extant in Fox. For 


as Cranmer and Ridley had delivered in Writing their Sentiments or 


Proteftations upon the three Queftions propounded by the Papifts, to 
them, to difpute on at Oxford: So old Father Latymer alfo delivered his. 
A Copy whereof, fuch as Fox could then procure, is recorded in his 
Ails and Monuments; but it is very imperfeQ, and many Miftakes 
made, and many things omitted, as I find by a very good Copy that 
I have met with among the Foxian MSS. And therefore I have placed 
it in the Catalogue, that all the Reliques of fuch Eminent Profeffors 
and Planters of Religion, and Furtherers of the Reformation, might 
be preferved. | 


In this Proteftation, ‘ He prayed his Lords and Mafters, the Tran- 
© fubfiantiators, (as he ftyled them) to take better Heed of their Doc- 
“trine, left they confpired with fome ancient Heretics, who denied 


* chat Chrift had a true natural Body. Which Herefy he knew not how 


*they could avoid, who would have the natural Body of Chrift con- 
* tained in a Wafer Cake. He faid, that the Sacrifice of the Mafs was 
‘really invented and maintained for the Support of Priefts. And 
‘ therfore he asketh, What St. Pesd meant, to fay, That the Lord hath 
“ ordained, that they that preach the Gofpel, fhould live of the Gofpel 2

‘ purely, and honeftly, than Hugh Latymer Bifhop of Worcefter?’ The 
Method and Courfe of his Dodtrine, was to fet the Law of Mo/es 
before the Eyes of the People, in all the Severities and Curfes of it, 
thereby to put them the more in fear of Sin; and to beat down theie 
Confidence in their own Performances, and fo to bring them to 
Chrift, convincing them thereby of their Need of him, and of 
flying to him by an Evangelical Faith. He took Occafion much, in 
thefe his Difcourfes about the Laws to fhew, that thofe that believ- 
ed in Chrift, were freed from the Law of Mofes. And therefore, 
they being the Sons of God, they were not, like Fews, to be ae 
upon fervile Works; and Latymer would that the Obfervatiofl of 
Ceremonies, fhould be turned upon the Fews, who would not fub- 
mit themfelves to- Chrift, nor enter into Society with him. He 
could not brook, that fuch as were haftening to Heaven, fhould 
be detained and taken up by the Way by Thieves and Robbets, as 


he expreft it; thar is, to be caft into the Pope's Prifon of Pur- 


gatory, to be tormented, and never to depart thence, unlefs Mo- 
ney were paid to the Robbers. He declaimed againft the Opinion 
of obtaining Pardon of Sin and Salvation by finging of Maffes, and 
by Monks Cowls. He taught them, on the contrary, That one 
Chrift was the Author of Salvation, and that he, by the one only 


‘Oblation of his Body, did fanctify for ever all chofe that believe. 


That to him was given the Key of David, and that he opened, and 


' mone could fhut, and that he fhut, and none could open. He 


preactied, how God loved the World, and fo loved it, that he de- 
livered his only Son to be flain, that all thact from henceforth be- 
lieved in him, fhould. not perifh, bue have Eveilafting Life. That 
he was a Propitiation for our Sins: And that therefore,- upon him 
alone, we muft-caft all our Hopes: and that, however Men were 
loaden with Sins, they fhould never perifh, to whom he imputed 
not Sin; and that none of them fhould fail that believed in him. 
Thefe were the Spiritual and found Contents of his Sermons, : when, 
and before he was Bifhop of Worcefter; quite different from the 
infipid, unprofitable Preachings of the Priefts, the Monks and 
Friars. This was the Account thar the Learned Man aforefaid, who 
lived in thofe Days, gave of this worthy Martyr's Method of Preaching. —

‘ nor yet claw his Back in his Folly, bur cfteem all Men as he found 
‘ them, allowing what was good, and difallowing what was bad. 
The Cafe was this, this Gentleman’s Brother had wronged a poor 
Man, Latywer's Neighbour, in detaining fome of his Goods. Whom 
thercfore Larymer feut for, and required him to do the wronged 
Man right. He pretended he was willing to refer the Caufe to his 
Brother, a Juflice.

But not to let him pafs here without fome Character? # great 
as wellas the reft ; I fhall, ina few Words, relate how he was account- 
ed ofin the Reign of K. Henry VIII. and that from the Pen of a Perton of Sit Rich.Mo. 
Eminence and publick Character, that lived in thofe Times. ‘ He ufed tomes, me 
© preach often,and was a Minifter of the Heavenly Doctrine: The Subje@ 

‘ ofhis Sermons forthe moft part were, from whence Salvation was to be 
“ fetched, and on whom the Confidence of Manought to lean. He in- 
* fitted much upon the Doétrines of Faith and Works, and taught what 
“the Fruits of Fach were, and what Place was to be given to Works. 
‘ He inftruéted Men in the Duries they ought their Neighbours, and 
‘chat every one was our Neighbour, whom we might profit: He de- 
* clared, what it was fic Men fRould think ofthemfelyes, when they had 
‘done all: And, Lafly, What Promifes Chrift had made ;andwho they 
“were to whom he would make them good. And thefe his holy Do- 
‘ Arines he ftrengthned with Plenty of Quotations out, of the Holy 
* Scriptures, not out of the Shas aces Decrees, or latcr Counciis.

And, indeed, by the Book of the Troubles of Frankford, we find that 
Fox had brought them to this, and had prevailed with chem to take 
his Counfel, Viz. To debate the Matter more mildly by Letter and 
Conference. And fome of the Letters and Conferences are there fet 
down: To fome of which, Fox fubfcribed his Name.among others. 
But the laft Means he contrived for the compofing thefe Differences, 
was, That if they could not make them up by themfelves, . then. to 
refer the Matter to the Judgment of fome chofen Men co ftand be- 
tween both in an equal Moderation, and to prefcribe a Liturgy, to 
which both Sides might Affent. Buc to this Point of his fober Ad- 
Vice, as appeared, they confented not, but inflead thereof, many of 
them feparated, and divided afunder,. | . So 
Knox, Who was Minifter to this Congregation, and invited by 
them the laft Year from Geneva, September the 24th. Now May 26, 
returned in fome hafte rhicher again: For he was the Chief Oppofer 
of the Ufe ofthe Exg/ifh Liturgy, averring, that ic was a Supéerttiti- 
ous Model, borrowed from the Papifts; and refufed to celebrate the 
Communion, according as it was there prefcribed to be done. ‘And 
befides, Knox held and publifhed fome dangerous Principles about 
Government; which were fo difliked by the Chief ofthe Zagi/h Di- 
vines there, as Cox, Bale, Turner of Windfor, Jewel and others, thae 
they thoughr it fic, and that for their own Security, to difown 
him publickly, not only by difcharging him of his Minifiry, ‘but al- 
fo by making an open Complaint againft him te the Magiftrates of 
the Town. And fo Mr. Jfaac and Parry brought, itr Writing, feveral 
Paflages taker out of his Admonition to England, as fo many -Articfes 
againft him, declaring his Il will againft Queen Mary, King* Philip, 
and the Emperor himfelf: The Congregation hereby difavowih? his 
Book and-Principles. Thefe Paflages were as follow: I. ‘ If May

The Magiftrates, upon this Information, fent for Mr. Wiliams The manner 
and Mr. Whittingham, willing them to advife Knox to depart ; other- alley 
wife they fhould be conftrained to deliver him unto the Emperor’s ford. 
Council, which was then at Ausdurge ; that, upon this Information, 
fent for him. Knox hereupon makes a Sermon in his Lodging, 
to about Fifty Perfons, of the Death and Refurrection of Chrift, and 
of the unfpeakable Joys prepared for God’s Elect, and then depart- — 
ed ; and was conveyed, by fome, three or four Miles out of Town. 

One Thing more concerning thefe Exglifb at Frankford, for their Thy «tFrank- 
Commendation, as the former, Vz. their Contentions, tended to their eM 
Difpraife. For they fent an earneft Invitation to Martyr,to come and read to come and 
Divinity tothem ; acquainting him with the Confent ofthe Magiftrates, #4 Divinty 
and promifing him a fair Salary. The Letter to him was writ by Mr.Elmer, 
and fubfcribed by the Fraternity, and carried (as it feems ) by Whitting- 
ham. Fox, in Ofober, (which was buca little after) urged it, fearing 
Martyr's Non-compliance; fhewing what a Means it would prove ofuni- 
ting, and bringing the Ang/i/p Nation together into one Place, that 
were at prefent difperfed and {cattered about. In this Letter Fox ftiles 
_ him The Apoftle of the Englifh Nation. The former Letter of Fox No. xxxvii, 
to Martyr, concerning their Diflenfions, and this, I have tranfcribed, ***¥iii. 
and laid in che Repofttory. -. | 

To which Letters I have added a Third, written by Fob» Bale, 
late Bifhop of Ofory, who was now lately removed from Frankford to 
Bafl, with many others, upon the Diffenfions there. By whofe Let- 7% zxiks 
ter it appears, thefe Fra@tions were alfo got into this Church of Baf/; * Ball.

“the Lord, in his wonderful Counfel, would have them. thus’ Exerci- 
‘ cifed in the Studies of Godly Learning under a Shadow, that a little 
“ while after he might bring them forth into the Light, and into a fe-

And divers 
fet Prayers they ufed for this Occafion, compofed by pious Men for 
the Service of Chriftians in thefe Evil Days ; read, I fuppofe, with the 
Common Prayer, wherein they made Interceffions, —- 

Firft, For the poor Afflicted Church and Congregation, that was 
Oppreficd, Injured, Difperfed and Perfecuted for the Teftimony of

Hart, one ot the Chief of this Sort of Men, and afterwards a Pri- 
foner himfelf. The Letter may be feen in the Repoftory. . 
Another Letter there was writ by one in Prifon, who had lately 
been one of thefe Free-Willersy bur now changed in his Judgment, 
to certain of that Perfuafion in Prifon.alfo for the Gofpel; lament- 
ing the Lofs of the Gofpel, and fhewing the Reafons of ic; where- 
of one he made to be, That they had profeffed the Gofpel with their 
Tongues; but denyed it in their Deeds. Another, That they were sot 
found in the Dottrine of Predeftination. In this Letter he mentioned, 
What a Grief it was to bim, that be had endeavoured fo much to per- 
fuade others inte bis Error of Free Will, and bow much Foy be a in 
the Change of bis Fudgmext ; and that divers of chat Congregation of 
Freewill-Men began to be better informed, as namely, Ledley and 
Cole, and others unnamed; the Report of whom, gave him and his 
Prifon-fellows much'rejoycing.

Writer, as the Clergy now fay, 
then might all the Nobles of the Realm, of that Opinion, have © 
ereat Caufe of Difpleafure againft all che Bifhops that.fo led chem, 
and knew otherwife: And fo might all Magiftraces and Gentle- 
men againft the Company of that Mark, (2. ¢. the Clergy} which 
was the Caufe of their Perjury. And chat Perjury, they caufed 
_all: the reft of the Subje@&ts and common People, tocommit. Info- 
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¢ much that all Ranks of People had Reafon to be angry at the Wick- 


ednefs of the Clergy, not only for their own Perjury, bur for theirs. 
But to Help and Heal this, they had Authority from the Pope, to

Profeffors ; who tho’ they in their Minds difal- 
lowed of Popery,.and efteemed the Worfhip to be Idolatrous, yer 
out of Policy outwardly: complyed with that Religion, and went to 
Malis, keeping their Opinions to themfelves, for their own Security. 
Various were the Letters written by fome of the learnedeft Met and 
Martyrs againft chis Neutraliry : And whentheir Judgments were de- 
mahded concerding the Lawfulnefs thereof, they would by no Means 
allow of it. ‘Of thefe three Sorts, Ralph Alerton the Martyr fpake 
Occafionally tb Bithop Boxner: telling him there were three Religions 
in England. Who asking him, which they were, Ralph anfwered, 
‘ That which he, the Bifhop held ;. the fecond, that which was clean 
© Contrary to. the fame.. The third Perfon he called a Neuter, being 
‘ Indifferent: That is to:fay, one who obferved all Things that were

Marth 30. The above-faid Bifhop fuffered in the Fire at Carmar- 
then: A pious and good Man, but purfued with unjuft Vexations in- 
the former Prince’s Reign, as well as in this. Pet 
— Something hath been faid of this Matter elfewhere: To which im 
this Place I will take Occafion to add fome more Particulars in Be- 
half ofthe Memory of a Man that had the Refolution and Courage 
to dic for the true Dotrine. : When this Perfon came firft to overfee 
the Diocefe of St. David's, he found many things amifs, even in the 
Chaprer, (which ought to have been the Example to the reft of the 
Diocefe and Clergy.) For thcre was great Spoil made of the Plate 
and Ornaments of the Church, which was converted into the private 
Poffeflions of thofe that belonged unto the Church. And of thefe 
and other Mifdemeanors were, the Chanter Young, and one of the Ca- 
nons Refidentiary, named erick, chiefly Guilty: And Conftantine, 
his own Regifter,. was not clear. Thefe Men were alfo guilty of 
Simony, Bribery, and bearing with ill Lives for Mony. So the Bi- 
fhop refolved to begin his Vifiration with his.own Church. | 
They were alfo very Defedtive, as to many of the King’s Injun- 
ctions, refufing to Obey them: As concerning the Founding. of a 
School for poor Mens Children ; a Lecture of Divinity; Sermons‘on 
the Sundays; Repairing of their Church and Manfion-Houfes ;. de- 
cent Order and Miniftration in their publick Affemblies.. Bat they 
{tubbornly counted themfclves, with the Chanter, to be a, Body Po- 
litick, without regard of the Bifhop, and his lawful Monitions ; tho; 
he were named in their Statutes, Decanus aut quaft Decanus; having 
alfo their Deans Seal in the Choire, with a Prebend thereunto an- 
nexed, and the Chief Place inthe Chapter-Houfe, with a Key of their

vinity in St. Paul's, and Vicar of St.. Bridget’s in Fleetflreet. Who 
was taken into Cuftody with Barlow Bifhop of that See, upon Queen 
Marys coming to the Crown. What Promife of Compliance he had 
made to Gardiner, L. Chancellor, at firft, I cannot tell, bur he was 
almoft fure of him. Infomuch as he would fpeak concerning him to 
others, That he was Convented before him for Religion ; and would 
bring forththe Namesof him and Bifhop Barlow, who was Prifon-Fellow 
with him, and had gone'too far ; praifing them for Men of great Gra- 
vity, Wifdom and Learning.

“received. In Confequence whereunto, the faid fobs Cardmaker

* cogether with the Congratulation of all that were prefent; and ic

Letter that he privately wrote to a Friend upon this Occafion, fear- 
ing Mr. Cardmaker’s Revolt from Religion. The Letter is Recorded 
in Fox, which being fhort, I will tranfcribe, fhewing the Spirit, and

“and Shadows. | 
But when he would not fo eafily be brought to Subfcribe as 
His Teaming they expected; he continued a great while aftcr a Prifoner, and 
oie endured many and grievous Confli@s with the Papifts; the 
rather becaufe they conceived. good Hopes they thoyld have 
drawn him to their Side at laft.. Great Pains was. taken about him; 
-earneft was their Defire to gain fo Learned a Man, and often heir 
Sittings; reforting daily to him, no Labour omitted: wharfoever Di- 
ligence in this Matter mighr prevail ; Contention, Threarning, Fear, 
Intreaty, Flattery, Profit, nothing was left unattempted. He being 
therefore baited fo many Ways, when he could not otherwife efcape 
out of their Snares,: defired them to put all their Reafons in Writing, 
gr a them that he likewife would anfwer them in Writing. To 
be fhort, one of the Doors took upon him this Office, called Mar- 
- +> tyn, a Civil Lawyer of Winchefter’s Retinue, and well traded in his 
Dr. Martyn. Maffer’s School of Errors and -Deceits, otherwife a Man not the 
floweft witted among the Papifts, if he had ufed the Gifts of Na- 
ture to the maintaining of Truth and Right, rather chan to the flat: 
tering ofa few Men. This was that Martya that fet forth the Book 
againft Priefts Marriages in the Year 1554. ‘ This Man would needs 
encounter Cardmaker, in maintaining Zraxfubftantiation and other Ar- 
ticles : But Cardmaker,. tho’ lower in Degree, yet better in foree of 
Arguments, anfwered him again by Writing; and did well and plen- 
tifully beat down his youthful Boldnefs, and taught him ‘to -keep 
himfelf within his Bounds of the Law, if he were Wife. .And-thus 
this'Godly Man being much, and a long time toffed on every fide, 
continued in ftedfaft Conftancy even to the Day of his Death, awhich 
he iuffered at Smithfield. -Icis a-great Pity.that none of his: Difpu- 
tations, nor thefe Anfwers to Martyn, nor any Letters of his-are. ex- 
tant, being as~Learned a Man as any that fuffered in-thofe Evil 
Days; and as thuch Means uféd by che Popifh Party co bring him 
over.’ And yet ‘very little is recotded of him in Fox, or clfewhere. 
Cardmaker’s He fhewéd his Learning ‘and Parts, methinks, in chofe:few: Words 
panat forhe thar paffed between him and Beard, by Occupation a Taylet, by OF- 
fice a Promoter ; who, two or three Days before Cardmaker’s Death, 
came unto him from the Council, as he pretended, to_know if ‘he

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would Recant ? Whereupon he told Beard, that he had been a Tayler by 4N NO 
his Trade, and had endeavoured ro be a skilful Work-man, and 1555. | 
thereby co get his Living. And fo had he been a Preacher for rwen- CW 
ty Years, and ever fince, that God, by his great Mercy, had open- 
ed his Eyes to fee his Eternal Truth, he had endeavoured to call up- 


‘on him to give him the true Underftanding of his holy Word; and 
he thanked God for that great Mercy, hoping thathe had difcharged his 
Confcience in the fetting forth of the fame, according to the Talent 


he had received, And when Beard asked him, what he thought of 


the Bleffed Sacrament of the Altar; he, among other Things, asked 
him again, Whether the Sacrament he fpoke of had a Beginning or no? 


Whereunto Beard replying, granted it had, and an End too. Then 
faid Cardmaker, If the Sacrament had a Beginning, as he confeffed, and 


‘an Ending too, then it could not be God, for God had no Beginning nor 
Ending.. And fo willed him to Note the fame. | 


Fohn Philpot, Archdeacon of Wincheffer, was burnt at Smithfield, i Philpot Ju nt. 


the Month of December: Another Learned Man, as appears by.thofe 
many Examinations that were taken of him, which are preferved in 
Fox's Book. He once in his Zeal for the Honour of Chrift his Ma- 
fter, did fpit at an Arian: For which he wrote a Diftourfe, Intitled, 
An Apology, and an Inveétive againft the Arians; with an Admonition to 
Beware of them and of other late forung Hereftes. Which he wrote by 
way of Letter to the Godly Brethren and Sifters: Which being nor 
printed in Fox, nor in the Martyr’s Letters, I have placed, and I 
think very defervedly, in the Cata/ogue. For I think it pity, that any 
Scraps of thefe great Men {fhould be loft. He was prefent when a 


certain Arian, being minded to pervert fome to his own Herefy, faid 1 Res/om 


No. x] viii. 


Words to this Effect, That God was no otherwife in Chrift, than God ete = 


was in him: Making Chrift bue a Creature as he himfelf was; ‘and 
that he might be without Sin as well as Chrift. Pbhilpot could not baar 
thefe Blatphemous Words, and in Indignation {pit upon him. ‘ Which, 
“ ke faid, he did for this End, to fignify thereby, that he was a Per- 
‘fon not fit to be accompanied withal for his horrid Blafphemy, and

This Fhilpot was of a Knightly Family, and had ingenuous Educa- 
tion in Wickham’s School by Wiacheffer. He was a Traveller, and had 
been at Rome. Where he was acquainted with Chri/topherfon, -in this 
Queens Reign Bifhop of Chichefler, well fecn in Greek Learning. . In 
King Edward's Days he entered the Lifts againft the Arians,, who be-: 
gan to fhew their Faces then, and he wrote againft them, He was a 
Man of ftrong Affeftions; and when he faw at Queen Mary’s firft 
Convocation, (whereofhe was a Member) what a fort of Men were 
gathered togethcr, and how bent to fet up Idolatry in this, Land, 


~~ where it had been with fo much Care and Pains thrown out, and the 


Godly Reformation like to be overthrown ; he wept before them all, 
cafting himfelf down upon his Knees; whereat, fome there did but 
make Sport. In that Convocation he fpake very boldly. : Infomuch 
that Weffon the Prolocutor told him, he was mad, and that he fhould 
g0.to Bethlem, and bad him, hold his Peace, andto have him to 
Prifon, and to put him out of the Houfe. He wrote a Report of this 
Convocation, which fell into Bifhop Bonner’s Hands, among other of 
Philpot's Books, that that Bifhop had feized : And this Report he 
maintained before the faid Bonner, and the Bifhops of Durham, Chi- 
chefter and Bath, and divers other Doors, to be true.

Set forth by the Reverend Fatker in God, Edmund, Bifhop of 
London: For the Inftruction and Information of the People, being with- 
in his Diocefs of London, and of his Care and Charge. The Bifhop’s 
Preface to the Reader hath this Beginning: ‘ Whenas in the Time of 
‘the late outragious and pefliferous Schifm, being here in this 
* Church and Reaim of Exgland, all Godlinefs and Goodncfs was de- 
* f{pifed, and in a manner banifhed, and the Catholic Trade and Do-

There was alfo one Miles Flogheard, ot Huggard, a Tradefman in 


Padding-Lane, who fet forth a Book about this Time, (or rather the 


Year after) bearing for its Title, Againft the Englifh Proteftants: A 
Piece written with much Bitternefs and Scurrility; laying to their 
Charge che Famine, and the other Miferies of England. This Man 
made fome Pretence to Learning ; but Ba/e laughs at him, for going 
about to prove Fafting from Virgil's A&neis, and Tully's Tufculan Que- 
flions. But he fet himfelf to oppofe and abufe rhe Gofpellers, being 
{ct on and encouraged by Priefts. and Mafsmongers, with whom he 
much conforted, and was fometimes with them at Bifhop Bower's 
Houfe. And the Proreftants were even with him, and made Verfes 
upon him, not fparing him at all: Some whereof, in Latin, may be 
fecn in Bale’s Centuries.

As for his Pedigree, he is faidto be misbegotten, and Godwin writes, His Pedigres 
as tho’ he were Bafe-Son to Woodvile, Bifhop of Salisbury, under K.

{ And fo I have feen it recorded in the Heralds Office :) and that the 
faid Bifhop matried his Mother to Gardin:r, one of the meaneft of 
his Followers ; and committed the Child to fome who were to take 
particular care of his Education. It is fure, when Gardiner was A- 
broad in Embaffies, he ufed to fubfcribe himfelf Stevens, or Stephens, 
as tho’ he cared not for his Surname ; tho’ yet it muft not be denyed 
thac he wrote himfelf by his Surname alfo fometimes. And I have 
feen his Coat of Arms in an old Heralds Scrol, together with other 
Coats, painted, as I have Reafon to believe, when it was firft given 
him, being then only Dr. Gardiner, and a Dignitary. Which Coat 
refembleth the Bearing of the Family of the Gardyners of Glemsford, 
near Jpfwich in Suffolk; but with an Abatement, Viz. Within a Bor- 
dure engrailed, Argent, a Field Azure, a Chevron of the Firft chars 
g¢d with three Garlands Gules, betwcen as many Griffins Heads E- 
rdzed ofthe Firft.

They carricd al- 
fo a Book of the King’s compofing rclating to this Mater, (which 
the Pope read himfelf) befides Letters to other Cardinals there, as 
Sanétorum quatuor, De Ancona, (© de Ravenna. In fine, They obrain- 
ed of the Pope the Commiffion to two Legates, che Cardinal of Tork 
and Campejus, to Examine the King’s great Caufe, which was fra- 
med according to the King’s Defire.

Learned Men, the King lift Gardiner out of that Commiffion, as the 
Lord Paget, the King’s Secretary teftifyed at the great Trial of thar 
Bithop undcr King Edward. The Reafon whereot was, he faid, becaufe 
the King thought him willful in Religion, and much bent to the 
Popith Part. 

In the beginning of the Reign of King Edward VI. great Labour 
was ufed with this Bifhop, to bring him into a Compliance with 
the Government and the Reformation intended: And that becaufe 
he had been an old Courtier, and Privy Councellor, much employed 
in Embaffies and Affairs of State. And they trained him along a good 
Way. He took the Oath of Supremacy to King Edward, He de-

He agreed that Monafteries and Religious Houfes, were 
juftly diffolved. When by King Zaward’s Injunctions Images weré 
taken away, he exhorted the People in his Sermons to be contented 
therewith. He referred it to the Arbitrement of Politic Rulers, che 
taking away, or tranfpofing of Chauntries, Obits, &c. He liked well 
the Communion Book fet out by K. Edward. The Book of Com-

with three other Ships, viz, The Bona Efperanza, the Philip and 
Mary, and the Coxfdbatia, But the Bonadventure was forced into a 
Bay in Scotland; and there loft; the Embaflador, and a: few of -hié 
Men, .were‘narrowly faved; Chancellor himfelf’ moft. unhappily 
drowned. The Queendeat Dr. Laurence Huffy a Civilian, and George

Wheat was fold for four Marks the Quarter, Male 
for Forty four Shillings the Quarter, and Peafe at Forty fix Shillings 
and eight Pence the Quarter, and Beans and Rye at Forty Shillings 
Coop. Chrew. the Quarter: Infomuch that the People were fain to eat Acorns for

Englith Re S EVERAL of the Malecontents, that Kad Combined againft rhe 
seit barbewred \ Y Queen the laft Summer in a Confpiracy, but defeated, (as was 
penne inn before) were ficd into France, where they received Shelter and 
Favour. The Chief of thefe were Dadfey, and Afbton.' Others ‘al- 
fo there were among them, as Offly and Chidley, who refrained any 
further Doings dgainft their native Country, but rather by Difcovery 
of new Attempts, laboured to obtain their Pardons for theit former 
Difloyalties. The Frexch King, hoping to make his Benefit of thefe 
Englifh that thus harboured ih’ his Country, afforded feveral of tlicm 
Penfions, and that chiefly according to the. Advice of Dudley, 
with whom the King himfelf vouchfafed fometimes to hold Com- 
munication. Thefe feditious Mens Minds were ftill hatching Mif- 
chief againft the Queen; and towards the latter End of the Year, 
Dudley, the Mafter-Contriver, was laying a Method for betraying of 
Guifnes and Hammes, two important Places in France, under the Fxg.

Will under this Year put in a few Notes of Dr. Nicolas Shaxtox ;Shaxton with 
fp this Year in April being the att Time I meet with him in Hi- 9 
ftory ; and then we find him illfavouredly employed, embruing his eres ca 
Hands in the Blood of fobs Hudier, an excellent devout Man, and bridge, 
zealous Preacher of the Gofpel, ia the Diocefles of Norwich and Ely, 
For having been cited to appear at S. Maries in Cambridge, before a 
great rout of Popifh Doctors, as Yong, Sedgwick, Scot, and efpecially, 
as chiefeft, Dr. Shaxtos, then the Bilhop of E4’s Suffragan, and by 
him fent to Cambridge for this Purpofe; he was on Palm-Sunday con- 
demned to the Fire,. Which crucl Judgment was executed upon him 
the Zhurfday following, or Maundy Therfday, on Fefaus Green. 

This Shaxtom was one that began well, and held on well for the MoM syne a:count 
Part of his Life, (as hath been fhewn ) but fell offatlaft, and made an ill of Shaxton. 
Conclufion. He was zealous for the Gofpel, when he was at Cambridge, 
and ftudied in Growvile Hal, a Houfe noted for Men affecting Religion, 
about 1530. By means of Crumwel he was preferred to Q. Ann’s Service, 
and after, to be Bifhop of Sarum about 1535, at the fame time that Lasz- 
mer was preferred to Worceffer: And within four Years aftcr, ftood 
againft the fix Articles, and with him was then imprifoned, and with 
him refigned. But about feven Years after, Viz. 1546. he fell off 
from the good Profeffion, and recanted out of fear of his Life, and 
foon after, more publickly and fcandaloufly did it in Smithfield, at 
the burning of Ana Askue in Fuae, when he again revoked Thirteen 
Articles, Which Revocation or Recantation, was confuted in a Book 
made by Rob. Crowley foon after. 

Upon his Compliance with Popery, he became Mafter of the He is mefter of

Patron, Which Bifhop and Shaxtomn the Matter, by their Deed Fras 
acknowledged and Enrolled, bearing Date March the 6th.

1556. ftitions, and futtered much He preached at Weftacre on St. Thomas’s 
i »? Day: Blind Bifhop Nix of Norwich, a zealous Man for Popery, heard 
coe of the Sermon, and diligently enquired of the Prior of Weflacre, and 
im Fox, fot OF the Prior of Pexteney concerning it. And they, aged Men well 
Hair. p 481. affoted to him and his Doctrine, fhewed the Bifhop, chat it was a 
good Sermon, ‘and chat there was no Herefy in it. Bur this Infor. 
mation did not fatisfy the Bifhop, who had received another Cha- 
racter of Shaxton, living now, it fecms, in his Diocefe: Wherefore lie 
fent an Order from Hfoxme, to one that Offciated as the Bifhop’s 
Chancellor, at a Vifitation in Norwich, (in the room of PeZs then ab. 
fent) that he fhould give the Prior of Weffacre lis Oath upon a Book ; 
and uponthat Oath to inquire, whether Shaxton had taught to any 
of his Brethren, that is, the Friars, any erroneous Opinion, or not. 
The faid Bifhop likewife bad one Ralph Cantrel, lately at Cambridge, 
to inquire of the Vicechancellor, and of others, of the Demeanor of 
Shaxton : Which Caatrel reported to the Bifhop, that he was fore fu- 
{pected of. many ; and that he had made a Sermon Ad Clerum on Afh- 
weduefday 1531, Where the Vicechancellor took him in two Points. 
The Firft was, Quod Malum & Periculofum eft publice afferere aut 
pre@dicare Purgatorium non effe. Credere tamen Purgatorium mon eff 
nulio patto eft Damnabile. ‘What is, That it is Evil and Dangerous pub- 
lickly to affert cr preach, That there is no Purgatory. Tet to believe 
there is no Purgatory, is by no means damnable. = 
The Second was, Impofibile eff Hominem [{c] continere, aut caftun 
eff, &c. That is, That it is impofible for a Man to be continent, or 
chafte, altho Le mortify bimfelf with fafting, is diligent in his Prayers, 
and abftain and refrain from Company, Sight and Thoughts, unlefs God 
give {Grace.} Another Saying he then had, ‘ That in his daily Cele- 
‘bration of Mas, he offered continual Prayersto God, that Celibacy 
© fhould be wholly taken away fromthe Clergy, and that Wedlock 
‘mighc be granted and permitred them. ’ 
Antfiomshe For thefe Paflages in his Clerum, he was convented before the Heads, 
econo but he flood in them ftedfaftly. So that Mr. Vicechancellor Dr. Wat- 
bridae. fon, with the Afliftance of Dr,.W7/fon and Edmunds, had much ado to 
bring him to forfake them; which, at length, he did at their. Per- 
fuafion, and toavoid open Abjuration. And upon this, the Vicechan- 
cellor drew up an Oath for him efpecially; but which not only he, 
but all others, that that Year proceeded, did openly and folemnly 
{wear. The which Oath was as followeth :

But I fuppofe ic lafted but this Year, and was 
not required the next, when Simon Heyxs was Vicechancellor, a 
Man of other Principles. Bur thus was Shaxton then hampered, 
when he flood for his Degree of Dodtor. 2 : 
Ic was foon after this that he had bought certain good Books, 
and, for the better promoting of the Knowledge of true Religion, had 
conveyed and difperfed them in the Diocefs of Norwich, (where 
now it feems he lived,. either as a Friar, of a Curate:) For which, 
efpecially hearing the former Repott of him, the Bifhop took him 
up and kept him a Prifoner; and gave Commandment to Richard 
Hil, the Bitfhop’s Jailor,; to keep. him fure, refolving that he fhould 
Abjure, before he departed. This was in Ffune 1531. And fo Jea- 
lous was he of Shaxten, that he Swore by God's Mother, that he 
feared he had burnt dée/, meaning Bi/xey, and let Cass go. But 
thefe Depreffions and Sufferings of Shaxtox, made way for him not 
Jong after to Preferment, being made Mafter of Gorwel and Caius 
College, of which Haufe he was, Queen Anne's Chaplain, and a 
Prebendary of Sarum, and foon after Bifhop of the faid Church. _ 
But leaving Shaxtex, I fhall proceed to make fome Remarks upon 
another Perfon in thefe Times, that remained more fteady and con- 
ftant in his Profeffon. —

CHAP. XLVIII. 


A Barbarous Murder committed by the Lord Stourton. 


N the latter End of this Year, in the Month of March, was Charles t. Stourton 
L. Stourton hanged at Salisbury, with four of his Servants, in 0~4%8¢4- 
ther Places, for a barbarous Murder of Mr. Hartgil/and his Son, two 
Gentlemen of Xilmington in Somerfer/bire. They tad been, out ofa 
fhew of Kindnefs, and of making an end of a long Quarrel, invited 
to meet that Lord. And fo were {et upon bya great many of his Ser- 
vants, bound, knocked on the Head, their Throats cut, and buried 
fifteen Foot deep in his Houfe. Our Hiftorians do not relate more 
of this Murder; but it hath fo many Circumftances of Bafenefs in it, 
and other Matters worthy taking notice of, that I fhall give a more 
particular Account of the firft Original, and the Progrefs of it from 
an Authentic MSS. written about the Time.

Then the two Secre- 
taries, Sir Edmund Peckham, and Sr. Robert Freffon, Cofferer to the 
Queen of England, my L. Admiral, and Mr. Darcy of Effex, and ma. 
ny Knights and Gentlemen. And before her Corps, her Servants, 
her Banner of Arms. Then her Gentlemen and her Head Officers. 
And then her Chariot with eight Banners of Arms, confifting of di- 
vers Arms; and four Banners of Images of white Taffata wrought 
with Gold, and her Arms. And fo they pafled by S. fames’s, and 
thence to Charing Crofs, with an Hundred Torches burning, her Scr- 
vants bearing them, And the Twelve Bead-men of Weftminfler had 
new Black Gowns, bearing Twelve Torches burning ; there were 
Four White Branches with Arms.

At the Seffions at Che/msford he was indicted of Treafon, 
becaufe he had affembled Companies together contrary to the Laws 
of the Realm; it being enacted not long before to avoid Sedition, 
that if Men fhould flock together above Six, it was made Treafon. 
In fine, he was caft, condemned and cruelly hanged, drawn and quar- 
tered as a Traitor. And as tho’ he were one of the worft fort o 
Rebels,’ his four Quarters were fet up in four feveral great Places, 
namely; Colcheffer, Harwich, S. Ofiths, and Chelmsford, where on the 
Market Crofs his Head alfo was advanced, for a Terror. In which 
Service Sergeant Brown, living at North Weald, as he had the main 
Hand, fo in the aforefaid Letter he had the Councils Thanks. One 
of the Reafons, I fuppofe, that made the Council fo offended with 
this Zrudgeover was, becaufe he was accufed in his Meetings to pray 
to God, Jo chanze the Queen's Heart, or foon to take her away: tho’at 
his Trial he denied that he prayed any more, than that God would 
change her Heart. |

This Letter is extant in Fox, but the Date there is not the 27th, but yohn Rough 
the 15th, which is the truer. This Rough was aconfiderable Man. He the Minifer, 


had been twice at Rome. In his younger Days he was a Black Friar 
in Sterling in Scotland. Afterwards Chaplain to Hamilton Earl of Ar- 
ran; and living at S. Andrews, had a yearly Penfion of Twenty 
Pounds from King Henry, being probably a Promoter of that King’s 
Reputation and Intereft in thofe Parts. In the beginning of King 
Edwards Time, becoming known unto the Duke of Somerfer, he had 
the fame yearly Penfion allowed him, and was fent as a Preacher to 
Carlifle, Barwick, and Newcaftle. In this Reign of K. Edward, the 
Archbifhop of York gave him a Benefice near Hud. In Q. Mary’s 
Time he and his Wife fled to Freezland, and dwelt at Norden there: 
And there got a poor Living by Knitting. In Offober, 1557, coming 
into England for Yarn, it fo fell out, that he became Minifter to the 
Congregation of Gofpellers at London, among whom he celebrated 
Divine Service by K. Edgard’s Communion Book.’ At one of their

1557. en Daysafter in Smithfield. This Man wrote a Letter tothe Congre- 
“VN gation a little before his Death,wherein he bad them, “Look upwith their 
Eyes ‘of Hope, forthe Redemption was not far off: But my Wickednefs, 
“as headded, hath deferved that I fball not fee it.’ Whofe Prophefy, 
if I may fo call it, fell true: For wichin the Year Q, Mary died, 
and the Gofpel was reftored. Dr. Watfon, now Bifhop of Lincoln, 
haftened his Death. This Man, once in K. Edward's Reign, preach 
ed a Sermon in the North, (perhaps at York or Aful/) wherein he 
vented fuch Dodtrin, that he was like to have been profecuted for 
Treafon; but this Rough, by his Inrereft faved his Life. Watfon - 
happened to be prefent once when Roxgh was brought before Bifhop 
_ Boner, and forgetting his former Kindnefs, prefently informed the 
faid Bifhop, that he had known Roughin the North, and that 
he was a peftilent Heretic there, where he had done more Harm 
than an Hundred befides of his Opinion. Whereat Rosgh asked 
him, Why Sir: Is this the Reward you give me, for faving your Life, 
in K. Edward’s Days, when you preached erroneous Dottrin 2 
By thefe Letters and Orders of Council, it appears how feverely 
the Stare ftill went on againft all that complied not with the old Re- 
ligion: and how ingrateful to the Sheriffs and Magiftrates this burn- 
ing Work was: So that they ventured to ftay thefe Executions; and 
the Council was fain to quicken them by Letters and Fines. 
Ric. Gibfon, Among thofe chat fuffered for Religion under Q. Mary, Richard 
. iets his Gzbfon, a Gentleman,was one,who being Surety for a Debt,had laid long 
eee” tn the Poultry Counter, London. This Man, upon Sufpicion of holding 
amifs in the Points of the Sacrament, and Authority of the Church, 
was required by the Bifhop to make a Declaration of his Mind in 
the Dodtrin of the Sacrament, and to fubfcribe it, in order to his 
Difmiflion. He therefore, the laft Year, in the Month of Ofober, - 
drew it up warily in Words of Scripture, and fubmitted himfelf to 
the Church in general Terms; viz.

The Privy Council had fent the Council in the North InftruGions, 
whenthey, which they appointed to be Arraigned there, were tryed, 
that they fhould diligently examine them, what Foreign or Eng/i/, 
Aids ot. Succours were to have affifted, or joyned wich them. But 
none fuch they would acknowledge, or be known of; but faid, 
That if any fuch were, Stafford, and the reff carried up to London, each 
knew thereof. In fine, here was a round Execution: For of Thirty 
five Perfons concerned in this Plot, but two obtained Pardon, Viz, 
Saunders and a French Man; all thereft died the Death of Traitors. 

Things now lookt very gloomy upon England, and efpecially in 

the North Parts, where this Plot was executed, and where continual 
Difturbances were, partly between Scots and Engli/b, and partly be- 
tween Englifh and Englifb. So that in all hafte, Mufters were com- 
manded there to be taken, and Soldiers to be raifed. 

For (to come to Particulars) there were terrible Feuds between 
Family and Family in the Parts bordering upon Scotland. Infomuch 
that People went abroad in Danger of their Lives, and were fain to 
go Armed, .and in confiderable Parties together. Such Feuds were 
between the Carrs of the Scotch Race and the Herons, and other Exg- 
life. And when thefe Parties met, they fought fometimes moft de- 
fperately together. So it happened in the beginning of Aprilat Ford ; 
where, upon an Affray, Robert Barrow, Maior of Barwick, and Giles 
Fleron, Treafurer of Barwick were cruelly flain. The Maior had 
fuch Mortal Wounds that he never fpake more. The Treafurer had 
fifteen bloody Wounds given him. Some of the Offenders were in 
Scotland, at one Robert Carr's Houfe, Lord of Graydon; and had with 
them the Treafurer’s Head and his Dagger. Which occafioned, that 
at the Seffions in April at Morpeth, before the Adjournment of the 
famp, came in prefence, Sir Fobn Forfter, Kt. George Heron of Chip- 

ches, and Nicolas Darmington of Wharnely Efquires, with a Band of 
Men to the Number of two hundred and Fifty, in forcible and 
war-like Array of Armour and Weapon, contrary to the Provifion 
and Order of fundry Statutes and Antient Laws of the Realm againft 


fuch. Behaviour, exprefly provided and eftablifhed. In excufe whereof, 


the faid Gentlemen openly acknowledged their faid Apparel and Ar- 
mour was not to offend the Laws, and that the fame notwithftand- 
ing, they durft not otherwife come to the faid Seffions, for Fear of 
bodily Hurt and Danger of fuch Enemies, as they alledged ic was not 
unknown they had. This the Juftices of the Peace certified to the 
Lord Warden, Sir Robert. Ellerker High Sheriff, and fome others: 
fignifying withal, chat they had fufpended the Confideration of that 
Matter till the Time of the faid Seffions appointed at Newcaffle ; and 
had made Proclamation, that all obedient Subjects fhould forbear the 
like Misbehaviour; and from thenceforth in that Point, obferve the 
Laws and Statutes according to their Duties, But the Parties whom 
thefe Gentlemen took to be their Enemies, (as the Carrs) or any for 
them, were not then feen nor heard of.

Jeft void of antiene Juftices, and Men of Worfhip co govern the 


Country. Many that kept Twenty or Thirty in their Houfes, had 


not Three or Four able to help the Refidue that were fick. In moft 
poor Mens Houfes, the Mafter, Dame and Servants were all fick, in 
fuch fort, that one could not help another. The Winter following 
alfo, the Quartan Agues continued in like mariner, or more vehement- 
ly than they had done laft Year. At this time alfo died many Priefts, 
that a great number of Parifh Churches, in divers Places of the 
Realm were unferved, and no Curats could be gotten for Mony. 
All which, anda great many Miferies more now lying upon the Na- 
tion, and the Lofs of Ca/aés not the leaft, looked like the Frowns of 
God upon the Queen arid her Government. > And in the midft of 
thefe Calamitics fhe expired. And the chat wrote herfelf by her Mar- 
riage, Queen of fo many Kingdoms, Dutchefs of fo many Dukc- 
doms, and Marchionefs of fo many Marquifates, left lefs Riches in 
her Coffers, and Wealth in the Realm at the time of her Death, than 
any of her Progenitors did. 


This Deftruction of the Minifters of the Gofpel partly by Burn- Cincy ue 


ing and Exccution, and partly by Exile, and Difcouragement of the 
ftudy of Diviniry, had this Inconvenience, that in the next Reign 
there was great Want of Clergy to fupply the Churches of the King- 
dom, and to perform Divine Service, according to the Reformation 
of Religion eftablifhed.

_ It was a Fault in this Reign, that fo many Retainers were granted, Licerfes to Ree 
For Q. Mary granted more by half in her fhore five Years, than her‘*’” 
Sifter and Succeflor in Thirteen. For in all chat time there were but 
Fifteen Licenfes of Retainer granted. Whereas Queen Mary had gran- 
ted Nine and Thirty. She was more Liberal alfo in yielding the 
Number of Retainers to each Perfon: Which fometimes amounted 

to 200. Whereas Q, Elizabeth never yielded above an Hundred to 
any Perfon of the greateft Quality, and that rarely too. But Bifhop 
Gardiner began that ill Example, who retained Two Hundred Men: 
Whereas under Q. Elizabeth, the Duke of Norfolk retained but an 
Hundred, and Parker, Archbifhop of Canterbury, but Forty. A Re- 
tainer was a Servant, not Menial, (that is continually dwelling in 
the Houfe of his Lord or Mafter, but only wearing his Livery, and 
attending fometimes upon fpecial Occafions upon him. The Livery 
was wont to confift of Hats or Hoods, Badges and other Suits of 
one Garment by the Year. Thefe Licenfes were piven many times 

to Lords and Gentlemen on purpofe for maintenance of Quarrels, 
and many Murders werecommitted by. the Means thereof, and Feuds

The Lady Elizabeth fucceeds to th CROWN. The Exiles 
return, Good Omens of her enfuing Rergn. 


“T° O Q, Mary fucceeded the Excellent Princefs Elizabeth, her Si- 

{ter: Whom God raifed up to refcue this Land fromthe Ruine 
impending over it. The Exiles now returned apace from their teve- 
ral Towns and Cities, where they were retired from the late ftormy 
Wind and Tempeft ac Home. Thofe at Bafl had the News of their 
{peedy Return told them the Day before the Queen’s Death. It was 
ftrange, buttrue. For Elmer, (Bifhop of London afterwards) was pre- 
fent when Fobn Fox preachedthere. Where, among other Arguments 
which he ufed for the Confolation of the poor Exg/ifb, he bad them be 
of good Comfort ; for the Time drew near, that they should be refto- 
red to their own Country ; and faid, that this he told them, Dez moni- 
tu, being warned by God, fotodo. He was reproved by the Elder fore 
for thus prcaching. But the Iffue of Things excufed him. And by com- 
paring the Times, it appears that he preached this Sermon but the Day 
before the Queen’s Death. The 
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The News of it firft came to Strasburgh: And fome Gentlemen A NN OU, 
there fent Meflengers to Zuric, to the Englifh there, coming chither 1558. 
with the Tidings on the laft Day of November; whicli was but 12 ors~ © os 
13 Days after the Queen’s Death. The next Day being December tlkeeu-e% neath 
P. Martyr, (then Profeffor at Zwuric) fent the News of it to Calvin, da 
whereby it became known tothe Englifh at Geneva, if they had ic not” | 
before. Great Expectation now there was among the Chief Profcfiors 


of Religion; but yet not without fome Fear: As appeared from this P Martyr so — 


Claufe in Martyr's Letter to Calvin; ‘ Perhaps. now is the Time for cans 
‘the Walls of Ferufalem to be built again in that Kingdom; thar the 
‘Blood of fo many Martyrs fo largely fhed, may not be in vain. And 
Decemb. 22d following, the fame Peter Martyr fent a Letter to Queen 
Elizabeth, full of good Exhortations ; ftirring her up to Reform the 
Church: Which, I fuppofe, he did by the fecrct Advice of fome of 
the Proteftant Exiles at Zuwric, as wellas by his own Jnciination. 

The Joys and Benefits of this Change of Government from one Si- sys Sr « 
{ter to another, of fuch different Minds and Religions, I will declare Cear2e. 
in the Eloquent Words ofone that had Opportunity of knowing them.

Hearts were filled with Joy, and replenifhed with vigorous Hopes offfet 1 
Bleffed Times a coming, and their Mouths with Praife for their new 
Queen. Hancock, one of the exiled Clergy, hath thefe Words : * Had goxii ass. 
“not our Godly, Wife, Learned and Merciful Q. Elizabeth ftood in 
“the Gap of Gad’s Wrath, and been the Inftrument of God torcftore 
‘the everlafting Word of God unto us, We had been Bondflaves unto

of the Goodes and Catelles of her Subje&es, whiche Grauntes are 
nowe due unto her Hyghnes by the fayde Aéte, and wolde dif- 
chargé one greate peece of the fayde debtes: Her Maieftie for the 
confiderations aforerehearfed, of her mere grace and great clemen- 
cy, for the releif and fuccour of her fayde good Subieces, hath 
freely for her and her Heyres, and Succeffours, pardoned and re- 
mytted, and by thefe prefentes frely and fully pardoneth and re- 
mitteth unto her fayde Subiedctes, and their Heyres and Executours, 
the fayde Subfidie uf four Shyllynges the pounde, and two fhyl- 
lynges eyght pence the pounde, graunted in the latter Seflion, 
éod laft Prlimueits Truftynge her fayde good Subiedes wyll 
haue louyng confideration thereof for theyr partes, whome fhe re- 
quyreth hartely to bende themfelves wholly to ferve God to his 
glory, with continual Prayer unto the fame for the honoure and 
avauncemente of her Grace, and the Commonweale. Gever at 
oure Manour of Rychemonde, the fyrfte day of September: In’ the 
fyrft Year of our mooft profperous Reygne.

T HERE be fome Men that doo faye I have been abjuryd,and. 
fome faye that I am perjuryd, but the trewthe ys, that I am 
nother abjuryd, nor yett perjuryd. Nor I knowe nott what that. 
I fhold abjure; no, nor I. wyll nott abjure, nor yett revoke any. 
thyng that I haue fayde in tymes paft: nor I haue no Commawnd- 
ment to faye or declare my mynde in anye thyng that hath ben 
contayned betwene me and diverfe Prelates: butt onlye that 
have been advertyfed, cowncellyd by thofe that are my Frendys 
to declare them, the whych I myght not well faye naye. Wher- 
fore at thys tyme to certefye your myndys, fomwhat I fhall touch 
of them, a lyttell of everye thyng, bycawfe I haue troublyd you 
long. And ata more leafure, as tyme and opportunyte cawfyth 
me, I fhall dilate and declare them more at large. 


Fyrft of all, I wolde that you fholde know, howthat Iam moch. 
bownde to praife the Kings highnes, that he of his goodnes wolde, 
take fo moche payne (as ys knowyn well Inowgh) to forbere hys 
meate and drynk, to here me and my matter declaryd.

This is the Anfwer of the Parfon of Saynt Antonyns Parifhe in 
London, made tocerteyne queftyons demaundyd of hym by 
dyverfe Prelates of the Churche, in the Prefence of our 
Lord Kyng Henry the viijth, in the yere of our Lord God, 
a Thoufand fyve hundryth and thyrty, and the elevynthe 
daye of Marche. 


1, I think that fome Sovelys, departyd from there Bodyes, be punyfoed 
and purgede in Purgatorye. | 


Forfothe what fo ever you thinke, or haue thought, I wolde 
nott that you fholde be offendyd by me. For whatfoever I haue 
fayde in tymes paft, the fame I wyll now faye agayne, and the 
fame Prayour that I haue ufyd in tymes paft, the fame I will now 
ufe agayne. For I haue prayed no other wyffe then the trewth 
then, nor no other wyfe then ys ufyd at the Croffe and other 
Placys. Of a trewthe I haue fayde, that in all the Scripture I can 
nott fynde this Woorde Purgatorye. But althoughI haue fo fayde, 
yett I haue allwayys prayede for the Sowlys in Chrifts Faythe de- 
partyd, abydyng hys mercye. And my think that this manner of 
praying dooth not dyfanull that Place, whyche Men callythe Pur- 
gatorye, but rather ftandyth and agreythe well with thatt, though 
the name be nott reherfyd. Infomuch as ytt confeflyth a Place 
abydyng. The whych PlaceasI thynk ys a ftoppe betwene the 
Sowle departyd and the Kingdom of God. The whyche lett ys 
thoté paynfull to the Sowle then ys burnyng Fyre. Some Men 
doo faye, that after the dethe of the Bodye, the Sowle goythe 
other to Hevyn orto Hell: forfothe Iam not of that opynyon. 
For I do thynk verelye, that God of hys goodnefs hathe ordynede 
a Place for Sowlys to be punysfhede in, accordyng to hys pleafure 
and wyll. And as forthe name of ytt, allthough Ican nott 

nde in the Scripture, (as the trewthe ys ytt ys nott ther) yett 

LT wyll nott ftryve therat. In fo moch as there ys a Place, giue 
ytt what name fo ever you wyll: name ytt Purgatorye or what 
ou wyll call ytt, Iam contentyd therwith. But my thynk theye 
horte Purgatorye fore, whych goo abowte to bryng in Scriptures -

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to prove Purgatorye withall: whych doo make rather agaynft Pur- 
gatorye then with ytt.

I thynk that holye Martyrs and Confeffours (after they be de- 
_partyde oute of thys Worlde) maye be callyd upon, yff they be 
callyd upon as they fholde be; that ys to faye, we fholde praye to 
a after this maner, and faye, O blef[yd Virg yn and Mother 
of God, praye for us, and be thou an Interceffor for us. And fo lyk- 
wy(e to other Saynttts. And lett us faye to God, Lord, baue mer- 
cye upon us, and graunte us our Petycions, yf ytt be thy Wyll And 
thynk you nott that God wolde haue Seyntts prayed too, becawfe 
he wyll gyve mercye, but beleve that he wyll gyve mercye to all 
that repent and afk ytt of hym, accordynge to hys promyfe, 
And lett all the Seyntts acknowledg, that they them felffe refeyve 
and take all goodneffe of Gud. Lett us nott thynk that we fholde 
take any thyng of them; for they have nothyng but that they re- 
feyve of God. Wherfore let us put our full Truft in God, and 
truft fewrly to hys Promeffe that he wyll gyve us mercye: and 
lett us call upon the Saynts to be as Interceflours for us, that we 
may obteyne his mercye: and let usdefyre God to gyve us foche 
gyftes of grace as thofe Seynts had. And thys ys a very good 
worfhyppyng of Sayntts. For what can pleafe the Sayntt better, 
than to fee God glorifyed in your lyvyng. Some Men there be, 
that thynk that they pleafe the Sayntt well, when on the Saynts 
Daye they wyll putt on goodlye Aparell, and bankett and feafte 
ryally ; for the Sayntts fake. O thou folyfhe Man, they haue 
ftudyyd all there lyffe long to pleafe God wyth abftynence and 
humylyte, and wylt thou then worfhype them wyth pryde and 
glotonye? Therfore the mooft fewry{t waye that-Scripture doth 
teache to worfhipe Sayntts withall, ys to lyve the lyffe that they 
lyvid, fo nye as God wyll gyve you grace. And to honor Sayntts 
raed [way] ys very well after my opynyon. Now let us procede 
erther, 


WN. Itbynk that Saynits in Hevyn, as means, doo praye for 150 


I thynk as I haue thought allwayes, and the laft tyme that I 
prechede here to my remembraunfe, tide that there ys butt one 
Mediatour. And trewthe yt ys, there ys but one Medyatour con- 
fernyng Redempcyon, the whyche (as Sayntt Fobn fayth) is fel 
Chriff. He yt ys that isa mean for our Synnys; but yett I faye, 
that there be Medyatours, as one of us ulyth to doo for another. 
And fo I thynk that Seyntts maye preye for us to God, and be as 
meanys for us, that he wolde graunte us hys mercye, and not 
that we fholde refeyue any thyng of them; for, as I fayde before, 
they haue nothyng butt that they haue refeyvyd, and to thynk 
them meanes after thys manerys well in myne opynion.

I thynke that Pylgrimagis maye be well doon, I never fayde 
otherwyffe ; but I haue fayde oftyn, and now I wyll faye ageyne, 
Dco your dewtye, and then your devocion. Fyrit, I faye, doo thofe 
thynges the whyche God hath comaundyd to be doon the whyche 
are the dedys of pytye: for thofe fhalbe requyrede of thy hande 
agayne. Whenthou comyft at the Daye of Judgement, he wyll 
not faye unto thee, Why cwent/t thow not to Wyl{don a pylgrymage ; 
but he wy! faye unto thee, Iwas an bungrede, and thou gavy/t me ne 
meat: I was nakyd and thou gavyft meno Clothys,and foche lyke. They 
that wyll leue the Comawndements of God undon, and: wyll fol- 
lowe and doe voluntarye dedys, whyche were nether coinmawnded 
by God, nor yett by the Churche, are greatlye to be blamyd, and 
are worthy to be punyfhed.

Alfo dyverfe Men are of that opynyon, that they wyll faye,[-haue a 
lycenfe of the Pope to eate Fleafhe: Butt I faye, yff he doo offende 
hys Brother in eating of Flefhe, the Pope fhall nott, nor can nott 
excufe him.

As 
when you fe the Roode, you then remembre how Cryit was doon 
on the Croffe for your Sakys, and how that hys Handys and Fete 
were peirced with Nayles, and hys Hert pierced witha Spere, there 
ronnyng owt plentye of Bloode and Water; by the whyche Bloode 
our Synnys are wafhyd away. And Iykwyile when you fee the 
Image of our Ladye, haue.in remembraunfe the manyfolde gyftes 
of grace that were gevyn her; remembre what chaftyte, and hu- 
‘mylyte, and foche other excellent gyftes, that fhe hade of her Son- 
ne Jefu Cryft, and defyre God to endewe thee wythe part of foche 
excellent gyftes as fhe had.

Knowledge of the Trewethe neceflarye to Saluacyon may other-. 
wyffe be knowyn to the People. In thys maner of Sayyng I doo 
nott here dyfannull, and faye, that the Scrypture ys not good for 
the People ta haue in their Mother Tong; for 1 haue allways 
thought ytt very good and profytable for the Peopleto haue, fo 


that they wolde ufe it well. And nott for to ufe ytt, as you be ° 
_notyd that you haue ufyd ytt. Some wyll haue ytt to cheke Prefts 
_ and other Men withall, and nott to edefye themfelfe : Some to fytt 


in the Tavern babylyng ofhytt, not regardyng that ytt ys the 
Gofpelland glad Tydyngs of hyt in there Sowlys; and to defyre 
of God ftrength and grace to doo foche thynges as ys appointed 


hym.to doo by the Scrypture;, and to gyve hym grace to have per? ~ 


fayte Fayth, to beleve foche promyfys as God hath promyfyd hym 
in hys Scryptures, that he may optayne them, (yff he doo thofe 
thyngs that be commawndyd hym.in the Scryptures) for hys pro- 
myfe fake. Yet allthough that there be fome that wolde ufe ytt 
well,’ and yf they-had ytt, yett thofe Men muft be alfo contentyd 
to bere with there Brethren, and to take paynes with them, untyll 
foche tyme as God fhall appoynre, that both they that wolde ufe 
ytt well, and yff they had ytt, and the other the whych haue ytt 
and ufe ytt nott well, fhall refeyue ytt with Joye, and gyve God 
grett Thanks for ytt. And where as I faye, how that I thynk that 
theye are not bownde, upon neceffyte of Salvacyon, to lett the 
People haue the Scrypture in there Mother Tong, fo long as they 
haue the trewthe of Cryfts Scrypture, neceffarye to Salvacyon, 
taught and declaryd unto them, I thynk fewrly that yff foche 
meanys be made,that the trewethe maye be knowyn (neceflarye to. 
Salvacyon) by preachyng and teachyng, fo long I thynk the Peo- 
ple may forbere the Scripture the better; and fo long as yrtt ys fo, 


Ithynke that they maye withholde ytt from the People the bet-.

I oe that Bleflynes, and foche other thyngs, doon in the 
Church, ys good and worthy to be prayfyd, though yt be nott 
of neceffyte: For I thynk that no Man wyli ageyne faye any Ce- 
remonye that ys in the Churche, the whych ys ufyd and hathe 
ben ufyd for a good purpofe. For he that defpifethe the left Ce- 
remonye in the Church (the wiych hathe ben ufyd by the Cuft- 
ome of good Cryften People) ys no Cryften Man. No, nor I thynk, 
that there ys no Man fo folyfhe, that wolde dyf{pyfe them, yff the 
trewthe of that thyng that the Ceremonye dooth reprefent, were 
knowyn. For there is not the left Ceremonye in the Churche but 
ytt reprefentythe fome good thyng: asthe Pex that comythe from 
the Prefte (when he ys at Maile) down into the bodye of the 
Churche, and there they kyffe ytt as the Prefte dyd at the fyrft : 
The whyche thyng doothe fygnefye the loue that ys, or fholde 
be, betwene the Prefte and Laye Men, that ys to faye, the Spritu- 


alty 


alty and the Temporaltye. How be ytt, I thynk ytt be lyttill con- 
fydred of many of them that doo kyffe the Pax. And as yt ys by 
x had Ceremonye, fo yt ys'with other lyke.. And alfo as concern- 
yng Bleffyngsand Halowyngs, you knowe very well that there ys 
no Blyflyng that ys.ordeynyd by God hut that ys goal. and ther- 
fore yt ys.worthy to be prayfyd of all Men: For.cf .Blyflyng co- 
myth no maner of evylf hut good, far ta Blyffeys.a§ moche as to 
faye, as to wyfh a Man good ; as thus, The favor anil grace of all- 
myghty God lyght upon you, and to faye, God profpere you in all 
your bufynes, and foforthe. And {fo yt ys.of Haldwyhgs and foche 
hang fox of them comyth no maner of evyll, but goodneffe. Whet- 
fore they’ dre worthy:to be prayfyd of everye Man ds good thyngs 
‘And {I dowr nott, butt! and -yff: yt were fo; that euery Man knew 
the very trew ufe of the Blyifyngs, ‘Confecracyons, and foche other 
thyngs, yt wolde moar seme def doo them moche more good to folow 
them, then'yt dothenow.

Old Teftament, and al the Books of the N. Teftament, to be 
the very true Word of God, and to be written by the Infpiration 
of the H.Ghoft: And therfore to be heard accordingly, as the Judg 
in al Controverfies and matters of Religion. 

Secondly, We confesand believe the Catholick Church, which 
is the Spoufe of Chrift, as a moft obedient and loving Wife, to 
embrace and follow the Dodtrin of thefe Books in al matters of Re- 
Jigion: And therfore 1s fhe to be heard accordingly. So that thofe 
which wil not hear this Church, thus following and obeying the — 
Word of her Hufband, we account as Hereticks and Schifmaticks ; 
according to this Saying, If be will not bear the Church, let bim be 


unto thee as a Heathen. 


Thirdly, We believe and confefs al the Articles of Faith and 
Do@rin, fet forth in the Symbol of the Apoftles, which we com- 
monly cal the Creed, and in the Symbols of the Councels of Nice, 
kept in An. Dom. 324; of Conftantinople, kept in An. Dom. 384; of 
Epbefus, kept in An. Dom. 4323 of Chalcedonie kept in Anno Dom. . 
454; of Toletum, the firft andthe fourth. Alfo the Symbols of 
Athanafius, Ireneus, Tertullian, and of Damafus, which was about 
the Year of our Lord 376. We confes and believe, we fay, the 
Doédrin of thefe Symbols generally and particularly, fo that who- 
foever doth otherwife, we hold the fame to erre from the truth.

For I have not to do now 
with the Ignorant, but with you, of whom by the Time, and kind 
of your Teaching, I judg that ye be able not only to judge of the 
Truth, but to be brotherly Inftrucors of others in the fame.

Cal to your Minds, that God of his great 
Mercy and Goodnes, hath long been in planting, fowing, and wa- 
tering of you, asit were to make you a Garden of Plefure unro 
himfelf. Thefe Seeds of Life the Devil by his Do@ors wil now go 
about to pick out of your Hearts. But if in this Gofpelling Age 
you have been worthy Hearers of the Gofpel, if with the Word 
heard with your Ears the Lords Spirit hath touched your Hearts, 
~ to believe the Word of Truth preached, as he hath done to fo ma- 
ny as have unfeignedly defired it: If ye be the Sheep which have : 
rightly heard the Shepherd’s Voice; then furely the Strangers  Jo¥ ro. 
fupplanting Voice fhal ye not hear; but ye fhal flee from fuch 
Hirelings, as from Thieves, Robbers, and Murtherers. Hereby 
verily fhal ye be known what Ground ye are, fruitful or unfruit- 
ful, conftant or Servers of the Time. Good Gofpel-Hearers be rhe Property 
not fuch as will be toffed about with every Wind. They be no et ae 
fuch Ground as wil be dried up with every Blaft of burning Heat; * “™” 
but they abide in God’s Truth, fearching and learning the fame in 
the holy Scriptures: And that with fuch faithful Diligence and 
conftant Obedience, that if any Angel from Heaven fhal preach Gals. 
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another Gofpel, they hold him accurfed. Yea, and tho there be 

| many counterfeit Chriftians, that fal away from the Lord’s 

7ob.6. ‘Truth, yet abide they with Chrift, and fay, Thou haff the Words 
. af everlafting Life. 

Confider, my dear Brethren, that not to hear alone, but to 
keep Chrift’s Words, maketh a Man happy. And in Keeping, the 
principal Part is to perfevere in the Do@rin of Truth. This mak- 
eth Chriffs Difciples, this maketh you free: yea, this it is that 
maketh a Man fafe. For he that perievereth to the End thal be 
faved. 

This alfo have I written to exhort you, to keep you undefiled 

from al Popifh Leaven. If ye do fal from the Gofpel, and em- 

brace Popery, ye fal from Truth to Lyes, from the Word of 

Light and Lire, to Darknes and Death, froin Salvation to Dam- 

nation, from God tothe Devil.

Speech to the Parliament after that maner, as tho’ the whole State ih, oat 

of the Kingdom, in the Laws and Religion of it, were disjointed in lien, 

the late Government under K. Henry VOL and K. Edward VI. He 
{peaks of the Tot paffim Latrocinia, @ tam borrenda Parricidia, fo 
many Rapines in one Place or other, fuch fearful Parricides, and 
frequent Seditions’ And what did al thefe portend and prefage, 
but that the Natures of Men were degenerated (he faid not) into 
certain lawlefs Brutes, but rather into horrid Monfters. That it 
could be nothing but the Monfter of a Man, fo to delight itfelf in 
its own Deftruction, or feek in fuch a kind of Cruelty to turn its 
Sword into its own Bowels. He reprefents the Times of the two 
Jaft Kings fo, that Man could not be fafe from Man; that mutval 
Society was diflolved ; that Children were miferable, by the cruel 
and violent Death of their Parents, and Hufbands by the public 
Adulteries of their infamous Wives, and that the Commonwealth 
itfelf was almoft drowned and overwhelmed in the Bloud of its 
Citizens. And now can any one in Words comprehend what a 
frightful 
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frightful Appearance of Mifchieves was lately rifen up among us, 
either from the Contempt or Alteration of Religion ? 

Then he flatters the Parliament for their feafonable Succor af- 
forded to the welny undon Commonwealth and State of Religion ; 
wherby they had heaped up eternal Praife not only to themfelves, 
but to al England, happy in fucha Senate. | 

Then he procédes to lay down the Way and Means for the refto- 
ring the Commonwealth. That when we know this Decay of the 
State happening by the Contempt of the Laws and Religion, it is 
our Duty to cal back the vigor of the Laws, and reftore the Majefty 
of Religion and Divine Worthip. As jong as learned and pious 
Men were contemned, and lived in Banifhment, fo long did the 
Comimonwealth lay void of Vertue and barren of true Praifes, 
like a Tree deftitute of its Juice and Aliment. And that happened 
chiefly from the Time that the People, driven with he knew not 
what Furies, had forbidden the moft godly and Noble Reginald 
Pole to come into his own Country, and banifhed him from the 
Houfe of his Fathers. This, he faid, he could eafily prove, but 
that they, the Senate, were his filent Witneffes. For what elfe 
was the Caufe the refplendent Glory of this Realm was turned in- 
to fo much blind Darknes, unles that we (a Wonder by what Er- 
ror deluded!) brought a Cloud ourfelves over that very Thing we 
had before illuftrated. a se 

Then he ran out againft the late Government, for deftroying al 
the true Nobility, wherin this Nation was once famous beyond 
others, When ignoble Perfons and Gaatbo's foaring about their 
Vocation, crept into their Places: Who endeavoured to fupprefs, 
either by Banifhment or Death, thofy whom they could not equal 
in Glory; but that by the juft Judgment of God themfelves were 
immerged in theirown Bloud. Wherof one frefh in Memory end- 
ed his Life by the Halter, and another loft his Head. Al Wifdom 
alfo, wherin England fo far excelled, as tho’ the Mufes had chofen 
their Seat here; that alfo was departed. What remained of fo 


. great Wit, of fo true Literature, when for fo many Years we were 


turned back to the foul Puddle of Ignorance ; when we enquired 
not {fo much after what was true and honeft, as what was profitable 
and pleafant,; when we turned the mare fecret Myfteries of holy 
Difcipline and the ferious Knowledge of Divine Thin gs, either 1n- 
to open Blafphemy, or diftorted them-into Old Wives Fables. 
Whether thete Things were true or no, he left to them to judge 
which fate in the Theatre, where for twenty Years the Stir about 
Religion was agitated, and Confultations were had of the Lives 
and Banifhments of the beft Prelate, and the Deftru@ion of the 
wifeft Men. From which Time we were given up by God toa 
reprobate Senfe: that we once by a voluntary Wickednefs having 
put off Juftice and Reafon, afterwards fhould both fay and be- 
ieve faithfully Things which could not once come into the Minds 
even of fuch as.were mad and bereft of Reafon. And then by 
that Fury wherewith -we are acted, we hurried on to the Deftru- 
‘tion not of the Good only, but of ourfelves. So that to foreign 
‘Nations we were an unheard of Example of Tyranny and Mad- 

nes. 
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nes. And laftly, which is worfe, we came to that Degeneracy of 
Diftra@ion, that we hunted for Praife from Impiety, and catched 
at Commendaticn from al kind of Wickednes. | 

But becaufe they, the prefent Parlament, were not guilty, he 
advifed them to comfort themfelves with the Teftimony of theit 
Innocency, and manfully, as hitherto they had done, to fet about 
the Reftoration of thofe Things, which might retrieve the an- 
cient Glory to their Country. And for that Purpofe he per- 
fuaded them by al means tocall back thofe godly and learned 
Men that were banifhed. Becaufe of that Sort there were but 
few at home, thofe efpecially who were illuftrious both for 
Catholic Religion and Piety. Among whom above the reft PoLE 
fhone, moft eminent both for the Number of his Vertues, and 
for the Greatnes of them. By whofe Banifhment, becaufe ye loft 
ina maner al the Graces of the Realm, ye muft endcavour, that 
by his Return ye may recover them again: And as by his De- 
parture Piety and Nobility received the Beginning of their Ruine, 
fo by his Return they may obtain the Encreafe of their Aflertion 
unto their antient Dignity. | 

Truly it isa moft unworthy Thing, that that Gem of Vertues 
fhould enlighten foreign Nations ; and by the Want of him our 
native Soil be obfcured: Or to fuffer that Man to be wanting to 
you, who grieves that you are wanting to him: Not indeed, I 
know it wel enough, becaufe Banifhment, ora foreign Region, 1s 
troublefome to him (for he lives at Home, whofoever lives wel) 
but becaufe no Man can, (if he have not wholly put off his own 
Nature) but embrace and entertain them with exceeding Love, 
from whom they have received the Beginnings of their Life, 
(which knit the fonds of mutual Benevolence amorig Men) and 
alfo the Beginning of their Education. And next alfo, becaufe 
he wil not think himfelf to have lived, unlefs he fhal have left 
the better Part of himfelf to his Country, which defervedly catls 
for it from him. And that is a Thing, O ye Senators, can never 
be done more fitly, than if he in thefe Times help the tottering 
Commonwealth with his Counfil, wherewith he is excellently 
furnifhed , and according to his Piety aflift them that are in Mi- 
fery, and alfo afford himfelf an Example of a fufer Way to thofe 
that err in the Faith. | 

This is the Defign of that Nobleman ; this is the Intention of 
his Mind: Which unlefs he thought he could obtain, firft by the 
Favour of God, and then by Yours, he had never brought his 
Mind to the leaft Defire of coming Home, whatever his Provo- 
cation of Riches and Honours were, (wherewith perhaps he 
aboundeth more already than he defireth) at leaft of them he 
hath obtained fo great a Share, as is enough for the Neceflity of 
Life, and for the Dignity of his Quality. But if any Ambition 
of Honour had tickled his Mind, yet it had not become a Man 
moft famous for the Conftancy of his Faith, and for his Birth, 
to feek Power in his own Country, which he had heretofore layd 
down for Piety fake, unles he had taken it up again for the fame 
Gaufe. Becaufe otherwife in his Banifhment he might obtain moft 
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ample Honours, and live with greateft Security of Mind, moft 
dear to the meaneft Plebeian, and moft grateful to thofe of high- 
eft Quality. | 

The Holy Man therfore defires to fe you again, and is poffeft 
with a Defire of his own Country: Not to burthen his old Age, 
burthenfome of itfelf, with new Honours, or to compafs Riches, 
his Soul being now defirous of flying away to Heaven: But with 
what Authority he may, to aflift the Church in her prefent Jeo- 
pardy, and to reftrain and reprefs the wanton Boldnes of the 
Devil in overthrowing Religion, as wel by the Maturity of his 
Counfel, as by giving fit Examples of Piety. If therfore ye neg- 


-le& fo fingular a Pilot in fuch a Tempeft of Arffairs, what elfe 


wil ye give the World Occafion to fufpe& concerning you, O ye 
Senators, but that you yourfelves are meditating of a Shipwreck ? 
If therefore ye do not recal to your Affliftance a Camillus, fo no- 


- table in managing Affairs, all Things being now in a Maner laid 


waft, what wil the foreign Gauls reproach you with, but that 
you are confpiring together for the Deftrudtiion of the City? Ina 
Word, if you wil yet longer fuffer to continue in Banifhment the 
fecond Father of Eloquence, next to Cicero, by what Mouth, by 
what Eloquence do ye hope to cje& them out of this Ifland, who, 
ingrateful Citizens as they are, have confpired againft the Reli- 
gion, which now ye endeavour to eftablifh, and againft the Dome- 
{tic Tranquility of Affairs, which ye are confulting about? Laftly, 
Who can opprefs the feditious Gracchi, who, the Catalines raging 
againft you in clandeftine Counfils ? ; 
Nothing indeed, ye Senators, can at this Day come more wel- 
come to the Ears of the Italians, than that ye fhould reje& him 
whom they both intyrely love and efteem, and defire to retain 


- with them. Nothing can be a greater Plefure to the Germans, 


than for you to defpife that Breaft, from whence they themfelves 
fo often have received the fafeft Counfil for the compofing and 
difpatching of their moft weighty Bufineffes; which they fear 
they may hereafter want, if he come back to you. What doth it 
fignify to lay before you the fearful Minds of the French, who, 
altho they have hitherto dreaded your Strength, I know not what 
they contrive in their fecret Counfils for your Deftruction, if he 
fhal not be recalled ? The Scotch thal alfo wel relapfe unto his ac- 
cuftomed Perjury, and with a new Defire of War, thal break off 
the League of Friendfhip made with you, when he fhal know you 
decline his Prefence ; at whofe Abfence that People, otherwife 
moft valiant, tremble and fhake. But whatfoever the Enviers of 
your Clemency, whatfoever the Enemies of your Glory, bark 
againft you, not my Opinion only concerning you is different, but 
the Opinion of all good Men; much otherwile is their Judgment 
of your Love toward this defolate State. Whereupon we un- — 
doubtedly hope you can never fo rafhly envy your Country, your 
Wives, your Children, fo many Vertues in one Man, and fo 
many .Benefits. If this Man of a moft innocent Life, had com- 
mitted anything that had deferved perpetual Banifhment, I fhould 
then in Truth approve your Counfel, not to recal him. But = 
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he were a Perfon that would not be brought to confent to Falfhood, 
if he refufed to cherifh the Impiety of fome, if he from his 
Heart. lamented the Caufe of Religion; if laftly, even to the Dan-. 
ger of his Head, he refifted, as much as he could, ‘thofe who af- 
terwards hanged your Parents, and defiled your Bodies with the 
Bloud of your Sons, {poiled Churches, and demolifhed to the 
Ground the Sepulchres of your Aunceftors; I do not fay, what 
Praifes do you hold him worthy of, but what Rewards? He 
went away, indeed, and avoided the infatiable Plefure of exerci- 
fing Cruelty againft the beft of Men ; wifely prefaging that in a 
fhort Time fair Weather would come, when the Showers were 
fallen ; and Tranquility fuccede, when the furious Storms were 
ceafed, which arofe, Neptune either not confenting, or permitting 
it for a Time. | 

Wherefore he prudently chofe rather to referve himfelf for 
thefe Times, in which he might do Good by his Counfil, and al- 
lure by his Piety, than at that Time draw Death upon himfelf 
by a rafh and unfuccefsful Attempt. Which if ir had happened, 
together with him al Hope of Nobility and Honour of Piety had 
perifhed : Which by departing he conveyed fafe with him to fo- 
reign Countries ; and in his Returning he wil reftore them to his 
Country as fo many Prefents. : 

If ye thal therfore, O ye Patriots, call home this Man, ye fhal 
receive Nobility and Piety, together with Learning ; which hi- 
therto are Things wanting in this Kingdom. Moreover, ye fhal 
not hereby cal in a Foreigner, who may introduce fome barbarous 
and wild Maner of Living, but your own Countryman, but an 
Englifbman, fitted as wel to your Cuftomes, as Maner of Life ; 
and who, according to the highly commendable Cuftom of the 
Englifb, fhineth more in Liberality than Covetoufnes, and allu- 
reth rather by Humanity than Severity. Again, neither, as ye 
. know, fhal ye receive an ignoble Perfon, who fhal labour to ob- 
tain the Favour of the Populacy by feigned Pretences of Bloud, 
and who being unmindful of his Condition, for a Dignity obtained 
thal grow proud ; but fuch an one who as he is f{prung from a 
noble Family, and eminent for its neernefs to the Royal Dignity, 
fo alfo a fober Affeter of a more fplendid Fortune, and a noble 
Defpifer of a more fevere one. I omit his Conftancy, wherby he 
rather chofe, as it is well known, to fe the Carcafe of his Parent 
flain with the Sword, than to be drawn away from the Con- 
feffion of Catholic Truth. There is no need to {peak either of 
his Erudition, or moft fweet Fountain of Eloquence ; . becaufe 
many Rivulets from thence, which like a golden Floud flow 
over the whole World, abundantly teftify the Man to be of a 


moft perf{picacious Wit, as well as of the moft eloquent Tongue. 


Which two are of great Moment to perfuade a Thing very necef- 

fary in this Age, viz. the taking away bad Opinions concerning 
Religion. | |

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- to propulfe, and defend any Man from Violence, and Oppreffion. 
And a greater Ingratitude, and more Injuftice, not to propulfe 
and defend the iuft Caufe of God, whan iniuftly by Violence it 
is flandred, and opprefled. For in Tymes paft, the Condition of “*-22- 
the Ungodlie was alwayes to fpeake flanderoufly, and falfly by aur. 3. 
God’s Doings; infomuch as whan Chrifte wrought the Salvation 

‘of the People, thay fayde, he wrought all Things by the Power 
of Belzebul, the chiefeft of the Devells. Saint ‘fobn could faft, 
but he was counted to havea Devel. Chrift could eate and drinke, 
but he was counted a Frende to Synners and Publicans: So that 
Hatred unto the Trewth dyd alwayfe falfly reporte, and calum- 
niate all godly Mens Doinges. Agayne, ther was never Evyll 9: 
that happened to any Country or aceninaiae although yt 
wear the iuft Plague of God for the Synne of the People of the 
Countrye, but it was allwayes laide to the good Peoples Charge: 
As whan the Lord toke away Corne, Wyne, Oyle, Frutes, and 
other Thinges neceffarie from the Ifraelites ; The wycked People tertut, in a- 
faid, that the Worde of God, and his trew Preachers were the Polo 
Caufes therof. Yf the Water in Egypt, called Nilus, dyd not 
accuftomably flow over Egypt, the wycked Egyptians laid the 
Faulte to fuch as profeffed Chrift. Yf that flowed too much alfo, 
the Faulte was imputed to the good Chriftians. So the Romains, 
if Tyber the Flood waxed eyther to hygh in Flowinge, or to low 
by Drowth, none bare the Blame, but the pore Chriftians. So at 
this Tyme, if any Myfchiefe happen, our ungodly Papiftes put 
the Faulte ftyll in the Goftpell of Chrift, or in the Profeffoures 
of yt. Yea, and if a Man fhuld kyll hymfelfe, ther is none bur- 
thened wyth the Caufe thereof, but Godes Ghoftpell, and Godes 
People. Which falfe Reportes all good Men from the Begynn nge 
hath written and f{poken againft, as yt appeareth by the fo y 

. Scripture, and alfo by the olde aunciaunt Dectoures, and others. 


Forafmuché therfore as upon the xiiith Day of Aprill anno 1554, 
the Bufshope of Wincheffre, Lord Chauncellor of England, and a 
very Ennymie, and Perfecutour of Godes moft trew Religion, 
and a Murtherer of his EleGe and chofen People ; faid in the Re- 
proch of Godes moft trew and Catholique Religion, fet furth by 
the blefied Kynge of noble Memorie E¢ward the vith, that yt was 
a Religion that brought Men to Difpayre, and murtheringe of 
themfelfes, falfly accufinge the trewth of Godes Word, that com- 
-forteth and moft preferveth weake Confciencies from Heavines, 
and Defperation; and alfo moft untrewlie reportynge the Profef- 
foures therof to be moft defperate and wicked Perfonnes ; wheras 
indead it is moft falfe: For from the Begynnynge of Chriftes 
Church, both the Apoftles, and many Thoufandes of Martyres 
have boldly, and wyllinglie contempned the Tyrannie of all Per- 
fecutoures, and moft patiently fuffered moft cruel Deaths. And 
yf the ungodly Man wear nor cleane blynded, and geaven over 
(as I feare me he is) to a reprobate Mynde, he myght iudge this 
rather to be trew: That fuch as he hymfelf hath moft cruellie 
put to death, or ben the chiefeft Caufe of ther Deaths, as Phats

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Foyt, Ds Barnes, Foerom, Garret, A, Akew, Fof--LafceHes, and 2 
prear Numbre mo, knowen for ther Lernynge and Vertucs to have 
een Holy Men upon rhe Barth, and now bleed Saintes through 


Chrift in Heaven. dyd likewife prefeffe the faid rrew Doftrine, 


and fyffred ther Bodies te be brent for the fame, withous any 


‘Defperation, Apd yet the wycked Man {yttinge chiefe Judge in 


the, Starre Chamber, to difeomfort and ta dryve backe all Men 
from their Salvation, (which cometh by the trew Worde of. God) 
named it the Doffrine of Defperation, and the Prof¢flores, thereof 
defperate People. — a | aoe ee 

And the Occafioh of this ungodly and untrew Talke was the 


' Poynge of one Judge Hales, Syr Fames Hales, Kuyght, that thé 


fame xiijth Day of April, being a Prifoner in the Fleet, wounded 
hymfelfe in diverfe Places of his Bodie: and favinge the Provi- 
dence of God, that ftopped the Devel’s Malice, that yt came not 
to. paffe, and to fo develith an ind, as he entended) very like the 
Man wold have kylled hymfelfe. But God pravided hie awne 
Servant to be foner at Hand wyth hym, than his Mr. thought of, 
belike. But now, forfomuch as upon this Mann’s Hurte, my Lord 
Chancellour hath not onely fpoken uncharitakly by the hurt Man, 
(whofe Lernynge, Equitie, and Wyfdom, all England honoureth) 
but alfo upon this Man’s Faulte, he maketh faultye Godes Worde, 
and all the Profeffours therof; Therfore, to certifie the Truth 
unto the Worlde, haw this Man Mr. Judge Hales came to. this un- 
godly Mynde to deftroy hymfelfe, for that-J do know the Truth, 
I can do no. leffle of Duty than to open yt unto all the Worlde: 
That Men may beware how they wax werye of God in deny . 
inge hym inthe Tyme of Trouble. And God I take to recerde [I 
wyll wryte no more, than that J have perfytly lerned, and ley- 
{yrely fearched the Truth and Prifonne wher Judge Hales dyd 
this Deed upon hymfelf, And befydes this, I wyll not wryte the 
Truth of this Matter, for any Hatred I bear to my Lord Chaun- 
cellaur, whofe Body and Sowle I wyth to do afwell as myne owne 


Bodye and Sowle ; nor for any Love that J bear.in this Refpedte to | 


any, that is of a contrarie Religion to my Lord Chancelloure ; but 
onely for the Love and Zeal I beare unto Godes Word, which is 
flandered by my Lord Chancellour, through this Mannes — 
Kad, which he much repenteth at thys Tyme, and I truft Go 
wyll forgeave hym. The Mater isthis. 

Mr. Hales, as all Men know, is imprifoned for the Teftimonie 
of Fefus Chrift, and perfecuted, becaufe he wyll not conform 


 hymfelfe to the falfe and moft untrew Religion, fet furth at this 


Tyme by the By{shoppes. And although the Papiftical Sort feame 
hot to care whether Mr. Hales return to ther Part, or no; yet alk 
Men may lee by ther craftie Dainges, that very gladly thay wold 
have Men recant, and conform themfelfes to ther falfe Feyth and 
doinges. And to compare this Matter, and to bringe yt ta pafle, 
Mr. Hales was diverfe Tymes exhorted by one Mr. Ferffer, a Gen- 
tylman ef Hamfher, and alfo a Prifoner in the Flere, that he fhuld 
¢geave aver his Opinion, and conforme hymfelfe to the Procced- 
ingea now adayes fet furth. And asthe fame Forfter hath ~ 

ported 
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ported to others, that are Prifoners wyth hym, Mr. Hales condef- 
cended unto his Advife, and refolved hymfelf to leave his farmer 
Truth, and to cleave unto the Errour that was offered by. this 
Mannes Perfuafion unto hym, becaufe therrour was wythout 
Daunegeir, that he fhuld depart unto, and the Trewth full of 
Perell, that he fhuld departe from. Thus the good Man Mr. Haks 
waxinge fainte and feable in the Trewth, was encreafed more 
_ and more with Anguifhe and Anxietie of Mynde, his Conf{cience 
sebukinge hym of his Timoroufnefs and Fear. But affone as: yt 
was known, that Mr. Hales was mynded to relent from the Trewth, 
and.to confent to Falhod, the sijth of April in the Mornynge, 
came the Byfhope of Chyche/ter into the Flete, wher he had longe 
taulke with Mr. Hales in the Garden. The Contentes whereof {| 
cannot lerne : But as many of the Prifoners have faid openly in 
the Flete, the Bifhope had made uppe all together, and cleane ‘re- 
moved Mr. Hales from his fyrft Feyth, and eftablithed hym in the 
latter Opinions allowed now by the Bifhoppes, The fame Day at 
Afternoune, came ther to the Flete Judge Portman, a Scmerfet(ber 
Man, and had great Talke and longe wyth Mr. Hales : After whof¢ 
departure, Supper Tyme beinge at Hand, Mr. Hales came into the 
Parlare, and fatte at the Table very hevylie, catynge lytle or no- 
thinge, but full of cogitations, and heavie wyth Penfifenes: And 
fone after-Supper gat hym to Bedde, wheras he had no refte, but 
watch wyth Heavines and Sorrow tyll the next Morrow towardes 
Syx of the Clocke: At what Tyme he commanded his Servant 
to fetch hym a Cuppe of Beare, who faw the Butler, as he was 
comynge to the Stare Hede, and prayed hym to bringe up a Cuppe 
of Beare for his Mafter to his Chamber, and immediately he re- 
turned to his Mafter, who in that fhort Tyme, (whiles his Man 
was callinge at the Stare Hedde for a Cuppe of Bear) wrought to 
hymfelfe this Difpleafure, in puttynge of hymfelfe in Daunger of 
hys Life, and gave Occafion to my Lord Chancelloure, and te 
the reft of the ungodlie Generation, to flander and deface the 
trew Word of God, and the Profeflours thereof. 

But now let all Men iudge indifferentlie, how this Man Mr. 
Hales, came to this Defperation of Mynd, and than all Men thall 
perceave yt came into Hert, whan he had furrendered hymfelfe 
to accomplifh the Commandment of Man. For as long as he wag 
conftaunt in the trewth, he endured, and ftronglie pafled ever 
more cruel Imprifonment. For he was fyrft imprifoned in the 
Kinges Bench, and very Chriftenlie endured yt. Than was he 
for all the Tyme of Lent in the Cownter of Bredftreate, and 
ftronglie endured yt. At lengeth he came tu the Flete, and bare it 
almoft for the Space of thre Weeks ftronglie, tyll ar lengeth by 
Perfuation he wexed wery of the Trewth, and than denyingé 
Chrift, that was made Man of the Subftance of the blefled Vir- 
gine Marie, and creditynge a falfe Chrift, that was, and is made 
(after the Pupiftical Opinion) of Bread , was it any Mervell, 
though the Devel entred into this Man? No, doubrleffe. For 
his new made Chrift is not hable to keape the Devel away. Foe 
he can not come out of the Box, although he fhould rotte — | 

an 
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and be brenned, as it many Tymes happeneth. Therfore it is no 
Mervel, tho fuch as truft in a he faulfe Chrift faul into Defpera- 
tion. For Fudas, although he chofe not a new made Chrift, whan 
he betrayed the olde, yet the Devel entred into hym, and he 
hanged himfelf for betrayenge his old Mayfter. Yt is no Marvel 
therefore to fee Men that forfake the Truth of God to be vexed 
with evyll Spretes, and many Tymes to kyll themfelfes. But 
this we may fee moft evidently by Mr. Hales, that untyll fuch 
Tymes as he confented to forfake Godes Truth, which of long 
Tyme he had moft godly profefled, he never fell into this Daun- 
ger, and into this Peryll, to kyll hymfelfe. So that the Papifti- 
call Dodrine by this Mannes Example is a very Worme, that 
byteth the Confcience, and never leaveth tyll yt have kylled the 
Man that forfaketh the Truth, and turneth unto Lyes. | 

Wherfor my Lord Chanceller myght rather of this horrible 
Fault don by Mr. Hales, have lerned to have detefted and abhorred 
his own falfe and Popifh Religion, that affoon as any of ‘Chriftes 
Members faule from the Truth into yt, thay eyther difpayre, or 
kyll themfelves moft commonlie, as evidentlie yt was, as is pro- 
ved by Mr. Hales : for whofe Salvation all Chriftians moft ear- 
neftly pray unto God. Further, my Lord Chanceller myght 
lern by this Mannes Deed, what horrible and develifh Wayes be 
ufed towards Chriftes Membres by hymfelfe and others, that the 
like was never ufed amonge the Turkes, by Villanie and Compul- 
fion to drive Men, and compell Men to fuch a Religion as the 
Word of God never knew of. In cafe it were trew, as it is moft 
falfe, whan dyd ever the Byfhope of Wincheffre read in Godes 
Worde, that any outward Law made by Man cold enforfe Feyth, 
which is thonly Gift of God, and fhuld be truly and charitably 
taught to all Men by Godes Worde.. But all Men may fee, that 
like as ther Doétrine they preach is none of Godes, fo may they 
perceave, that thay have non other Arguments to defende yt wyth- 


all, but the tyrannicall Sweard and Fyre. For fear wherof soa 
) 


diffemble wyth God in outwarde Obedience to Idolatrie, wyth 
much Strivinge and Anguifh of Confcience, as many, after that 
they had condefcended for Fear unto this wycked and condemned 
Religion by Godes Worde, the old Doctoures, and the Lawes of 
this Realme, thay never be mery in Spirite afterward: And many 
Tymes, for very Defperation of Godes Mercy kyl]l themfelfes. 
YF the Byfhoppe, and his Generation, dyd not delyght in Bludde, 
and paffe for nothinge but for ther own Kingdom of Antichrift, 
thay wold lerne by this Mannes hurtynge of hymfelfe, to beware 
how thay perfuade Men to do againft ther Confciences. 

But let all Men pray to God for Strength, and that he wyll of 
his Mercy mitigate this Bondage and Servitude, more cruel than 
ever was the Servitude in Egypt, or Babylon. For than wear the 
Chyldren of God in Captivitie in ftraunge Landes, and under 
ftraunge Kinges ; but we pore Englifb Men be in Captivitie ‘in our 
own Lande, and under our owne Country Men, that make us com- 
mitte more vile Idolatrie than ever dyd the Z/raelites in Egypt. 
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From: the which, the Lord, Almyghtie in, the, Bludde of Chrift

They did not reafon and difpute 
within themfelves, who fhold kepe the Wolfe from the Shepe in 
the meanwhile, but did forthwith as they were commaunded, and 
committed their Shepe unto his keping, whofe pleafure they obey- 
ed. So let us now we are called, commit al things to him that cal-

comfort the Husband; he wil doutles help the Wife; he wil 
suide the Servants; he wil kepe the Houfe; yea, rather than any 
thing fhold be left undone, he wil wafh the Difhes, and rock the 
Cradle. Cadt therefore your Care upon God, for he doubtles ca- 
reth for you. 

Befides this, you may perceave by your Imprifonment, that the 
Adverfaries Wepons againft you be nothing but Flefh, Bloud, and 
Tyranny. . For yf they were able, they would maintayn their 
wicked Religion by the Word of God; but for lack of that, they 
wil by Violence compel fuch as they cannot by the holy Scripture 
evercome, to deny that known Truth they have before profefled. 
Good Chriftian Brethern, let not their Cruelty force you to doany 


thing againft your Confcience, but boldly withftand them, though 


it coft you the Price of your Life. 
I pray you al, pray to God for me, and I wil do the fame for you. 


And although we be afonder in-the Flefh, yet in Chrift, I truft, for 


ever joyning inthe Spirit together: And fo thal meet together in 
the Palace of Heavenly Joys after this Life’ ys ended, which is 
fhort and miferable.

Concernynge the firft Conclufion, me thinketh it is fer furthe To thefeI an.

Nevertheleffe, however 
J underftand it, thus do I aunfwer, allthoughe not without Perell 
of my Life. I fay, that there is none other Prefence of Chrift 
tequircd, than a fpiritual Prefence : And this Prefence is fufficient 
for a Chriften Man; as a Prefence by the which we both abide in 
Chrift, and Chridt in us, to = obteignynge of eternal Life, if 
| ° we 
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We perfevere in his true Gofpel. And this fame Prefence may be 


called a real Prefence, becaufe to the faithefull belever ther is a 
% 


real or [piritual Body of Chrrft. Which Thinge I here reher 
lefte fome Sicophant or Scorner fhould fuppofe me, with the 
Anabaptift, to make nothing els of the Sacrament, but a bare and 
naked Sign. As for that which .is fayned of many, I for my 
Parte, take it but for a Papiffical Invention. And therfore I thynke 
it utterly to be rejected from amonge Goddes Children, that feke 
their Saviour in Faithe, and to be taught among the flefhely Pa- 
piftes, that wilbe ageyn under the Yoke of Antichrift. 


2. Concernynge the feconde Conclufion, I dare be bolde to 
fay, that it hath no Stay nor Grounde of Goddes holy Woorde, 
but is a Thinge invented and found out by Man, and therfore to 


- be reputed and had as falfe, and I had almofte faide, as the Mo- 


ther and Nourfe of all other Errors. It were good for my Ma- 
fters and Lords, the Tranffubftantiators, to take better Hede to 
their Doctryne, lefte they confpire with the Nefforians. For the 
Neftortans deny that Chrifte had a true natural Body. And I 
cannot fee how the Papiftes can avoyde it : For they wolde con- 
teyne the natural Body which -Chrifte had ( Synne excepted )

gy The thirde. Conclufion, as I underftande it, femethe fubtill 
to fowe Sedition ageynft the Offering which Chrifte hymfelf of- 
fered for us, in his own Perfon, and for all, and never ageyne to 
be don ; according to the Scriptures written in Goddes Boke. In 


_which Boke reade the pithy Place of St. Paule to the Hebrues, the 


9. & 10. where hy faithe, that Chrifte his owne felf hath made a 
perfect Sacrifice for our Synnes, and never ageyne to be done; 
and then afcended into Heaven, and there fittethe a mercifull In- 
terceffor between Goddes Juftice and our Synnes ; and there fhall 
tary till thefe henge Tranfubftanriators, and all other his Foes be 
made his Footftole: And this Offering did he frely of hyfelf, 
as it is written in the 10th of John, and neded not that any Man 
fhulde do it for him. I will fpeak nothing of the wonderful Pre- 
fumptions of Min, that dare attempte this Thinge, without any 
manyfeft Calling , fpecially that which enrrudeth to the over- 


- throwing and fruteleffe-making (if not wholly, yet partlye) of 


the Croffe of Chrifte. And therfore worthely a Man may fay to 
my Lordes and Mafters, Officers, By what Aucthoritie do you this ? 
And who gave you this Au&boritie 2 When and where? A Man 
cannot, faith St. fobn, take anything, except it be geven hym 
from above ; moche leffe then may any Man prefume to ufurpe 
any Honour befure he be called therunto. 


Ageyne: If any Man finne, Cfaithe St. Fobn) we bave, faith he, 
not a Maffer, nor an Offerer upon Earthe, which can facrifice for 


1. John cap. 22s at Maffe: But we have, faithe he, an Advocate with God the 


Hebr. 7. d, 


Father, Fefus Chrifte the righteous. one ; which once offered hymfelf 
tfor-us long agoe. Of which Offering, the Efficacie and Effedte is 
| perdurable 
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perdurable for ever. Sothar it is nedeleffe to have fuch Offerers : 
But if they had a Nayle dryven throughe one of their Eares, 
every Tyme. they offer, as Chrifte had itij dryven thorough his 
Handes and Feet, they. would foon leave Offering. Yeit, if their 
Offering did not bringe Gaynes withal, it, fhulde not be fo often 
done. For they fay, no Peny no pr. nr.. What meaneth S.Paule, 
when he faith, They that preache the Gofpell, {hall live of the Gofpell ? 1 ce. 9. 
Wheras he fhuld rather have faid, The Lorde hathe ordeyned, 
that they that facrifice at Maffe, fhuld live of the Sacrificynge. 
But allthoughe the Holy Ghoft appoynted them no lyving for 
their Maffle-fayenge in Goddes Boke, yet have they appovnted 
themfelves a Living in Antichriftes Decrees. For Iam fure, if 
God wolde have had a newe Kynde of Sacrificynge Prefte at 
Maffe, then he, or fome of his Apoftles, wolde have made fome 
Mention therof in their Mafter Chrift’s Wil]. But belike the 
Secretaryes were not the Maffers Frends, or elles they fawe it 
was a Charge without Profitt, it muft nedes elles have ben remem- 
bered and provided for. As ther was a Living previded for the 
facrificyng Prieftes before Chriftes coming, in the Jewes Times. 
For now they have nothing to allege for themfelves, that is to 
fay, for their Sacrifyfinge, nor for their Lyving, as thofe that 
preche the Gofpell have. For Chrifte hymfelf, after he had fuf- 
fered, and made a perfed@ Sacrifice for our Synnes, and alfo when 
he rofe ageyne to juftifie us, commanded his Difciples to go preche 
all the World over, fayeng, whofoever belevetbe, and is baptized, mat. 8. 
foalbe faved. But he fpake never a Worde of Sacrificynge, or 
fayenge of Maffe ; nor promifed the Herers any Rewarde, but 
amonge the Idolaters, with the Devell and his Angelles, except 
fpecy Repentance with Teares. 7 ee 

Therfor, facrificynge Preftes fhulde nowe ceafe for ever: For 
nowe all Men ought to offer their owne Badyes a quicke Sacri- 
fice, holy and acceptable before God. The Supper of the Lorde om. 1: 
was inftituted to provoke us to Thankefgeving, and to fturre us ape. 1. 
upp by prechynge of the Gofpell, to remember his Deathe till 
he cometh ageyne, according to his Commaundyment. : For Chrifte 
bad Peter, fede the Flocke, and not facrifice for the Flocke. I can 
never wonder ynoughe, that Peter, andall the Apoftles, wolde 
forget thus necligently the Office of Sacrificynge, if they had - 
thought it neceflary, feinge that at thefe Dayes it is had in fuche 
Price and Eftymation. To fede the Flocke is almoft nothing 
with many; for if you ceaffe of fedinge, you fhalbe taken for a 
good Catholike: But if you ceaffe from Sacrificyng and Mafling, 
you wilbe taken, I trowe, for an Heretique, and come to fuche 
Place as I and many of my Bretheren be in, fhortly. 

Thus, lo! I have written an Anfwer to your Conclufions, even 
as Iwill anfwer before the Majeftie of our Lorde and Saviour 
Fefus Chrifte, by whofe only Sacrifice I hope to poffeffe Hea- 
ven. Therfor I befeche your good Mafterfhippes to take it 
in good Parte. As I have done it with gret.Paynes, having no 
Man to helpe me, as I never was before denyed to have. O Sir, 
ye may chaunce to come to this A and Weaknes, that T am of, 

| 2 an 
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and then you wolde be lothe to be ufed as I am at your Handes ; 
that no Man may come to me, to help me for any Nede, no not 
fo moche as to mende my Hofen or my Cote. And you know 
that he that hathe but one Payre of Hofen, had nede fometyme. 
to have them mended. I have fpoken in my Tyme before ij 
Kynges, more than one, twoo, or three Howers to either, without 
Interruption: But nowe when I fhuld have fpoken the Truth 
out of Goddes Boke, (for that lever toke for my Warrante) I 
coulde (by your Leaye) not be fuffered to declare my Faithe be- 
fore you (for the which, God willing, I entende to geve my Life) 
not by the Space of a Quarter of an Hower, without Snakkes 
Reiagges, Revilinges, Chekkes, Rebukes, and Tauntes, fuch as 
never herd the like in fuch an Audience, all my Life longe. 
Sure it cannot be, but I have made fome haynous Offence : For- 
fothe I thinke it be this; I have fpoken ageynft the Maffe, and 
did afke, if their God of the Aulter had any Marybones. For I 
faid Ihad redd.the Teftament over vi) Tymes -fynce I was in the 
Prifon, with gret Deliberation, and yet f coulde never fynde, as 
I faid- before, in the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Chrifte, 
(which the Papiftes call the Sacrament of the Aulter) neither 
Flesfhe, Bloode, nor Bones, nor this Worde cl lg emigre 
And becaufe peradventure, my Mafters (shat can fo foon make 
Chriftes Body of Bread, which was not made but ee the 
Holy Ghoft in the Virgyn’s Wombe, as Goddes invaluable Worde 
dathe teftifie, and-alfo all the auncient Fathers) myght fay, that 
Edoted for age, and my Wittes were gone, fo that my Wordes were. 
not to be credited. Yet beholde! the Providence of God, which 
will have his Truthe knowen (yea, if all Men heilde their Tongues, 
the Stones fhuld fpeake) did bring this to paffe,. that where thefe 
famous Men, viz. Mr. Cranmere, Archebysthopp of Canterbury, Mr. 
Ridley, Bisthopp of London, that holy Man Mr. Bradforde, and I, 
_ olde Hugh Latymer, were imprifoned in the Tower of London for 
Chriftes Gofpel preaching, and for bicaufe we wolde not.go a 
Maffyng, every one in clofe Prifon from other, the fame Tower 
beinge fo full of other Prifoners, that we fower were thruft into 
one Chamber, as Men ee be accounted of, (but God be thank- 
ed to our great Joy and Compforte) there did we together reade 
over the Newe Teftament with gret Deliberation, and paynefull 
Study: And J affure you, as-I will anfwer before the Trybunall 
Throne of Goddes Majeftic, we coulde fynde, in the Teftament 
of Chrites Body and Blood, non other prefence but a fpirituall 
Prefence, nor that the Maffe was any Sacrifice for Synnes: But in 
that heavenly Boke it appered, that the Sacrifice, which Chrifte 
Fefus our Redeemer did upon the Croffe, was perfed, holy, and 
good; that God the hevenly Father did require non other, nor 
that: never ageyne to be done, but was pacitied with that only 
omnifufficient and moft paynéfull Sacrifice of. that fwete flayne 
Lambe Chrifte ous Lord, for our Synnes.. . | 
_ Wherfor ftande.from the Aulter you facrileginge (I fhulde haye 
faid you eee es, for you have no Auhoritie in 
Gqddus Boke to offer up our Redemer, neither will he any more 
come 
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come in the Hands of facrificing Prefts, for the good chere you 
made hym when he was amonge youre fworne Generation. And 1 
fay, you Lay People, .as you are called, come awey from forged 
Sacrifices, which the Papifts do fayne only, to be Lords over you, 
and to get Money, leafte your Bodies, which are or fhuld be 
Chriftes Temples, be falfe Witnes-berers ageynft the Blood of. our 
Redemption. For the Holigoft had promy(fed to St; Fobn in the 


xviijth of the Revelation, that if you come from them, you gét Agoc. 18.

Nowe I am fure this Speche hathe offended my Lords and Ma- 
fters; and I have marvell at it, for Tafke none other-queftion, in 
requiring to knowe, if their Bread-God had Flefshe, Marrow, and 
Bones, or not, as our dere Redemer had; and as they affirme and 
fet furthe with Fire and Faggott, good Doétors I warrant you, that 
their white Idoll, I fhulde haue faid their Alter God, hathe. Ther- 
for, me thynketh, they are angry with me without a Caufe. But 
one thing this Troble -hathe brought me unto; that is, tu, be ae- 
queynted with Mr. Do&or Weflon, whome I never fawe befote:

But nowe a do; therfor 
we mult fay with Peter and Fobn, We.muft obey God b 


rather than to comytt any evell ageynft the Majeftie of God, and 
his moft holy and true Worde. But this I fay unto you, if the 
Quene have any pernicious Enemy within her Realme, thofe they 
be that do caufe her to maynteyn Idolatry, and to wete her Sword 
of Juftice in the Blood of her People, that are fet to defende the 
Gofpell : For this hathe ben alweys the Diftructions both of Kyngs, 
Quenes, and whole Comon Welthes: as I am afrayed it will make 
this Comon Wealthe of Englonde to quake fhortly, if [pedy Repen- 
tunce be not had among the Inhabitaunts therof. But you cannot 
fay but that you have had Warnynge, and therfore take hede be- 
tymes, and be warned bya number of other Countries, that have 
forfaken Godds knowen Truthe, and followed the Lyes of a?

If not, other Lands fhalbe warned by you. You that be here fent 
to judge our Faith be not lerned in dede, I meane not 4 right, be- 
caufe you know not Chrifte and his pure Worde.

his Gofpell. Saynt Paule faithe, that he did knowe nothinge but Fefu 
Chrifle crucified. Many Men bable moche of Chrifte, whiche yet 
knowe not Chrifte, but pretending Chrifte, do craftely cover and 
darken his Glory. And indede thefe are metefte Men tc difhonor 
a.Man, that feme to be his Frende. Departe from fuche Men, 
faithe the Apoftell to Timothe. It is not out of the Wey to remem- 
ber what St. dugu/fyne faith ageinft the Epiftell of Petilianus, Who- 
foever, faith he, techethe any thing neceffary to be beleved, which is 
not conteyned in the olde and newe Teftament, the ‘fame is accurfed.

‘all of this. And where you fhuld preache the Benefite of Chriftes 


Deathe to the People, you fpeake to the Wall in a forreyn Tongue. 


‘God open the Dore of your Herte, that you may once have a more 
Care to enlarge the Kingdome of God than your owne, if it be his 


Will. 

Thus have I anfwered your Conclufions, as I will ftande unto 
with Goddes Helpe to the Fier. And after this I am able to declare 
to the Majeftie of God, by his invaluable Worde, that I dye for 
the Truthe; for I affure you, if I could graunt to the Quenes Pro- 


‘cedings, and endure by the Worde of God, I welde rather live

I truft that he, which hath begun this good Work 
in you, fhal perform the fame to the End. But I underftand by 
your Letters, that he which tempteth and envieth you this Glory, 
teafeth not to lay ftumbling Blocks before you, to bereave you 
of that Crown of Immortality, which now is ready to be put 
on your Head : Perfuading you that you may for Money be  re- 
deemed out of a glorious Captivity into a fervile Liberty ; which 

ou by your godly Wifdom and Spirit do perceive wel enough, 
and that he which hath put his Hand to the Plow and looketh 
back, is not meet for the Kingdom of God: And that none, which 
is a good Soldier to Chrift, entangleth himfelf with worldly 
Markets. Chrift faith, that Foxes bave their Holes, and Birds y 
the Air bave their Nefts, but the Son of Man bath not where to bide 
bis Head. The wife Men of the World can find Shifts to avoyd 
the Cros; and the unftable in Faith can fet themfelves to reft 
with the World: But the fimple Servant of Chrift doth look for 
no other but Oppreflion in the World. And then is it their moft 
Glory, when they be under the Crofs of their Mafter Chrift : 
_ Which he did bear, not only for our Redemption, but alfo for an 


Example to us, that we fhould follow his Steps in Suffering, that 


we night be Partakers of his glorious Refurrection. 

I do therefore allow highly your Judgment in this Behalf, who 
think it not lawful for Money to redeem yourfelf out of the 
Cros: Unles you would go about to exchange Glory for Shame, 
and to fell your Inheritance for a Mefs of Pottage, as Efau did, 
who afterwards found it no more?

Since then this is our Calling, how may we, without the Dif- 
pleafure of God, go about to redeem us with Mony out of the 
Jame ?

Icannot fe how we might go about to deliver ourfelves from 
the Death we are called unto, for Mony. S. Peter fheweth what 
we muft do that be under the Crofs, faying, Let them that fuffer 
according to the Will of God, commit their Souls to -bim as unto a 
faithful Creator. And, Let him not be afbamed, that fuffereth as a 
Chriftian Man, but rather glorify God in this Condition. S. Paul alfo 
to the Hebrews fheweth, that we may not faint under the Cros,

Chrift faith, in Fobn, Except je eat the Flefh of the Son of Man, 
and drink bis Bloud, ye fhal bave no Life in you. Which, in the 
Interpretation of moft auncient and godly Doétors, is to-be Parta- 
kers, both in Faith and Deed, of the Paffion ‘o£ Chrift.. Tlie 
which, if we refufe, what do we but, as the Capernaites did, go 


.from everlafting Life ? And here we are with Chrift, who hath 
‘the Words of eternal Life. Whither thal we go, or what may 


we'give, to be feparated from him ? | 

But perchance the worldly wife Man, or carnal Gofpeller, wil 
confes, and ve a this to be true, and that he intendeth not to 
deny the Truth, although he buy himfelf out of the Yoke of the 
Cros ; minding hereafter, if he be driven therto, to dy therin. 
But to him Lanfwer, with Solomon, Defer not to do wel to to-morrow, 
but do it out of Hand, if thou bave Liberty. Sol fay, that little 
we know, whether God wil give us fuch Grace, as he doth now 
offer us, at another Time, to fuffer for his Sake : And it is not in 
us to choofe it when we wil. Therfore let us offer the Counfil 
of St. Paul; Serve the Time, which we are in, of Afflidion, and 
be glad to be affli@ed with the People of God, which is the Re- 
cognizance of the Children of God; and rather to redeem the 
Time with our Death for the Teftimony of the Truth, to the 
which we are born, than to purchafe a miferable Life for the 


Concupifcence of the World, = to the great Danger of falling 
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from God. For as long a8 we ate in the Body; we aré Strangers 
to God, and far from our native Country, which is in Heaven, 
where our everlafting Day is: We are now. moré néat to God 
than ever we were, yea, we are at the Gates of Heaven; and we 
are a joyful Spedtacle become, in this our Captivity,: ta God, to 
the Angels, and to all his Saints, who look that we fhonld end our 
Courfe with Glory. We have found the’ precious Stone of the 
Gofpel; for the which we ought to fel al that we have'in. the 
World. And thal we exchange, or lay to gage the precious Trea- 
fure, which we have in our Hands, for a few Days to Jamént in 
the World, contrary to our Vocation? God forbid it. But let’ us, 
as Chrift willeth us in S. Luke, Look up, and lift up our Heads, 
for our Redemption ts at Hand. _ 

A Man that hath long travailed, and hath-his Journey’s End 
before him, what Madnes were it for him to fet farther Compas 
about, and put himfelf in more Trouble and Labour’ thin need- 
eth. If we live by Hope, let us defire the End and Fruition of

Brethernie, 
the Time is come whan the Lords Grounde willbe knowen: I 
meane it will now appeare, who hath recevid Gods Word in theit & * 
Herts in dede, to the taking of good Roote therein. For fuche will 
not fhrinke for a little Heate or Sun-burning Wether; but ftowt- 
lye ftand and grow even mawere the Malice of all burning Show- 
ers ‘and Yempefts. For he that hath played the wife Buildre, and 
jayed his Foundation on a Rock, will not be afrayed that ve 
drifling Raine or Myfte fhall hurte his Buildings, but will ftand, al- 
thoughe a great Tempeft do come, and Dropps of Raine as bigg' as 
fyrye Fagotts.

affraied, thoughe they fe byt a Clowde aryfe alitle black and

_ Rede from the firft of Genefis to the Appocalypfe, begynne at Abell 
arid fo to Noye, Abraham, Ifack, Facobb, the Patriarchs, Moy/es, Da- 
vid, and the Saintts in the Old Teftament, and tell me whither 
any of them find any fairer Ways than we now fynde. Yf the 
Old will not ferve, I pray you come tothe New, and begynne 
with Mary and Fofephe, and come from thence to Zacarye, Elyxa-

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betbe, ‘Fobn the Baptyfie, Stevyn, Fames, Peter, and Powle, andevery.

Citie that they went unto, they founde another manner of Dwel- 
lings then manny Mynds be able toconceyve. But if none of thele gp,. 5. 
were,if ye had no Company nbdw to go with you,yet have you me, 
your pooreft Brother and Bondman in the Lord,with many other I 
—truftinGod. But yfye had none of the Fathers,Patriarks,good Kings, : 
Prophets, Apoftles, Evangelifts, Martyrs, holy Saints and Children 
of God, whych in their Jorney to Heaven found that you are like 
to fynd, (yf you go on forwards, as I truft you will) yet you have 
your generall Captayne and Matter, Chritte Jefus, the deare Derling 
and only Begotten and Beloved Sonne of God, in whome was all 
the Fathers Joye and Delefation; ye have him to go byfore you; 
no fayrer was his Waye then ours, but moche worfe and fowler to- 
wards his Citie of the heavenly Fherufalem. Let us remember what 
manner of Waye Crifte founde,begynne at his Birthe, and go forthe 
untill ye come at his Buryal, and you fhall finde that every Step 
of his Jorney was a thoufand times worfe than yours is.

Hitherto we have found fayre Wether and fayre Waye too, | 
trowe , but bycaufe we have loytered by the Way, and not made 
the Spede that we fhould have done, our loving Father and heaven- 
ly Lord hath overcaft the Wether, and hath ftirred upp Stormes 
and Tempefts, that we mought the more fpedily ronne out the 
Race byfore Nyght come, and byfure the Dores be barred upp. 
Now the Devill, and his Oftelers and Tupfters ftand in every Inn- 
Doore, in Citie and Countrey of this World, crieng untous, Come. . 
in and lodge here, for here is Crifte. and there is Crifte: therfore Marth. 24. 
tarry with us till the Storme be overpaft ; not that they would not 
have us wet to the Skinne, but that the Time myght be overpaft 
to our utter Deftrucdtion. Therfore beware of his Inticements, and 
caft not your Eyes uppon Things that be prefent, how this Man 
dothe, or that Man dothe, (for you may not follow a multitude to 
do Evill) but caft your Eyes on the Wager or Merk that you ronne. 
at, or elfe you will lofe the Game. Ye knowe, he that runnythe. 
at the Merk, doth not loke on other that ftands by, or of them: 
that offer to go this Waye or that Waye, but lokyth altogether on. 
the Glove or Merk, and on them that ronne with him, that thofe. 
that ar behynde overtake him not, and that he may overtake — 
that 
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that ar byfgre. Even fo fhuld we do, and feve lokinge at thofe 
that will not ronne the Waye or Race to Heavens Blyffe by fuffer- 
ing Perfecution. And we fhold caft our Eyes on thend of the Race 
and on them that go byfore us, that we rie overtake them, and 
that we may provoke others to come the fafter after us. He that 
fhooteth, wil not caft his Eyes in his Shooting on them that ftand : 
or ride by. the Way, Itrow not: but rather on the Mark that he: 
{fhooteth at, or els he were like.to win the wrong Way. Evin fo, 
my dete Beloved, let our Eyes be fer on the Merk that we fhote at, 
evyn Jefus Crifte, Who, for the Foye was fet byfore him, abvde the 
Croffe, and defpifed the foame, therfore he now fittethe on the right 
Hand of God, all Power and Rewle Tubdewed unto him. Let us 
therfore followe him; for thus dyd he, that we fhuld nor be feint 
herted ; for we may be moft fewer, that pf we fuffre with him, we 
foall allfo reigne with bim. But yf we denye bim, be will fewrly denye 
us. For be that is afbamed of me, fayth Crifte, and of my Gofpell by- 


fore thys fol: Generacyon, I wilbe afbamed of bim byfore my Fa- 
is 


ther and bis Angells in Heavens. Oh} how hevy a Sentence is this ta 
all thofe that know the Maffe to be an abhomynable Idoll, full of 
Idolatrie, Blafphemy, Sacrilege againft God; and the deare Sacrix 
fyce of his Crifte: as undoubtedly it is; and that you have welk 
feene bothe by difputing of noble Clerks, and allfo by willing 
fheding of their Blodes againft that heynous Sacrelyge. And yet 
for Feare or Favoure of Men, for the Loffe of Lyfe and Goods, 
(whyche is none of theyts, but lent theime of God; as David 
faythe, Bis the Lord that: maketh ryche and poote, and as Paule 
faythe, yf we lyve we ar the Lords, and yf we die we ar-the Lords 2 
therfore let us gyve him his owne.) Yea, fome for Advauntage 
and Gaihe, will honour with their Prefcence this pernycious Blaf: 

hemye againfte the Deathe of aur Redemer., and {6 diffemble 
aa with God and Man, as there owne Harts and Confeiences do 
accufe theime. Oh! vayne Men, do you not remember that God 1s 
greater than your Confcience? Yt had bene good that fuche Men 
had never knowen the Trewthe, nor that the GhofpeJl had never 
bene taught amongs theime, that thus wittingly and for feare ‘of 
Men, (who ar but Dufte, and their Breathe is in their Noftrells) do

But if he tarries, the Time of all Flefhe is but 
fhorte, and fadythe away likeaFlower. I woold wifhe foche Men 
to reade the terrible Place of St. Paule to the Hebrews, in the vith 
Chapter, where he faythe, 7% cannot be,-that they whyche were once 
lighted, and have tafted of the heavenly gyfte; and were bychme- Par- 
takers of the Holy Ghofte, and bave tafted if the good Word of God; and 
the Power of the World to come , Tf they faule- ewaye, and as concern~ 

ing 
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ing themfelues crucefye the Sonne of tod afrefhe, making a mock of 
bim. And rede the xth Chapter, left ye fawle into the Daunger 
of théim. ; : - 7 
And let Men beware that they play not. wylye begae them/felvee, 
‘as I feare me they do that go to Maffe. And bycauffe they 
worfhipp not, nor knele not downe, as other do, but fyt ftill in 
their Pewes, therfore they thinke rather to do Good to other than 
Hurte. But alas! yf fuche Men woold looke on their own Con- 
{ciences, ‘there they fhall fee yf they be very Diffymulers, and fe- 
king to deceave other, they deceave them felves. For by this 
‘meanes the Magiftratés thinke them to be of their Sorte. — 
think’that at the Elevation-Time all Mens Eys ar fett on theimé, 
to marke how they do; they think that other hering of fuche 
Mennes going to Maffe, do fe or enquyre of their Byhaviour ther, 
and thus they play myly, begnylyng them felves. But yf there were 
in thefe Men eyther Love to God, or to their Bretherne, then wold 
they, for one or for bothe, take Gods parte, admony thing the Peo- 

le of their Idolatrye. But they feare Men more than God, ‘th4t Macth, 10. 
bathe aucthoritye to’cafte bothe Body and Sowle into Hell Fyet. ypctn.e. 
They halte on both Sydes, they ferve twoo Mafters. God have 
Mercye on-fuche Men, and anoynte their Eyes with Salve, that they 
may fe, that they which: take not Parte with God; ar againfte 
him; and they that gather not with Crifte fcatter abrode. TheLukerr. | 
Counfell given to the Churche of Laodicea is good Councell fot 
foche Men. But now, Derly Beloved, to come againe, Be not afba- Rom.t. 
med of the Ghofpell of God: for tt is the Power of God unto Salvation 
to them that beleve it. Be therfore Partakers of the Afflictions of 
Crifte, as God fhall make you able to beare? And thinke that no 
{mall Grace of God; to fuffre Perfecution fur Godds Trewths fake; 
for the Spirite of Glory, and the Spirite of God doth reffe uppon yor: x Pet. 4. 
Therfore yf any Man fuffre, as a Chriften Man, let bim not be afhamed, 
but glorifye God on that bybalf : For whofoever, fayth Crifte, fhall lofe Mark.8. 
his Life for my fake, and for the Ghofpell, the fame fhall fave yt. Yea, 
happie ar you, yf that come fo to paffe, as ye fhall finde one Daye, 

When the Fyer fhall trye every Mans Woorke, what it is. And as the x cor.3 
Fyer hurtyth not the Gold, but makyth yt finer; fo hall ye be 

more pure in fuffring with Crifte. The Flayle, or the Winde, 
hurtithe not the Wheat, but clenfyth -yt from the Chafte. And 

ye, dearly Beloved, ar Gods Wheat; feare not the fanning Wind, 

feare not the Mylftone ; for all theis Things make you the meter 

for Godstothe, Sope, though yt be black, foyleth-not the Clothe, 

but maketh yt cleane; fodothe the blacke Croffe of Crifte help 

us to more Whytnes, yf God ftryke with the Batteldore. Bycawle John ro- 
' you be Gads Shepe, prepare your felves to the Slaughter, allways 
knowing that in the Sight of God our Deaths is precious. ‘The pra. rs. 
Sowles under the Aulter looke for usto fulfill their Nomber, hap- 4pocp- © 
pie ar we, yf God have fo appointed yt. 

Dearly Beloved, cafte your felves wholly uppon the Lord, wyth 
whome all the Haires of your Head be nombred; fo that not one apr. xo, 
of them fhall peryfhe without his Knowlege. It is appointed unto pev.y. 
all Men, that they foallonce dye. Therfore, wyll we, nvll we, = 
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muft drinke of the Lords Cupp, whych he hath appointed for us. 
Drinke willingly therfore, and atthe firft, whyleft it is full, left 
peradyenture if we linger, we fhall drinke at the laft of the Dreggs

‘appertaining. To that Face chiefly belongeth a monftrous Bro-

I have not fene fo moche Vertue among all'the refte, as 
in the noble Prince the Duke Medina Celi, a' Prince untainted, in» 
dued with great Humilitie ; who hath in my- Hearing: to my: Ma- 
fter, manye Tymes lamented the myferable Eftate of our mofte 
noble Kingdome. There be-many: other Noblemen, verye wyfe 
and politicke; which can, thorowe ther Wyfdome, reform. and 
brydell theyr owne Natures fora Tyme, and applye their Condi- 
tions to the Maners of thofe Men with whom they meddell gled- 
lye by Frendfhippe: Whofe myfchievous Maners a Man fhall ne- 
ver knowe, unty!l he come under ther Subje@ion: But then fhall 
he parfeclye parceyve. and fele them: Which. Thinge [ praye 
God England never do: Far. in Difimulkations untytl they. have 
their Purpofes, and afterwards in.Oppreflien.and Tyrannye, when 
they can obtayne them, they do exceed all other Nations upon 
the Earthe. Befides an Heape of ambitious flefhelye Lulftes, as 
Pryde, Ambytion, Dyfdayne; and.all maner. of: Lechery, in thefe 
of all other Natyons they... sxcede. But, to. learne of their Ma- 
ners, and to declare te your Honaurs fyche Thinges oo 
ar 
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hard with myne Ears, and fene with myne Eyes in their Writing, 
which are pretended to your Diftrudion, the Lots of your Lyves, 
Lands, Wyves, and Children, and the Ruin of the whole Realme, 
the Suppreflion of the Comon welthe, and Bondage of the Coun- 
trie for ever. I take God to my Wytnes, I wryte nothing for 
Malyce of the Spanyards , not to flatter Inglyfbemen, but only to

‘The Kinge knoweth perfedlye the ftout 
and dyvellyfhe Hartes of the People of England, to worke Trea- 
fon, and make Infurredtions: and therfor he wy! not defyer the 
Crowne, except he maye fyrfte have certayne of the ftronge 
Holdes, Portes, and Townes, (marke theis three Wordes well ) 
for his Refuge at all Tymes, untyll his Majeftye maye bringe in 
Powre to withftand his Enemyes. For he purpofeth to make all 
our Haven-Townes mor ftronger towardes the Land, than they 
be towardes the Sea; that a few Souldiours maye kepe the Realme 
in Quietnes, and burne the Counterye on everye Syde three or 
foure Tymes in one Yeare, tyll they can be content to obferve 
all the Conftitutions, Ordenaunces, and Lawes: For, faye they, 
yf we have the Sea to vyttell us, we fhall have Powre to Rule 
Ingland {o longe, tyll they be abell to fuffer ye no longer, What 
greate Travayll wyll yt be, while the Sea is our Frend, to burne 
betwen Southampton and Dover ? For, they faye, they wyll never 
make Feilde ; but let ftronge Walles prove their Ma@lynes; they 
truft that the Quenes Highnes, to mayntayne the Kinge, wyll 
pull the Realme fo much as in her lyeth: And when our Money 
is gonne, and gathered upp, the Kinge wyll inriche himfelfe this 
Tyme of Peace, for a Yeare or two; fo that when we have but 
fmall Store of Money, they fhalbe ready to worke Myfchife 
agayneft us. For they fhall have Money from all Places, and 
Mayntenaunce from manye Countryes, and they trufte to be ayd- 
ed by the greateft Parte of the Realme. For the Quene, and all 
Cathollycke Men, wyll take their Parte agayneft the Hereticks. 
Ther be but fewe of the Noblemen of the Counfayll, but they 
wylbe contenteyd, either by Gyftes of the Quenes Majeftie, or 
ells for greate Brybes, to graunt the Kingea jufte Tytle; or ells 
to receave Him in uppon th’one Parte, that he maye overcome 
th’other. 

Is not this to be lamented, that we Inglyfomen, for feare of 
Chaunge of Religion, whiche cometh by Godes Ordenaunce, fhall 
feke to plant fuche a Nation in our Counterye, as do feke the 
utter Diftruction of the fame? But this is mofte deteftable and

Handes , (J doo not meane the Crowne of Golde onlye, but alfo_ 


the Poure that gooeth with yt) ye fhall in fhorte Tyme have 
fuche a Fall, as ther fhall not be left one of your Lynage lyving, 
that fhalbe able to defend his, or beare Rule, as his Predeceffors 
have done. For this you muft nedes graunt, that yt is neceflarye 
for the King to worke the fureft Waye for his owne Proffyt and 


Prefervation that can be devyfed by his owne Counfayll : And 
then Iam fure ther is none of you, I thincke, that can bear Rule

' .Anid paradventure fome Man wyll thinke, that they do not ufe 
to oppreffle the Poore Coinmoners ; byt I affure ye, ther is no Yeo- 
inen, Farmat, nor Hyfbandman, in theife Parties, that eate a 
Capon in his Houfe, yf his Frends come to. vyfit him, but yt 
inuft* cofte him.a Noble, yf. the Capon be not worth xxd.‘and 
éven fo of all other Poulterye, and all ‘other Thinges. When ye 
ate once troddén down under Foot, every: Knave fhall come to 
your Houfe, arid take the beft Parte, and leave the worfte: You 
muft Jet your Servant fetvé him in all Pointes; you muft cappe 
to him in all Places wher you fee him, or ells you fhalbe counted 
a rude ruftical Knave ,; you muft gyve Place to fpeake at his Plea- 
fur, and ye muft holde your Peace , you muft gyve him the beft 
Beddes and take the worfte pacyentlye for yourfelfe.

compence, neyther for rg Thinges that were ftoln at the 
fame Tyme ; nor for manye [hinges that wer broken, and rent ;

Plafteres, and Sores, that never Man soaide lye in them after- 
wardes ; nor yet woulde take their Leave of their Hofte , nor 
gyve onye Dodkyn in the Haufe to anye Parfon that had ferved 
them, and had byne at their Commandement,; nor paye for anye 
other Thinges, as Vydtualls receaved of the poore People, as of 
the Bakers, Bouchers, and Bruars, and fuche others.

when they loked to obtayne the Crowne, and Governaunce, by 
their. Jentill Behavor, and goad Conditions, what wyll they do, 
think you, wien they have the Crowne indede. | 

| I here faye, ther are certayne Bookes amangeft you, which I 
never fawe, as, The Lamentation of Napelles, and The Mourning of 
Mylayne, with dyvers others, which fhew the Tiranny which the 
Spanyards have and ufe in other: Places, or Countries: And in 
that Poynte, I woulde counfayll you to canfider thofe Books 
well, and to take good Hede, that ye com not into the lyke Bon- 
dage: For yf ye do, loke, as they have deftroyed the Nobylytie 
in other Countryes, even fo wyll they murder you. pryvily one. 
after anather, fo fone as they beare Rule among you; and with 
the fame bringe in Excifes upon Cytie and Vyllage. 

' But paradventure you thinke to provyde once for all fuche 
Myfcheves : Yf ye wyll heare a Foolles Counfayll, the beft and

of the late Duke of Northumberland, and. what myferable Succefle 


ythad. Be ye therfor wyfe, and beware by other Mens Harmes ; 


for ye maye perfeave evidentlye, that God wyll take Vengeance 
upon wrongfull Dooers. Otherwyfe, the Quenes Majeftie that 
now is, had not bene Quene of Ingland at this prefent. 

But paradventure her Grace thinketh the Kinge wyll kepe her 
the mor oa and love her the better, yf fhe gyve him the 
Crowne ; ye wyll crown him to make him lyve chafte, contrarye 
to his Nature: For paradventure, after he wer crowned, he 
woulde be content with one Woman, but in the mean Space he 
mufte have iij or i1ij In one Nyght, to prove which of them he 
lyketh beft; not of Ladyes and Jentyllwomen, but of Bakers 
Doughters, and fuche poore Whores: Wherupon they have. a 
certayne Saying, The Baker's Doughter is better in ber Goune, than 
Quene Mary wythout the Crowne. Yt greveth my Harte to heare 
fuche Reporte, fuche unlyke Similytudes. For.they faye, olde 
Wyves muft be cheryfhed for their young ryche Gyftes. Olde 
Wyves, faye they,.for fayre Wordes, wyll gyve all that the 
have: But howe be they ufed afterwardes ? YF the King do fo 
Iyttell efteme the Quene, when by her Highne’ he feketh to ob- 
tayne the Crownes after what Sorte wyll he ufe himfelfe when 
he hath obtayned his Purpofe ? Doth A be Quene thinke that he 
wyll remayne in Ingland, with geving him the Realme? The 
Counfayll of Spayne purpofeth to eftably the other Matters, and 
to appoynt in Ingland a Vyce-Roy, with a great Atmye of Spa- 
nyfoe Souldyours, to kepe you in Subjeftion, and let the Quene 
lyve at her Beades, lyke a good auncyent Ladye. As for the 
Ringe. he can better awaye with Antwerpe, and other Places, wher 
he may go a Mummyng, and Mafking, yea, even in the holy 
Tyme of Lent, Nyght after Nyght. I wyll tell you a trew 
Tale, wherin the Spanyards do glorye: Ther wer certayne Mar- 
chants in Antwarpe, whiche had fayre Wyves, whome the Kinge 
coulde not have at his Pleafure; but hearing by chance that 
fome of them wer with another Wyfe being in Labour, the Kinge 
with certayne other, went thither in Womanes Apparrell: And 
the Kinge, as the Spanyards reporte for a great Honour, held the 
Childwyfes Backe, while fhe had brought forth the Chylde, and | 
was her Mydwyfe. But what was wrought afterwardes, let 
other Men Judge : For doubtlefs I woulde not have wrytten this, 
had not the good Bufhoppe of Ca/ffyle byn checked in his Sermon: 
For he defyred the Kinge to kepe himfelfe for his owne Wyfe 5 
and wylled him to leave this lothfome Lechery, or woulde the 


-Spanyards once be afhamed to bofte of fuche thamfull Deeds. 


But yf I fhoulde wryte all that Ihave harde them moft fham- 
fullye reporte and bofte, I know that many Ladyes in Ingland 
woulde be fore afhamed. I woulde to God the honorable Ladyes 
knew the Vylenes that the Spanyards have reported by them, and 
I thinke the good Ladyes would not love to kyffe fo pleafauntlye, 
and fo manye T'ymes with Straungers: They woulde rather cut 
ther owne Throtes, or kyll themfelves as Lucretia dyd, than ri 
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ufe Famylyarytie with fuche a vyle Nation. Among other Re- 
portes, they faye, they can have the beft Man’s Wyfe in Ingland, 
fur a fmall Porcyon of Golde, or a Juéll. Which Reporte 1s 


fpread fo farre, that the younge Girles of Spayne (God is my 
Judge I lye not) do wryte to perryfhe Boyes, that ther Princoxes 


be fd famylyatlye receaved in (I wyll not wryte the worft) with © 


the Ladyes of Ingland, that they have no Mynd of Spanyfbe 
Wenches. And of Londen they reporte, that for all their Waches, 
ther hath byn mo Moungrelles burne thefe ij Years than right 


' Inglyfoemen. Oh abhomynable Natyon! What woulde the Vyl- 


lanes reporte, yf they myght have had fuche Lybertye as they 
moft fhamfully bofte of ? Yea, what wyll they do, yf they maye 
obtayne that which they loke for? I woulde to God, ye knew 
how manye Mens Wyves and Doughiters in. Flaunders lye at Sur- 
gerye, and howe manye younge Wenches, infected with ftinking 
Whordom of Spanyards, lye in the Stretes uncurable of the Poxe. 


I woulde wryte mor Thinges, that appartayne to their naughtie 


Nature; how fwynifhlye they fytt at the Table, and howe vylye 
they ufe themfelves in their Chambers: But bycaufe manye Ing- 
Iyfoemen knowe thefe thinges parfedlye, I wyll let yt paffe, and 
make an End. |

wife woulde enclyne ; and thinking then to- fear theym: with the 
Lawe, as the Father dothe fear the Children with fhaking the 
Rod, to make theym obedient ; throughe which Attempt they 
became worfe, and fo) -he at laft put theym out of Office.

John Clement, unto the Chriftian Reader. 


FSS two Caufes, fpecyallye (dearlye beloved in the Lorde) I 
lave thought it good prefentlye to put furthe a fhortre Summe 
of my Faythe, and a brieffe Declaration of the Subftaunce of the 
fame, grownded upon the fure Rocke Chrifte, and the un- 
fallible Veritie of his mofte holye Worde. The firft is, for that 
I fe a wonderfull Sorte of Se&es {warminge every where, not 
onlye of Papiftes, whiche violentlye impugne and perfecute.Chrifte 
in his Membres mofte tirannouflye; but alfo of Arians, Anabap- 
tiftes, and all other kynde of Heretiques whiche (under a Pretence 
of the Gofpell, and godlye lyvynge) goe aboute the Countrye 
deceavyng manye a fymple Sowle, to whom the Depthe of Sa- 


—than’s Subtiltie is not knowen, and bringeth into fundrye Se&es 


and Schyfmes, caufynge them to devyde and feparate themfelves 
from the true Churche of Chrifte, grownded upon the Fownda- 
tion of the Prophetes and Apoftles, Jefus Chrifte beynge the 
Heade Corner Stone, and to breake owt of this Myfticall Bodye : 
This is one Thinge, I faye, that hath caufed me to fhewe thee my

Scriptures, arid by uniforme Confente of the primitive Cliurche: 
from the whiche in any wyfe I dare not, nor will not in anye 
wyfe diffent; no more do thou (deare Reader) if thou wilte not 
be deceaved. For I tell the Truthe, Sathan, that fubtyll Ser- 
pent hathe transformed hymfelfe lyke unto an Angell of Lyght, 
and fo craftelye he conveyeth himfelfe in thefe dangerous Dayes, 
that if 1t were poflible, the verye Electe fhoulde be deceaved : 
For thofe, that neither by Featre nor by Flatterye, he can bringe 
to his Bowe, to make them open Idolators, and Perfecutors of the 
Truthe, with the peftilent Papiftes ; nor yet Whoremongers, 
Dronkardes, Extortioners, Brybers, Peelers, and Poulers, with 
the wicked Worlde ,; them dorhe he bufylye goe aboute to 
bringé into a wonderfull Eftimation of themfelves thorough Hy- 
pocrifie and Vayne-glorye; makynge them beleve that they be 
farre better and holyer than any other; and that they be more 
wyfer, and have better Knowledge and Underftandinge in thé 
pure Senfe and Meaninge of thie facred Scriptures, than any other 
Men, be they never fo godlye, vertuous, wittie, or well learned.

— Syxtblye, 1 do confeffe and faithfullye beleve, that there is 
one true, faithefull, Chriftian Catholike Churche ; and but one 
ia all the whole Worlde; whiche Churche i¢ buylte upon the 
Foundations of the Prophetes and Apoftles, chat is to faye, upon 
the Worde of God whiche they preached, Jefus Chrifte beynge 
the head Corner-ftone. Who hathe purified and clenfed this 
Churche.in the Fowntayne of Water thoroughe the Worde, and 
hathe made it a gloryous Congregation unto himfelfe, without 
Spott or Wrincke in his Syght.

herents, ate the very Synagogue of Sathan, and the malignaunte 
Churche of Antichrifte, whiche dothe corrupte the pure Worde

And furthermore, I do confeffe, and undoubtedlye beleve; 


that I, and every lyvely Member of this Catholike Churche, 1s, 


and fhall be redemed, juftified, and faved oneley and folye by the. 


free Grace, and mere Mercye of God in Jefus Chrifte, thoroughe 
his mofte precyous Deathe and Bloudfheaddinge, and in no Parte, 
by (or for) any of our owne good Workes, Merites, or Defery- 
ings, that we can do, or deferve. Notwithftandinge I confeffe, 
that all Men ought, and are bownde by the Worde of God, to 
doe good Workes, and to knowe and kepe God’s Commandmentes, 
yet not to deferve any Parte of our Salvations thereby ; but to 
fhewe their Obedience to God, and the Frutes of Faythe unto 
the Worlde; that the Lyght of their good Workes may fo fhyne 
before Men, that God our Heavenlye Father may be glorified 
thereby.

Alfo I doe confeffe and beleve that the bleffed Sacramerit 
of the Bodye.and Bloude of Chrifte, communlye called the Com- 
munyon, or Supper of the Lorde, is the blefled and pure Or- 
dinance of our Lorde and Saviour Jefus Chrifte, inftiruted by 
him the. Nyght before his Paflion, not onelye to be a bare, and 
tiaked Sygne of his Bodye breakynge, and his Bloud-fheadding, 
and of the Love that Chriftians ought to have amongcs them- 
felves one to another; but miuche rather to be a fure Seale, 
and afyrme Teftimonye of our eternall Redemption by Chriftes 
Deathe and Bloud-fheaddinge. In fo muche, that to fuche as with 


true Faythe and Feelynge of the Mercye of God in his Pro- 


mifes, do rightelye and worthelye receave the fame accordinge 
to Chriftes Inftitution, they doe fpirituallye receave Chrifte, 


‘God:and Man, with the Effece and Commoditie of all his Mer- 
cyes, Merites, Paflions, and Suffringes for us, as effectuallye and’ 


Ee advayleablye 
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advayleablye as they were our owe as in dede they are free- 
lye geven unto us by Chrifte; and: alfo as a fure Seale and 
fyrme Teftimonye to our. Con{cyence, that all. our Synnes, (be 
they never fo manye, fo grevaus, and fo greate} be clerelye par- 


doned, releafed, and forgeven, onelye .for:the mere Mercye of 


God, thoroughe the. -Deathe and -Bldude-fheaddinge. of his déare 
Sonne Jefus Chriffe, and we made the Children of God,:and 
Heyres of his Kyngdome, and incorporated Membres of his Mi- 
fticall Bodye ; 4s it is. full well. to be feen and proved:in' the 
holye Scripture, and alfo full well declared:in the late. :Byf- 


Shoppe of Canterburries Bokes, and many, other -godlye Workés fet 
furthe, in that moft worthy Kyngé £dwarde: the Syxtes: Dayes:; 


and as it was full trulye,; and: fyncerelye..preached: of thefe 


worthey Preachers, Thomas Cranmer, late Archeby{thop ‘of €en- 


terburrye, Doctor, Ridley, old Hughé Latymer, Matter Houpper,; Rod- 
gérs, Saunders, Bradforde, and dyvers other .godlye Préachers, 
who have fealed the fame with their-Blouda; and as. it. is yet 
alfo godlye defended (by the Scriptures) of -divers orher~ that 
be yet lyvynge, and godly -learned Men. in. Chriftes Churche, 
Whofe Determinations do fullye.agree with the faythfull Fathers 
of the Primitive Church, but fpecyallye with. the Worde of :God. 
And therefore I will not, nor dare not for my Lyfe,: diffent 
from them: But I doe undoubtedlye beleve and proteft before 
God and Man, that the Dodrine of the Papiftes, concerninge 
Tranfubftantiation, Refervation, and Adoration, .is devillithe, :deé- 
teftable, falfe, fayned, and hereticall, and bringethe with it many 
Abfurdities and Inconveniences, to. the utter Diftrudion of all 
that beleve it. For Chrifte, ashe is.perfed&te God, fois be iper> 
fete Man, of a reafonable Soule, and humayne Fleffhie, : fub&ifts 
inge : And forafmuche as the Truthe .of Madnés Nature requis 
rethe, that the Bodye of one and the felfe fame Man cannot. be 
at one Tyme in dyvers Places, but muft nedes be in fame. one 
certayne Place , therefore the Bodye of Chrifte is not prefentr at 
one Tyme in many and dyvers Places, (the Scripture -not ect 
fying the fame.) For the Scripture dothe teftitie that Chitifte 
was taken up into Heaven, and there fhall continue unto the Ende 
of the Worlde. And agayne, he fayethe, I went out. from che: Fa- 
ther, and came into the Worlde, agayne I leave thé Worlde.and goe 
into the Father. At whiche Sayinge, his Difcyples faid to him, 
Lo, nowe talkefle thou playnely , with dyvers other fuche like: Pla- 
cesin the Scripture, Therefore neither I,:nor any other Chri- 
{tian Man ought to beleve, or openlye to‘canfeffe the reall,’ ahd 
bodylye Prefence of Chriftes Bodye and Bloude to be in :the Sa- 
cramentall Breade and Wyne, or under the: Accidentes of the 
farne, as the Papiffes do faye at their Pleafure, and would fotce 
us to beleve it. God fhortelye put them to Sylence, and dimi- 
niffhe their tyrannous Power. For this their Tranfubftanciation, 
or chaungeynge of the Subftance of Bread and Wyne into the 
Subftance of Chriftes Bodye and Bleude cannot be proved by the. 
holye Scriptures, but is cleane repugnante againitit}.and fo is 
the takynge awaye of the one Halfe of the cecilia bi 
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Lay-mien apaintt Chriftes Worde, which faid, Drinke ye all bebebfs 


And at ig.4 verye Drifte of the Devill. to deface the Glorye of 
Chriftes ' Deathe, by fettznge up a mewe Sacrifice for Synne, I 


meane that moft peftilent, poyfoned, papifticall Maffe, whiche . 


the Antichriftes do iafirmeé to be a Sicrifice fatisfa@orye, and pro- 


piciatorye; tb:abtayne the. Remiffion of. Synnes for the Quicke and 


the Deade';. contmrye to abl the holy Scriptures, efpeciallye a- 
gainfte the excellent Epiftle to the Hebrewas, wherein it is playne- 
lye proved that Chrifte offered himfelfe upon the Croffe orice ‘for. 
atk, and vitth that one Oblation he made a: full Satisfaction for 
the Synneg of all that trulye repent and beleve in him. For 
with thatiane Oferiag Cfairhe Sainte Paul) bathe be made perfede for 
ever:them that are fan@ified, avd nowe is he fet downe on the right 
Hande of Gad, exd from hence furthe:tarriethe. there untill bis Ene- 
myes he wade his Faoteffoole: And then (that is to faye at the lat-. 
ter Daye): ta them that bartelye: loke for bim, fhall be appeare ageine’ 
and receante. them to glorye; whiche moft defirous Daye of thy 
comfortable: Commynge haften (deare Lorde) for thy great Mer- 
cye, Trathe, and Promife Sake. Amen. Let al] true, faithfull 
Chriftian Hartes hereunto unfaynedlye faye, Amen. - 


Furthermore, feynge I do perceave that there is a wonder- 
full Sorte of the Pelagians Sette {warming every where, whiche 
dee mayntayne, teache, and defende, ‘that all Men (kavingel 
Faithe or. not, beinge regenerate or not. regenerate) have Pawer, 
Choyfe, and Freewtll ta'chofe Life, and to kepe the Commande- 
mentes of: God in fuch Wife as the Lawe of God requirethe, 
I have thought it good to fet-furche my. Myndeé and Beleve here- 
in alfo: Mherfore I doe confeffe and: ‘belevé that Adam by his: 
Falk, loft. from himfelfe, and al) his Pofteritte, all the ‘'Freedome, 
Choyce, and Power of Mannes Will to doe good: Soa that all the 
Will and Imaginations of -Mannes Harte is onelye to Evill, and 
allrogether..fubjeée ta Synne and Myferye, and bonde and cap- 
tyve to all: Manner of Wickednes, fa that it cannot once thinke 
a good Thought, muche leffe then dae any good Deede,: as of his 
ewne Worke, pleafaunte. and acceprable.m the Syght of God 3 
untill fyche: Tyme as the fame be regenerate by the Holy Ghofte, 
and prevented by the Grace of God. For as Saynte Fames faythe, 


Every good and pexfede Gifte is foom Above, and cometh downe from 


the Fatben of Lyght =: And Chritte faithe, Without me you can doe 
nothings >And Pazle faythe, ‘That it is God whiche morkethe in ws 
bothe the Will: and the Dede even of good Will. Therfore untill the 
Spirits of Regeneration. be goven us of. God, we can neither 
will, doc, fpeake, nor thinke any  :good Thinge that’ 1s. accepta- 
ble in ‘his Syght. Let us therfore alwayes ptaye unta Gad, that 
he will make in usa cleane Harte, and renewe in us an up- 
right Sprite: that by the myghtye Operation thereof, we maye 
doe, {peake, and thinke all Thinges to- his Glorye and Commo- 
ditie of owr Bretherne, in Refpe@e of his greate Mercyg, Love 
and Kyndenes onelye;: for without this his good Spisite, whiche 
dothe worke true Faythe in us, aki our. Doynges be verye Synne 
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and Hypocrifie in the Sight of God, howe gaye and gloryous foever 
the fame appeare in the Syght of Men: But here I doe not de- 
nye, but that every reafonable Man (duringe the generall Influ- 


ence of God) hathe in himfelfe Power and Will in Thynges hu- 


mayhe; as to eate and drynke,.to buylde and plante, to learne 
this Scyence or that, to marye, @c. yea, to fafte and: praye, to 
doe Almes-dedes, to heare or reade God’s Worde, and fo of all 
other lyke Operations, For Men are not Images nor deade Poftes. 
That Men are free in Thynges humayne, it doth appeare motte. 
clearlye by the Philofophers, and other heathen People whiche. 
did, and doe yett florifthe in morall Vertues exceadin ives But te 
doe any of thefe Thinges in fuche Sorte, as God’s Worde dothe 
require them to be done, and as 1s pleafante, acceptable, and a-. 
lowed in his Sight, is not in the Power or Lybertye of any Man, 
not beynge regenerate by the Spirite of God: becaufe it is .not in 
his Power to have the fupernaturall Knowledge of God, feynge 
the fame is fo farre above his Might: Therfore when I faye, Men 
hatHe not Free-will to doe good, I meane it of Workes that are. 
holye; f{pirituall, and divine, the whiche are pleafante and ac-. 
ceptable to God, as to have lyvely Lyght, fpirituall Knowledge, 
and Underftandinge of God, to have in him fyrme Faythe and 
Hope, to love him, honor him, praife him, reverence hina, and 
ferve him with all his Harte, Soule and Mynde, to order all his 
Lyfe to the Glorye of God, to obey and committ himfelfe whol-. 
lye to his Governance, with marehines his fleffhelye Appetites, 
and denyinge himfelfe the Fleffhe, and his own worldelye Wyf- 
dome; to love his Neyghboure as himfelfe, yea, even his very 


Enemyes -for the Love of God, with all his Harte to praye for 


them, and to doe them all the‘ good he can pefliblye ;, but to doe 
fuche Workes to the Glorye of God, is not in the Power or — 
bertye of the naturall Man, untill he be born anewe, as Chritte: 
{aid to Nicodemus :. For (as Sainte Paule faithe) the naturall Man 
perceavetbe not the Thinges that be of God, neither can be perceave. 
them, for he is deade in Adam, and of Nature the. Childe of 
Wrathe: For.as a Man that is deade cannot raife up himfelfe, or 
worke anythinge towardes his Refurrection, or he that ts not, 
worke towardes his Creation; .even fo the naturall Man (whiche 
is deade in Adam as thoughe he were not) cannot ve panes ee 
towardes his Regeneration, but as a Bodye without the Soule 
cannot move but downewardes, fo the Soule of Man without 
the Spirite of peg ae hegre is his Lyfe) cannot lyfte up him 
felfe, but muft of Neceflitie def{cende ever more downewardes, re- 
gardinge but his owne Interefte. Therfore he cannot’ but fynne, 
he cannot but remayne in Diftrufte, and in Infidelitie, fo dif- 
pleafynge God. in all Thinges that he doth : He muft be borne 
agayne to doz the Workes that be {pirituall and holye, and by 
our felves we cannot be regenerate by any Meanes, for it is one- 
ley the Worke of God. To whom let us praye with David, that. 
he will take awaye our ftonye Hartes, and create in. us newe 
Hartes by the mightye Operations of his holye Spirite, who Jeade, 
guyde, and comforte us by the certayne Feelynge of —— 
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Mercye towardes us in Jefus Chrifte, for his glorious Names Sake. 
Amen. 


Fynallye, for as muche as'I do perceave that not. onelye 
tes, but alfo dyvers other that be Profeffours of Godes 
orde, beynge moved of an earnefte Zeale, than of any true 
Knowledge of the Scriptures, doe, with Wordes and Wrytynges, 
impugne the mofte pure, heavenlye, fwete, comfortable, and 
true Dodtrine of Godes fyrme Predeffination, and free EleZion 
of us in Chrifte, accordinge to the Purpofe of his Grace, before 
the whole Worlde began, whiche is the fure Certayntye of our 
Salvation in Jefus Chrifte ; I will, with the Helpe of Almyghtye 
God, brieffelye declare a fhorte Somme of my Faythe in this Ar- 
ticle alfo:: Wherfore I do ackowledge, confeffe, and andoubted- 
lye beleve that God our eternal Father (whofe Power is incom- 
rehenfible, whofe Wifdome is infinite, and his Judgmentes un- 
fearcheable) hath onelye of his greaté aboundant Mercye, and 
free Goodnes, and Favoure in Jefus Chrifte, ordeyned, predefti- 
nated, elé&ed, and appoynted (before that the Fowndation of 
the Worlde was layed) an innumerable Multitude of Adam's Po- 
fleritie to be faved from their Synnes thoroughe the Merites of 
Chriftes Deathe and Bloudfheaddinge onelye ; and to be (thorqughe 
Chrifte)’ his adopted Sonnes, and Heres of his everjaftinge King- 
dome, in whom his great Mercye fhalbe magnified for ever: 
whiche mofte happye Number, my fyrme Faithe, and ftedfaft 
Beleve is, that I (althoughe unworthye) ain one, onelye thoroughe 
the Mercye of God in Jefus Chrifte our Lorde and Savyour: 
And I beleve, and am furely certified, by the Teftimonye of Godes 
good. Spirite, and the unfallyble Truthe of his moft holye Worde, 
that neither I, nor any of thefe his chofen Children, fhall fynal- 
lye periffhe, or be — althoughe we all (if God fhoulde en- 
tre into Judgment with us accordinge to our Dedes) have juftlye 
deferved it; but fuche is Godes greate Mercye towardes us, (for 
our Lorde Jefus Chriftes Sake) that our Synnes thall never be im- 
uted unto us: We are all geven to Chrifte to kepe, who will 
Tote mone of us, neither can anythinge plucke us furthe of his 
Handes, or feparate us from him; he hathe maryed us unto him 
by Faythe, and made us his pure Spoufe without Spott or Wrin- 
ein vis Sight, and will never be devorced from us; he hathe 
taken from us all our Synnes, Myferies, and Infirmities, and 
hathe put them upon himfelfe, and hathe clothed us with his 
Righteoufnes, and enriched us with his Meritcs, and Mercyes 
and mofte lovinge Benefites: And he hathe not onelye done all 
this, and mnuche more for us, but alfo of his greate Mercye, 
Love, and Kyndenes, he dothe ftyll kepe the fame. mofte furelye 
fafelye for us, and will doe fo for ever; for he lovethe us unto 
the Ende. His Father hathe committed us untg his fafe Cufto- 
dye, and none can ever be able to plucke us furthe of his Hands: 
eis ftronger than the Devill, Deathe, Synne,. or en for he 
onelye hathe overcome them all for our Behave, an 
to us his glorious Victorie, fo that they can never hurte us any 
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more utito Deathe (I meane the fecdnde. Deathe : } Hechathe re- 
geftred our Names in the Boke of Lyfe, in fuche Sorte that the 
fame fhall never be raced out. In Confideration whereof, we 
have good Caufe to rejoyce, to thanke God, and hartetye to love 
him, and of Love unfaynedlye, 10 doe whatfoever he tvilletf us 
to doe, for he loved us firfte, Oa. Fynallye,.Chrifte teftifyethe 
himfelfe, That it i is not poffible shut. the Elette fboulde be decurued. 
Verelye then, can they not.be dampned : Therfore I confeffe and 
beleve with alt my Harte, Soull, and Mynde, that nét dne: of 
all Godes Electe Children fhall. fynaltye:perythe or be danrpned, 
For God, who is their Father, béth can, ana will refetve, :-kepe, 
and défende them for ever: ‘For feynge he is God, he wantettie 
no Power to do it; and alfo feynge he ts their mofte dedrd Ip 
vynge Father, he lackethe no good Will: towardes them, I am 
fure. Howe can it be, but he will perfourme their Salvandn to 
the uttermofte, fythe he wantethe neither Power nor good Will 
to do it. And this mofte heavenlye, trae, and comfortable Do- 
rine, dothe not byinge with ita fleffhelye, idell, caynal), and 
careles Lye, as fomé Men unjuftlye do reporte of it, whofe ‘Eyes 
God open, and pardon their Ignorance ahd. saffhe’Judgmentes., 
but rather it dothe mayntayne and bringe with it afl true God- 
hi and Chriftian Puritie of Lyfe, with mofte earnefte Thanke- 

lines of Harte in Refpeéte of Godes greate' Mercye arid lovynge 
Kyndénes onelye. For (as Sainte Fobm fayethe) He that bathe thie 


“Hope in him, purgethe himfelfe, as. be is pure 5; and he that hathe 


the certayne Feelynge of this in*his Harte, cannot contynae or dé- 
lyghte in Synne. Fherfore is this a mofte true, godtye,’ feceé 
farye, holefome, and comfortable. Dofrine to be receaved, ‘em- 
Graced, learned, and faithfullye beleved, and folowed of all! nme 

Hriftian Men. Whofe Harte foever God wovethe to:be defyrous 
to°"knowe further in the Truthe: of this Matrer, let: him readeé 
that: godlye Boke -of Barnardyne Ockyhes xxv Sermons, or at she 
leafte xiiii of them; (the lafte xiii } which teathethe this Matter 
vetye godlye, and ‘at large; fo that. godlye,: meke, and. hun» 
ble Mynde, may therby be fatisfied abundantley. Bur: be ware 
in any Wyfe of Curiofitie, that unfaciable Beale. . Reverence 
and worfhippé the deepe Secretes and Judementes af God, winche 
are unfearcheable, and paft fyndynge out. Reston not-with God, 
why he dothe this or that, for he ig holye in all .his: Workés, 
4nd righteous in all Wayes, and bathe done all ‘Thynges:-with 
Fiquitie and Mercye, Juftice and. Judgment! © 0 tr ein 
_ As fot Reprobation, I have nothinge to fayé-of it 5: for Sdinte 
Paul {aythe, What bave we to doe with them that ave mitboia $: Gad, 


for Chriftes Sake, open our Eyes,. that. we may: clerelyb:-fee- this 


Truthe,-and geve'us Hartes mekelye to yelde to thé fame, The . 
Lorde-encreafe our Faythe, ahd true Fedlynnge of our Eledtipn, 
and {ure Certayntye of our Salvation in Jefus. Chriffe,. to whota 
with the Father, and the Holye-Gofte, for our. Eledidn; Voea- 
tion, Juftification,-arrd Glorification, be all Hanot, Glorya, Prasfd, 
Thankes, Power, Rule, and Dominion, for everand ever. ‘Amiens: 
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JF ET it not offend thee (deare Reader) that in the Expreflingé,.. 


- or Declaration of my Faythe, 1 doe fo muche fet furthe the 
Prayfe and Commendation of the true Churche, and of the god- 
Tye learned Preachers of the fame; as thoughe I fhoulde feem 
to leane too muche to Men, ard to builde my Faythe upon the 
“Wifdome and Learninge of Men, and not onelye upon the un- 
fallible Worde of God, wherin. is contayned all Veritie. For 
doubtles I doe. not depende upon the Judgement of any Maa, 
further than the fame dothe agree with the true Toticlteftore, 
whiche is the holye Scriptures: Wherin (I thanke my Lorde 
God) I have bene continuallye exercyfed, even from my Youthe 
up, a8 they that have knowne my bringyhye up, cari tell: And 
fome Perfecution I have fuffred for the fame. ‘And now it 
hath pleafed God to make me a Prifoner for the Téftymonye 
therof: And I thynke that fhortelyé I muft geve ‘my Lyfe for 
it, and:fo-confyrme it with my Bloude, whiche Thingé I aw 
well contented to doe: . And I mofte hartelye thanke my: Lorde. 
God therfore, that 1s to faye, for this his fpecyall Gifte o 
Perfecution for Righteoufnes Sake. And thoughe for my Synnes, 
God myght juftlye have condempned me ‘to Hell. Fyre for 
ever, and alfo have caufed. me to fuffre bothe Shame and Per 
fecution in this Lyfe, for evyll doynge , yet hath he (of his 
great Mercye in Jefus Chrifte, accordinge to his owne good 
Will and Purpofe) dealte more mercyfullye with meé; 4s to 
geve me this Grace and Favor in his Sight, that I fhall fuft 
fre Perfecution of the Wicked, with his electe People, for the 
Teftymonye of his Truthe; yea, even with the Prophets and 
Apoftles, and with his deare Sonne Jefus Chrifte himfelfe, to the 
Ende I may reigne with him in Glorye: For the Scripture faithe, 
If we fuffre with Chrifte, we fhall reigne with Chrifte ; but if 
we denye him, he alfo will deny us: And againe, all-that will 
lyve godlye in .Chrifte Jefu, muft fuffer Perfecutions. Tlrns 
can! reftifie bothe by the Worde of God, and alfo by Expe 
pyence, that the Crofle of Chrifte is an unfeparable Companié 
on with the pure Profeflion of the Gofpell: And the Truthé 
beyinge taken to Harte, in Youthe, and planted therin diepelye 
with Affliction for the fame, it will not be waffhed awaye with 
the ftronge Storme. of -Troubles and Perfecutions, be the Tein 
peft never fo greate. I have written nothinge, but that whiche 
I am: well able to prove by the playne Texte of the holye 
Scripture, whiche (as the Prophete faythe) gevethe Wifdome inte 
Babes, and is a Lanterne unto my Feete, rnd a:Lyght unto my 
Pathes, and J will not, nor dare not for my Lyfe, fteppée dneé 
Foot further than I have that Lanterne goynge befote me: And 
fo farre dare I boldelye goe, thoughe all the Worlde would coum 
fayle, and command me to the contrarye. The Worde of God 
is that meafuringe Lyne ot Rodde whiche was committed to Exe- 
cbiell, and to Fobn, to mete all Thinges with: It is the true 
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Toucheftone wherwith Sainte Fobn willethe us to trye rhe Spi- 
rites; yea, the Worde of God is the Thynge that oughte to be 


Judge of all our Doynges: For by his Worde that he hathe 


poken, fhall all Thinges be judged‘in the lafte Daye. Verelpe 
no Man can geve the Worde of Gode too hyghe Praife, . ner 
yet geve too muche Credite unto it; for, it is the everliftinge 
Truthe, and the Light of the Worlde, and excellethe al! Miftes 


of Ignorance, and Cloudes of Erroure. 


Notwithftandinge, as it is unto fome the Savor of Lyfe unto 
Lyfe , even fo it is unto other fome, the Savor of Death unto 
Death: As Chrifte himfelfe is unto fomea Rocke to. ryfe bye, 


and to other fome,a Stone to ftumble at. I woulde wifthe all 


Men to reade the holye Scripture, with diligent Prayer Daye and 
Nyght, yea, and to marke it well. And yet not to refufe the 
ordinarie Meanes that God dothe fende to inftrude them bye, 
(as fome doe, whiche will allowe no Mennes:Judgmentes, but 
their owne ; nor loke upon any Mannes godlye Expclirions upon 
the fame:) For God hath fett an Order in his Churche, and doth 
geve'lis Gyftes diverflye, to fome more, and to fome leffe, as his 
godlye Wifdome pleafethe, for the’ Edification .of. Ins. Bodye, 
whiche is his Congregation. Therfore he (whatfoever ‘he be) 
that refufethe or defpifethe this Order, cannot but fall into dyvers 
Errours, and pernicious Sedtes, every Man as his ownet Fantafye 
dothe leade lim: For as David faith, be that will -underftande tbe 
Secretes of the Lord, muft entre into bis San@uarye : ‘That is to faye, 
he mufte be. at Unitie with Chriftes Churche, whiche is grownd- 
ed upon the Word of God, and governed contynuallye. bv. his 
holye and mightie Spirite ; whiche judgethe and :trulye difcufferlre 
all Thinges.. And doubtles, I dare afirme that God hathe fent in 
our Tyme verye excellent Preachers, and Minifters of his holy 
Worde, fuche, as more excellent in Lyfe, but fpecyallye in Do- 
crine, and more plentye of them hathe not bene feene nor.hearde 
in all this Realme of Englande, who have fyncerelye preached and 
teftified his Truthe unto the Worlde, and have mofte conftanrlye 
confirmed and fealed the fame with their Bloude. And albeit thut 
I mufte nedes confeffe, that God hathe ufed their Wordes and Wri 
tinges, as his good Inftrumentes and Meanes, to bringe me firite ro 
the true Knowledge and Underftandinge of his everlaftinge Word : 
Yet nowe I doe not beleve it onelye becaufe they have wrote and

For 
be you eo there ys no kynd of Men fo pernycyoule to the 
Commonwelt 

no Advouterers, nor no Kynde of Treafon to:be compared td 
theyrs ; who, as yt were undermynynge the. Chefe Foundacyon 
of all Commonwelthe, whicke ys Religion, makythe an Entre to 
all Kynde of Vyces yn the moft 

no {mall Experyence, fynce Religion was chaunged. After whiche 
Tyme, what Kynde of Vyce ys there, but yt toke Plate ltere, 
and had his Favourers ? Whiclie fhulde have byn to the urtet un- 
doynge of the Realme, yf oure Retorne to oure ancyent Religion 
had byn differryd any longer. And to this Poynte the Realme 
was browght, to fee the Foundatyon of the Commonwelthe un- 
dermyned and caft up: whiche was a doynge, when Pryfthode, 
when the olde :Lawes of the Chyrche, and the Sacrament, were 


caft awaye, and troden under Fote.. But to this you cam not fo-: 
denlye ; for, fyrfte, you toke nothinge from the Chryrche, but 


the Pre-emynence and Prerogatyve of the fupreme Hed, whiche 
you toke from the higheft Pryfte, arid gave-yr to the Kynge ; all 
the Sacraments ftandynge and remiaynynge wyth ftreight Lawes, 
that they fholde nor be violated, but revereritlye kept. But what 
trowe you, was the Fruyte of this >? You had the Ufe of the Sa- 


craments wyth you, but the Grace and Profyt of them you had 


not, no more than the Pdiliftines had of the- keping of the Arche 
of God, wherein was the Boske of the Lawe, wherein was, virga, 
Manna, and virea Aaron, whiche all were put-wythin the Arche, 
and kept wyth great Reverence wythin, the Arche : But what en- 
{ued of that, but great Plagues of God to all Cyties where the 
Arche cam; they changynge from. Cytie to. Cytie, to efchewe 
evety one, for his Part, the Plague, whiche never ceafed, unryll 
they had rendryde the Arche of God ageyn, to whome God had 
ordeyneds And in lyke Maner, all the Tyme the Arche was in 
the Kynge’s Hande, as yt was, he takynge that ftraunge Tytle 
upon hit, to be Hedd*of the Chyrche in his Realme; all that 
Tyme, we may faye, he pretended to kepe that was vni yt, thofe 
Sacraments wyth Reverence, (as I underftonde you dyd a good 
whyle) yet you beitige out of the Unyte of the Churche, cowlde 


receyve no more Grace or Profyt of them, then dyd the Philiftiens 


of the Arche, havinge the fame amonge them, they not beinge in- 


corporate with the People of God. And fo you, at laft, as though 


you hadde not byn of the Numbre of the People of God, as you 
fhewed to be, kepinge the external Forme of the Sacraments; you 


alfo cafte them away, havinge afore cafte awaye the Lawe of the 


Churche, and Authoryte of Pryfthede, which were fignyfyed by 
the Table of the Teftament, and the Rodde of Azron, whereby at 
laft you caft awaye the celeftyal. Foode, fignyfyed by Manna, 
whiche all were keptin the Arche. And this you dyd with more 
Defpyte, and wyth more Offence to God, wyth your owne Bre- 
therne, than ever dyd the sa wyth the People of .Gad,

hathe growen here amonge you, thah yn all the Realme befide ? 
I cannot faye fo, nor [ wyll not, albeyt yt myght fo feeme,; for a | 
greater Multytude of thes Brambles and Bryars -were cafte in the Bramble: and 
Fyre here amonge you, than yn any Place befyde.

. them beynge growne in other Places, and brought yn and burned mong them.

eftemyd of any temporal Man wythyn the Realme, and no lefle. 
eftenyd yn other Realmes, for the Fame of his Vertues, to be 
affauted of the Envye of Mankynde, bothe 2 dextris & a finifiris + , 
onlye to make him leave the Cape of the Churche, as greater 
Tentatyon coulde not be come to a Man: Yet, to overcome all, 
fhewinge fuche Conftancye of Feyth, as he might be a Miracle, 
marveloufe Example, to ftaye all other. For this, fyrfte, you 

may confydet, what Tentatyon, trowe you, was that a Cytyfyn 

of yours, ftom a meane State, fo fodenlye to be exalted to the 

higheft Offyce of the Realme, as to be Lorde Chancellor? What 

was yt, but a Bayte layde to take him wyth ? To make him agree. 

to that hys Succeffor dyd, to let himfelfe be plucked from the _ 
Stone of the Foundacyon of the Churche, and to be a Meane to” 

plucke other from the fame. Was yt any other as the Effedte dyd - 
fhewe ? And when the Bavte coulde not deceyve him, nor make 

him wyllinglye to leave his Holde of the fure Stone, layd yn 

the Foundacyon, then what was to be done of the Enemy to 

plucke him from thens, but by Force ? And nowe confyder what 

Bondes were put aboute him to make him leave his Holde, fuche- 

Bondes treulye that were as ftronge, as the Love he bare to his - 

Wyfe, to his Chylderne, and to his owne Lyfe, cowlde make 

and bynde him wyth. The which he muft nedes all breake, ex-_ 

cepte he wolde leave his Holde of the fure Stone, and be pulled 

from the Foundacyon ; to the whiche, notwythftondynge he 

fhewed himfelfe to be fo furely joynede and faftenyd, that all 

this Force coulde nothinge prevayle to plucke hym from yt.

ynge yn this Matter of the Unyrie of the Churche with a Frynde 
of his, and a fpecyal Benefactor of all Catholyck and good Per-

Name, and I doubte not but his Name ys yn the Booke of hi 
yt ys Antony Bouvyfe, whome I think you all knowe; dwelli 


ahd wyfe Men be wont to do, communynge togyther of the 
State of the Commonwelthe of this Realme, and of that was lyke 


to come, for the Dyfturbance of the Quyetnes thereof, Mr. 


Moore began to fhewe, what Feare he hadde of the Chaunge of 
Religion yn this Realme, whiche he tooke, as yt ys, to be the 


Grounde of the Commonwelthe, and feared that. yt fholde a 
cly- 


of the perverfe and hereticall Opinion that he fawe fome in 

ned unto; touchinge the Sacrament of the Aultar. Whereof, 
after they had fpoken wyth great Lamentatyon, of that whiche 
was lyke to infue thereof, albeyt the fame femed not at that Tyme 


fo lykely to other. For as muche as he that began to breke the 
Unytie of the Churche, was verye ftyffe concernynge the Ufe 


of the Sacrament after the olde Forme, and Honoure : But he 


was not fo muche movyd to feare this, for that he fawe the pre- 


fent Lykelyhode, but rather of an Inftin&e that the Feare of 
God had put yn his Mynde, when the Unytie was not yet bro- 
ken; and when he that was bent to breake the Unytie was moft 


ernefte yn the Defenfe of the Sacrament, yet then began he to: 


feare that the Faythe of the Sacrament fholde decaye yn the 
Realme, not fpeakynge any Worde of the Feare of the Breche of 
the Unytie, by Reafon of the Schyf{me, and departynge from the 
Obedyence to the See of Rome, whiche then was moft lyke to 
happen furthwyth, the Prynce beynge offendyd wyth the Pope; 
whiche Feare made Mr. jet afke him the more erneftlye of 
his Opinion thereyn: To the whiche Queftyon he fodenlye ma- 
kyng Anfwer, fayde as his natural Reafon gave; and that was 
howe he tooke not that for a Matter of fo great a Moment and 
Importance, but rather as inventyd of Men fora polytical Ordre, 
and for the more Quyetnes of the Ecclefiafticall Bodye, than by 
the verye Ordynance of Chryfte.. This was his fudden yee

from his Youthe amonge you, beynge nowe a verye old.Man 3. 
who havynge entyre Frendefhyppe wyth Mr. Moore, as Frendes . 
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_Anfwer, but he hadde no fooner fayde the Worde, but as though 
his Confcyence had byn ftroken for fo fayinge, corre&yng the. 
‘fame, wyth confeffing that he had fpoken wythout Confyderatyon, 
fayde to Mr. Bonuyfe, howe he fhould not take that for an An-: 
{wer to his Queftyon, whiche he wolde thinke better upon, for 
he had never ftudyed yt afore: And therefore wylled him wythyn 
x or xij Dayes to repayre to him ageyn, and then he would fhewe 
him hys whole determynate Opinion yn that Matter. This was 
Mr. Bonvyfe gladde to heare him faye, and fayled not at the 
Tyme prefyxed to retorne to afke him his Opynyon thereof. 
And at the fyrfte Sight of him, Mr. Moore brake out into a greate 
Reproch of his owne felfe, for that he was fo haftye to anfwer 
yn fo greate a Matter, touchinge the Prymacye of the Pope, fay- 
inge, Alas! Mr. Bonvyfe, whither was I fawlinge, when I made 
you that Anfwer, of the Prymacye of the Chyrche ? E affure you, 
that Opinione alone was ynough to make me fawle from the reft.; 
for that holdyth up all. And fo then he began to fhewe him 
what he had redde and ftudyed therein, whiche was fo fixed 1m 
his Harte, that for the Defence of the fame, he wyllingelye af- 
terwarde fufferyd Deathe ; overconiynge all Satan’s Tentatyon by 
the Light fupernaturall, and by a fupernaturall Love, that thre 
Mercye of God had gyven him for his Salvatyon, and greatlye 
for yours, you takynge Example of him. © —— 
Whereupon nowe yf you wyll looke, and of the Byfthope that 
dyede wyth him for the fame Caufe, whiche was the Byffhope of 
Rocheftre, Doctor Fyfber, you fhall fee wyth all the greate Provy- Bithop Fifeer. 
fyon of God, that he made for this Realme, the greate tendre 
Favour he ufed to this Regyan, for the Savegarde of the fame yn 
trewe Feythe and Religion : gyvinge fq muche Grace to thes ij Mer 
of beft Fame in the Realme, for theyr Vertue and Knowledge, to 
icftyfye wyth theyr Bludde the trewe Doétrine of the Churche, 
Whiche they dyd, when the reft of the whole Body of the 
Realme reprefentede yn the Parliament, gathered of the /piri- 
tual Parte and temporal, of the Clergye, and the Laitye, had 
determyned the contrarye. To the whiche Determynatyon, thes 
twayne nothinge agreynge, when it was put mofte earneftlye untd 
them, either to agree, or abyde the. Payne of the newe Lawe, 
whiche was Deathe, they choofed rather that Parte, and dyede, 
as the Martyrs of God bothe, for Teftymonye to the Trewthe 
of that Article; and fotefeynge howe this alone broken, the Gate 
was fet open to Satan to breake all the refte, and brynge yn to 
the Churche here, what pernycyoufe Opinions he lyfte ; as the 
Succeflyon fhewede he dyd. Wheteof alfo he himfelfe wag not 
wythout Feare, that was Author of the. Breache of the Unytie 
of the fame, he, beynge warned what Trouble yt myght brynge 
the Realme unto, thought to provyde fuffycyentlye for the fame, 
even by the Meanes that he brake the 7 ei whiehe was by 
the Authorytie of the Parliament, that fhoulde ftablyfhe the Do- 
&ryne of the Sacraments.) Whereupon was made an AGe of Par- 
liament touchinge the vj Articles.’ But the Parliament had nat Aof Six Ar- 
fo greate Force to eftablythe them, the Unytie once taken awaye, ""™ 
. as 
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as Experyence fhortelye after dyd declare in this, that the Unytie 


was not fo foon diffolvede, but that the Faythe of the Sacraments 
began to quayle yn fo many Hartes, though they durfte not for 
a Tyme utter yt: And of this were manye pryvey Counfells 
made ageynft them yn his pryvye Chambre that was moft earneft, 
becaufe he had diffolved the Gusts to maynteyne the Sacra- 
ments, beynge, as I fayed, warned afore, that the fame Change 
woulde followe. Whiche tarryed no lenger to fhewe ytfelfe open- 
ly, but untyll he was deade, whofe Perfon onlye they feared ; 
and then they burfte out yn fuche Manner wyth fo many Chaun- 
ges, tyll at lafte openlye yn the Parliament, the Sacrament of 
Sacraments was cafte out. Whiche. had byn the Ende of Religion 
yn this Realme, yf God had not helped bothe at that Tyme to 
reftore yt, as the Unytie was broken, and at this Tyme alfo: 
workynge Myracles at bothe Tymes, as well yn the Deathe of 
thofe that dyede, to lett the goynge downe of the Authorytie of 
the Churche, as for prefervinge yn Lyfe that Woman that fhoulde 
{ett yt “ ageyne , gevynge you Space, yn the meane Seafon to 
prove and tafte the Bytternes of the Fruyte receyved by the 
{warvynge from the Unytie of the Churche. Whiche at the fyrfte 
femed verey {weete, as dyd the Apple to oure fyrfte Mother, eaten 
ageynfte the Commandement. And the lyke you have fuffered. 
But to th’yntent you fhoulde not be utterly undone, as yt 
muft nedys have followed, yf trewe Religyon were taken awaye,

begun to fhewe you in the Example of them, who for theyr Ho- 
lynes, Lernynge, and Juftyce, ach one yn his State, the one for 
the Spiritualtye, and the other for the Temporaltye, were count- 
ed the chefefte yn the Realme, by the Judgement of that Prynce 
that put them to deathe, and tempted them moft to Lyfe. Whom 

f-one woulde have afked, afore the greate Temptatyon came to 
him to leave the Obedyence of the Churche, to whome of all 
Men of the Churche of Englande he coulde beft have byn con- 
tented to remytte his Confcyence, yn Matters of any Doubte yn 
Religion, for his Lernynge, Vertue, and Judgement, he woulde 
{urelye have namede no. Man afore the fame Byffhope of Rocheftre, 
Doctor Fysfber, that he put to deathe afterwarde. This I maye 
the bolder affyrme to be fo, becaufe, when I myfelfe came out of 
Italye from my Studye, commynge to do my Dewtye, and to fee 
the Prynce, yt was almofte the fyrfte Queftyon he afked me, 
whether yn all the Unyverfities I had byn, and yn all the Cy- 
ties and Places where lerned Men, and good Men, myght be 


_ beft knowen, I had found fuche a lerned Man as the fame Byffhope © 


of Rocheftre, byddynge me to faye playnlye as I thowght. To

We have alfo perufed the Scots Articles touching Prifoners: And 
altho’ we reckon the fame to be of no great Importance, and ra- 
ther to be moved by the Scots for a Brag, or for fomée Praétice, 
than for any good Meaning: Yet for fome Anfwer .to. the fame 
we think touching the Ranfome of Prifoners, that it is not. conve- 
nient that any of the Degree of a Baron or upwards, fhould be fet 
at any Certainty, but to remain at the Prince’s Pleafure.

and others; to the End they may know the Penalty, and provide

And thus having written our Opinions, with tlie Queen’s Ma-

Of the 
Receipt whereof you wrot yourfelf unto us, and feemed to like 
the fame enough ; faving that ye faid, there wanted in that Book 
the General of the Footmen, the Mafter of the Ordinance, and 
the Provoft Marfhal. Which indeed were omitted upon thefe 
Confiderations: Firff, we thought then, and fo think ftil, that 
beeaufe. the Footmen are to be divided into the Vaward, Rere- 
ward and Battel, and fo be under feveral Mens Charges, tltere 
needeth not any General over them.

HESE be the Words of Solomon in the Fourth Chapter of 
the Book of the Preacher, called Ecclefiaftes. They may be 
englifhed thus, I can commend the State of the Dead above the State 
of the Living, but happier than any of them both is be that was never 

born. ; | 

— The firft Part containeth a Dodtrin incredible in the Judgment of 
Man. For al Mencommonly meafureth the Matter after another 
Sort, 
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Sort, covefirig rather to live than to dy, rather to have a Being 
in tHs World than no Being. - | _ | 
The fecond Part, Feliciorem utroq; judicav7,@c. is exceeding peril- 
lous, teriding to Paganity, and hath beena Principle not among the 
Chriftians, but among the Heathens and Gentils. Optimum non naf- 
ti: Beft not to be born. Wherefore it needeth to have a gentle In- 
terpretation ; elfe fhal we, even from the Beginning of the World, 
controle and flander all the Works of God: Who, after he had 
made al Creatures, laft of al made Man; under whofe Subjection 
he did put the reft. Now if it had been better Men never to 
have been created, it muft follow to be better al the reft alfo, 
which were made for Man’s Sake and Service, to have been un- 
created. So that we fhal invert the Words of Genefis, and where 
Mofes {aid, God faw al that he bad made, and it was exceeding good x 
we fhal fay, God faw al that be had made, and it was naught, in 
vain, and to fmall Purpofe: Becaufe it had been better unmade. 
Which Blafphemy God forefend that it fhould enter into the | 
Heart, or come out of the Mouth of a Chriftian Man. a 
Yet doth Job feem fomewhat to maintain on that Side, in 
that he, as one chalenging God, cryeth out, O Lord! that ever I 
was bofn out of my Mother's Womb. I would I had been ftrait Lcon- 
veyed | from Birth to Burial; from Groaning to my Grave. And in 
another Place, Curfed be the Day, in the which the Midwife firft faid, 
there is a Manchild born into the World. But.to refolve this, Right 
Honorable, in few Words, know. you that fab, a Man of that 
Grate and Favour with God, of thofe Gifts of Wifdom and Pa- 
tience, knew right wel, that to be born of our Parents is not 
evil; but to be born in the Sin and Difobedience of our firft Pa- 
rents, and thereby in the Wrath and Difpleafure of God, that 1s 
evil. Neither defired he fo much to be carried from Birth to Bu- 
rial, as to have the Time of finning in this wretched World to be 
cut off and abridged , nor curfed he the Day, being the Creature 
of God, but rather Sin committed in the Day, which Sin is of the 
Creation of the Devil.

I come inte 
this World to witnes with the Truth, as Chrift my Mafter came 
before me, faying, Veni in Mundum, ut Teftimonium perbibeam Veri- 
tati: But I impugne the Truth and advance Falfhood.. I was rege- 
nerate, and by a folemn Vow became a Member of Chrift’s Catho- 
lic Church, and have fince divided myfelf fram the Unity ther- 
of, and I am become a Member of the new. Church of Geneva, 
or did after lapfe to actual and deadly Sin: Refortned by Pe- 
nance, I am now relapfed again to Sin, and dwel ftubbornly ther- 
ins Mark my End, Right Honorable, and what thal become of 
me.

Forafmuch as J have hitherto put the Exainple of Sin in ming

myfelf, but ever to your Erudition and Warning. . If I ftand here 
this Day ia the midft of them that pray, and I pray nat, in the 
midft of them that mourn, and I mourn not, at leaft ways fo. fat 
forth as it becometh a Chriftian Man to mournat the Death of them 
of whofe Eftate nevertheles he hath no Doubt, becanfe they departed 
in the Faith of Chriftand God: (For fo the Apoftles mourned for 
the Death of Stepben, and the Patriarchs at the Death of Facod and 
Fofepb, not doubting of their Condition, but, ferving their own 
Nature and Duty of Charity) If I, I fay,.ftand here ip the midit 
of them, that following that Example of Fudas Maccabeus, who

miflike their Doings, murmuring therat with Fudas Ifcariot, Ut 
quid perditio bec? If I, being ful of Infidelity and Malice, ftand 
among you, being fo many Nobles, or (which is the Title and 
Honour, that ye can bear in this World) Chriftian Men. And 
while you in Time of divine Sacrifice, do faithfully and humbly, 
both in Heart and utter Gefture, agnize, reverence, and adore the 
fame Flefh in Subftance, altho’ unvifibly in the Sacrament, which 
we al fhal fe in the latter Day vifible coming in. the Firmament, 
and in the mean Seafon condemn in. my Heart the Church, and 
you thus duing, blafpheme fo great Myftery, repute the Ficih 
wherby I was redeemed, and the Blood of Chrilt wherby I was 
to be fandctified, as a Thing common and pollute ; ,;who doubteth 
but on this Cafe it were better for me to be out. of the Church 
than init.

or not to be born at al? In this Cafe I muft anfwer, better is ne- 
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ver to be born: According as Solomon faith, Feliciorem utrog, judi- 
cavi, Grc. leaving ever for a Conclufion, that to be born is good, 
fo as we, being regenerate in Water and in the Holy Gholft, do 
after walk in Newnes of Life, and perfift in our firft Profeffion as 
Members of Chrift’s Catholic Church, elfe not. And therfore of 
others which be fallen from Grace and from the Church, and be 
Veffels of Ire, and Death everlafting, it thal fuffice to fay, that 
altho’ better were for them not to be born, yet forafmuch as in 
their juft Punifhment the Juftice of God is to the World fet forth 
and reveled, it is in a Sort neceffary fo to be, that you, and al 
other, knowing the Ire and Difpleafure of God againft his Ene- 
mies, Rebels, and Blafphemers, fhould wholly dedicate yourfelves 
to his Obedience, Love, and Service: Thanking God of your 
Creation, of your Prefervation in this World, and efpecially of 
your Redemption by Chrift; whom God the Father hath given 
unto you, and by him al Things. By whofe Death it is brought 
to pas, that corporal Death, which in the Beginning was ordained 
for a Pain and Punifhment, is now to this good Lady, and to al 
that dyed as fhe did, a Remedy and a Benefit. And wheras alfo, 
Death would have beena terrible Thing, it is now become moft 
pleafant atid acceptable, efpecially by them that be firmly per- 
uaded another Life to be after this, and better than this.

_ By which Words I have Occafion given to compare the State of 
the Dead and the Living; they being in Appearance but two 
Eftates; which the Church nevertheles hath ufed to divide into 
three, whenfoever by Prayer out of this Place, it commendeth to 
God the Eftates univerfal. Which I profefs to follow. 


Here he made his Prayer for the Spiritualty, Temporalty, and 
Souls in Purgatory. : 


Laudavi mortuos magis, Oc. 1 am driven to compare together 
two Things of their own Nature moft diverfe and contrary, that 
is to fay, Life, and Death, the Condition of the Living, and the 
Condition of the Dead. Altho’ indeed, there is no Comparifor 
between them, no Similitude, nor Poflibility to exprefs the Feli- 
city of the one, and the Mifery and Calamity of the other. The 
Writers, as wel Prophane as Ecclefiaftical, have wondred to fe 
Man fo weak and feeble a Creature, made fubje& to fo many 
Croffes and Calamities, and endeavouring themfelves to defcribe 
the Burden of Evils and Adverfities which Man beareth in this 
World, hath fpeft their Eloquence and Invention therabout ; and 
yet were they never able to exprefs the fame worthily, and as 
the Thing required. The very fame Writers, or at the leaft ways 
{o many of them as were perfuaded of the Refurredion of the 
Fiefh, knowing that Corporal Death is a Paffage to 1 better 
Life, like Men ftanding afar off, and looking after their Friends, . 
when they were departed, pronounced of ‘their Eftate, not by 
Experience, as of worldly Adverfities which they es 
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dayly tafted of, but by Credence to God’s Word, and Confidence 
in his merciful Ordinance, that the Condition of Men departed 
in God, doth fo far in true Felicity and Joy exceed the Condition 
of the Living, as the Tongue of Man can never fuffice to declare, 
neither the Ear to hear, fed nec in cor bominis afcendit - Conclu- 
ding, this prefent Life to be ful of Miferies, the Life to come to 
be al in Joy and Happines. : | 


Only this we muft remember withal, that two kind of Men: 


dyeth: The Faithful, the Infidel ; the Obedient, the Rebellious. 
There are that dyeth under the Unity of the Church ; there are: 


that dyeth in the Sedition of Core.. Thére are that dyeth under’ 


the Gofpel , there are ‘that dyeth under the Alcoran, As touch- 
ing the worfer Sort of thefe, that is ro fay, Infidels, Rebels, and’ 


Heretics, whom God no more, remembreth to relieve with his’ 


Merits, Quorum non eff memor. amplius, becaufe their woful and 
doleful Eftate can no otherways be expreffed, it fhal fuffice me to 
fay, and you to know, that they be in Pain; in Dolour, in Ire, in 


Fire, in Darknes, and Horror: The Indignation, the Scourge, the 


Vengeance of God, with Confufion' and Damnation everlafting, is 
powred onthem. Neither have they Qualification of Pain, nor 


Intermiffion of Time, nor Hope of End. Oh! ‘merciful Lord, 1f 
this be the Condition of Men, the End of worldly Glory, Riches,’ 


and Vanity, in what Cafe ftand we, or whither fhal we repair,‘ to 
take a true View of our Condition,. but to the Words of Solomon, 
Feliciorem utroq, judicavi qui necdum natus eff? 5 
- Undoubtedly, Right Honourable, it is moft true.; neither is 
there any other End of fome, but Confufion, Death, and Darknes. 
And that without Difference, fave that only this: Difference ig 
Potentes potenter, that is to fay, All fhal fuffer for Sin, but the 
more mighty Men fhal fuffer more mightily, the Stronger more ftrong= 
ly. I confider that now I fpeak among them that‘be mighty: 
Whom, as one ways I reverence, fo. another ways I wil be bold 
with them in fuch Things as it behoveth them to hear, and is: 
hurtful for me not to fpeak. nr a Sree te 

Firft,. the Minifters of Chrift’s Church, whom the Holy Ghoft 
hath placed there to inftru@ the Flock, and to rule and govern: 


this Church which Chrift hath purchafed with his Bloud, Regere' 


Ecclefiam Dei, quam Chriflus acquifivit in fanguine f{uo: They, be 
Men of great Might, and hath that Authority from God which. 
this World cannot give them. nor take from them, That that’ 
Paul did write to them of Corinth, to affemble together by his 
Affent and Authority, altho’ he were then corporally abfent, fay~ 
ing, In nied Spiritu, and to deliver to Satan, that is to fay, td ex- 
communicate out of the Church him that had committed Inceft 
with his Mother in Law: ‘That argueth a mervaillous Authority. 
And likewife, in that zebofe Sins they remit, are remitted, whofe 
Sins they. retain, are retained. But the greater Power and Autho- 
rity of the Church may be underftanded in this, Ecclefia omnes

judged of none. After.this Sort the Church is Patens, and the Mi-jiriuel, jude- 
nifters therof Potentes.

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Prophet Ezekiel faith, appointed, to keep Watch and Ward upon 
the Walls, and give Warning when the Enemy cometh, if they 
. fe the Wolf toward the Flock, as at this prefent, I warn you, the 
Wolves be coming out of Geneva, and other Places of Germany, 
and hath fent their Books before, ful of peftilent Dodrines, Blaf- 
phemy, and Herefy, to infe& the People ; 1f the Bifhops, I fay,. 
and Minifters, in this Cafe, fhould not. give Warning, neither 
withftand and refift, but for Fear or Flattery with the World, 
forfake their Places, and therby give Occafion to the Wolf to. 
enter, and devour the Flock ; then fhould the more mighty be 
more mightily fcourged, and the Bloud of the People required 
at their Hands: As it is Written, Sanguinem Populi de manu Prefby- 
teri requiram. | | 

Likewife among the Temporal Eftates, there are the Princes of 
the World moft mighty and excellent above others. There are 
the Dukes and Magiftrates, whom whofoever doth not obey, he 
refifteth the Ordinances of God. There are Judges to whom the 
Prince committeth the Office of Juftice ; as Trajan the Emperor 
did deliver the Sword of Juftice to his chief Officer, with this 
Charge, Hoc Gladio pro me utere, fi jufta impero, contra me, fi injufta s 
Exprefly commanding his own Authority, and Sword of Juftice 
to be ufed againft himfelf, when the Equity of the Law fhould fo 
require. | 

nN thefe be, as you can confider, Mighty. Now, if any of them, 
be he Spiritual or Temporal, forfake his Place, negleat his Office, 
rule not rightly, judge not -juftly, counfil not faithfully ; then. 
fhal his own Judgment be more ftrait, his Punifhment more fharp 
and fierce, than the Punifhment of the Poor and Simple; and in 
his Chaftifement it fhal be proved true, Potentes potenter. 

But hitherto I compare the Punifhment [between the Strong] 
and the Weak, both being Offenders againft God, and both per- 
haps yet living. The Words of Solomon, Laudavi mortuos magis, 
ec. feemeth rather to compare the Eftate of the Living and the 
Dead, both being in the Favour of God. And altho’ of itfelf 
there be no Doubt, nor Queftion herein among the Faithful, yet 
the Love that we. have toward this prefent Life, and the faint 
Faith that we have in the Life to come, hath made a Queftion: 
And fo much the more, becaufe Solomon in the Book of Proverbs 
hath other Words, as it feemeth, clean contrary, Melius eft Canis 
vivus, quam Leo mortuus. Which is a perillous Place, not only 
preferring the Living before the Dead, but preferring the Living 
in a vile and bafe Eftate before the Dead, being a far more wor- 
thy Creature, in Man’s Judgment. For what Beaft is more vile 
than a Dog, more worthy than a Lion? For fuch is the Senfe of 
the Letter ; but far from the Meaning of the Writer. Wherfore 
let us feek the right Meaning. 

The Preife ofe And firft, confider, Right Honourable, that the Dog, altho’ we 
Deg. ufe fometimes his Name in Spight, yet is he of all Beafts the moft 
familiar, and faithful to Man. | He is of Houfehold with us, and 

in our Way abroad a true traveiler with his Mafter ; as in the Hi- 

- ftory of young Todias. He keepeth Watch and Ward Day and 

Night. 


Dumb Dogs, not able to bark, 
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Night. He warneth when the Eneiny cométh: He is ready''tv do 
with and for his Mafter. The Hiftory of the poor Man in the 
Gofpel,. whofe Wounds the Dogs did lick, fetteth forth: the:Cha- 
rity of the Beaft, in rebuke to Man; who towards his Even:Chri- 
fren ufeth not the like Charity. David the Prophet and Kiny,-4 
Man of Gifts incomparable, yet compareth himfelf to 4. Dog. 
Quem perfequeris, Rex Urael ? Quem perfequeris ? Canem unum, aut 
Culicem unum perfequeris ? Of thefe, Properties, Man, as ye fe, ‘ts 
in the Scriptures fometimes called Canis. In the which Senfe 
alfo the Prophet calleth the Preachers, which are appointed to 
bark againft Sin, and barketh not, Canes mutos, non valentes latraré; 


\ 


Now are we almoft come the ‘right Underftanding of thefe 
Words, Melior eft Canis vivus, Gc. that is to fay, Better is one 
lively Preacher in the. Church, that dareth to bark againft Sin, 
Blafphemy, Herefy , better is one lively Officer or Magiftrate in 


tthe Commonweal, that dareth to fpeak againft Injuries; Extortions, 


Seditions, Rebellions, and other Difcords; than the dead Liosi: 
‘That is to fay, Men, perhaps, of great Dignity and Vocation, who 
dare not open their Mouths and bark ; but fuffereth, while al ¢d- 
eth to Ruin, to the Decay of Chriftian Religion, and the Subver- 

fion of the public Wealth. Hely was Leo, he was a-Liun of | 
Power and Authority, as one that governed and judged the People. 
But in that he diffembled Difcords, Injuries, and Extortions, com- 


mitted efpecially by his own Children, in that he was Leo mor- The dead t’ : 
tuus, a dead Lion. And the Plague of God therfore fel upon him. 


And then like Aaron, who, in the Abfence of Mofes fourty Days, 
condefcended, or rather procured that Golden Calf.to be made, 
wherby Idolatry was committed, whatfoever he was at other 
‘Times or Places, yet, for that Time and A@& he’was Leo mor- 
tuus, that is to fay, a fleeping Lion, whom Mofes coming from 
the Mount did awake and rebuke, laying to his Charge, Qued 
induxiffet in fuum Populum peccatumi maximum. And therfore, 


upon mie declaring himfelf to be Canis viuus, in punifhment of the tivi, 


that Idolatry, he caufed the People to draw their Swords one 
againft another. Wherupon exceeding many were flain: I re« 
member not the Number now. a sf : 
Helias was Canis viuus, when Achaé laid to his Chargé, Tu ¢on- 
turbas Ifrael, he awake with thefe Words, and faid, Ego non con- 
turbo Mrael, fed tu, & Domus Patris tui, qui dereliquifti mandate 
Domini, & fecuti eftis Baal: S. Fobn- that rebuked Herod, S. Mat- 
thew, that rebuked Hircanus for marrying a Woman profeffed a 
Nun: S. Ambrofe, S. Ba/fil, Cyrillus, Ampbilochius, and an infinite 
‘Number more, which in their Sermons never {pared to rebuke 
Sin; Allthefe were Canes vivi.. Now fay I, one living Dog, that 
is to fay, one vigilant Minifter in the Church, fuch as they were, 
which of good Zele did bark againft Sin and Herefy ; Perfecuting 
that in me, not that that God hath created, but that that the 
Devil hath planted ; One provident Governor. under the Prince in 
the Commonweal, which fhal confer al his Studie, Travail,.and 
Labour, to advaunce the Public Weal, and not to fupport Sedition; 
Nn a2 and 
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and Difcord ; Who for himfelf fhal covet nothing inordinately, 
but when he thal dy, be able truly to write as Aufonius did, Non - 
auxi, non minui rem: That is to fay, I bave made my Revenues na more 
nor lefs, Or be, as another was, of whom Herodianxs writeth, 

uum omnium plurimum adminifiraf[et, erat omnium pauperrimus > He 
meddled with moft Matters of al, [and became pooreft of al; One 
fuch, I fay, more profiteth Chrift’s Church, and more advaunceth 


the Commonweal of this Country : And therefore is more worthy 


than ten dreaming dead Lions. And the Words of Solomon, Me- 
lior eft Canis vivus, Oc. being thus underftood, be not contrary to 
Laudavi mortuos, Oc - 8 ee a 
So as it is ftil left for a moft certain Ground, that happier is fre 
that in the Faith of Chrift is departed out of this World, than he 


that yet liveth in the World. And we being hereof fully per- 


fuaded, have'no Caufe to lament, but rather to thank God, and 
rejoice at the Death of them that are fo departed, as is now this 
vertuous and gracious Lady, this innocent and unfpotted Queen: 


‘Whofe Body lyeth there in your Lap, whofe Livery is on your 


Back, whofe Memory is, or ought to be, printed in your Hearts:
